“Teacher in disguise

When Winchester’s firefighters 
termed the town’s seven-year-old 
emergency ambulance, “unreli¬ 
able.” that assessment was enough 
to convince the Board of Selectmen 
to call for immediate replacement of 
the vehicle. 

Selectmen voted 4-1 at their March 
2 session to put out to bid the purch¬ 
ase of a new ambulance and allocate 
funds from a donation from 
Winchester Hospital for its purch¬ 
ase. Selectmen Peter Van Aken. 
Thomas Schmitt. William O’Leary 
and Robert Deering voted in favor of 
the purchase. Selectman Stephen 
Powers voted against. 

The purchase of the new ambu¬ 
lance. which will cost approximately 
$80.IKK), has been under study for 
some time and recommendations for 
the purchase have been voiced by 
the Fire Chief and Capital Planning 
Committee. 


Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer had also recommended the 
expenditure, noting that the funding 
could Ih' derived from the $45.(HK) in 
the existing Winchester Hospital 
Gift account. The balance of the cost 
would be culled from a special dona¬ 
tion from the hospital for the new 
ambulance, said Maurer. 

The hospital had earmarked the 
donation for “the programs and 
equipment for public safety and 
public health,’’ according to 
Winchester Hospital President 
Eugene Loubier. 

And word from Coordinator of 
Emergency Services Lieutenant 
John Nash. Fire Chief Charles 
McNutt and Firefighter/Mechanic 
Tim Coss that the vehicle had failed 
to start on at least one occasion 
convinced selectmen the ambulance 
was a public safety concern. 

“If there was a loss of life (becau¬ 
se of problems with the ambulance 1 
I wouldn’t want to be the one who

Committee mulls school closing

Classroom space at the high 
school is reportedly aplenty, and 
a school facilities study group 
says in order to fill that void, the 
McCall Middle School should be 
closed. 

At the March 3 session of the 
School Committee, the Facilities 
Inventory and Evaluation Sub¬ 
committee (FIES) put forth this 
suggestion with a lengthy report 
to back it up. 

The FIES is one of eight sub¬ 
committees, formed in Septem¬ 
ber, 1991, to addre.ss the use of the 
Winchester school buildings. The 
formation of the subcommittees 
was a reponse to a heated debate 


over a plan in 1989 to close the 
Vinson Owen Elementary School. 
That plan was shot down follow¬ 
ing an upVoar from the 
community. 

A comprehensive, long-range 
look at the schools became the 
primary goal of the new subcom¬ 
mittees, according to School 
Committee members. 

With the FIES report now in 
hand. School Committee mem¬ 
bers await two final reports to be 
delivered March 10. Several sub¬ 
committees slated to investigate 
relevant closing costs will begin 
their work only after some deci¬ 
sions on possible closings are 
made. 

A public hearing is scheduled 
for March 17 with a final decision 


on school closings slated for 
March 24 Hashing over the four 
reports was postponed since sev¬ 
eral written reports arrived over 
the last several days. In fact, the 
only prolonged debate centered 
on whether the committee could 
keep to the “aggressive” sche¬ 
dule set up in September. 

School Committee member 
Alice McCarter made a pitch that 
the committee adhere to the post¬ 
ed schedule so budget decisions 
could move forward. 

“I’m not going to expedite this 
process just to make a decision. ” 
said Chairman Constance 
Makhoul. 

The FIES compiled a summary 
of the capacity and efficiency of 
each school facility. Tours of 


each of the facilities played an 
integral part in the overall 
assessments, according to FIES 
member William Lionetta as well 
as input from town officials and 
departments. 

In studying the capacity of the 
elementary and secondary 
schools, the subcommittee made 
a series of conclusions. FTrst, that 
due to excess capacity and the 
condition of the schools, there is 
no reason to keep Mystic or Bart¬ 
lett schools, which are currently 
leased privately, for classroom 
space. Secondly, that fully 60 per¬ 
cent of the projected excess 
space will be at the high school. 

In addition, the subcommit¬ 
tee’s numbers showed a cumula-

‘Independent’ 
voter choices 

An effort by a Massachusetts 
political party to reorganize its 
forces has evolved into a quarrel 
with the state’s political 
establishment. 

Officials from the Independent 
Voter’s Party, which will have its 
own ballot in the upcoming pres¬ 
idential primary, say they are 
trying to form a coalition of third- 
party candidates, thus increasing 
the number of choices for voters 
and restoring faith in the demo¬ 
cratic system. 

Some state and local officials, 
however, say the party changed 
its name from the Independent 
High Tech Party to take advan¬ 
tage of the name “Independent” 
and draw in confused voters who 
are not enrolled in either the 
Democratic or Republican 
parlies.

Reports said that a problem arose 
when two Woburn youths were 
invited to a Winchester residence by 
a Winchester youth who was babys¬ 
itting there. Sometime later, 
another Winchester youth arrived at 
the address with the Boston youths. 
According to reports, there was 
some “bad blood” between the Bos¬ 
ton and Woburn youths. Reports said 
that the babysitter said the Boston 
youths were not welcome in the 


home. 

Upon hearing this from the 
Winchester youth, who had returned 
to the automobile, the Boston youths 
entered the home and began to 
search for the Woburn youths. Dur¬ 
ing the search, reports said a black 
revolver was shown to the youths in 
the home. 

After hearing the story, the offic¬ 
ers returned to New Meadows Road 
and recovered the weapon. It was a 
black starter pistol, said reports. 

Police said starter pistols may be 
purchased without a permit, howev¬ 
er. the ammunition requires a per¬ 
mit. According to police, the pistol 
was not loaded. However, police said 
threats of the use of a gun, even if 
the gun is not loaded, constitutes a 
felony and results in an assault 
charge. 

The Dorchester youth reported 
that the gun had been purchased at 


the Home Show and was given to the 
Roxbury youth to hold. 

According to police reports, the 
babysitter reported that she 
believed that it was the Roxbury 
youth who had threatened the 
Woburn youths with the weapon, hut 
said that she was not sure which 
youth had done it. The three Boston 
youths were charged with assault 
with a dangerous weapon and were 
released to their mothers, said 
reports. 

According to reports, the juvenile 
officer was notified and the youths 
were scheduled to appear on March 
3 in Woburn District Court.

The Bentley Bros. Circus will per¬ 
form Saturday, July 11 and Sunday, 
July 12 with three shows slated for 
Saturday: noon, 3 p.m. and 6 p.m. 

The plan was reviewed by a group 
of local officials and circus rep¬ 
resentatives, which included Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer, Fire 
Chief Charles McNutt, Safety Offic¬ 
er Kevin Mawn. Department of 
Public Works (DPW) Director 
Anthony Celli, Health Director 
Joseph Tabbi and Assistant School 
Superintendent Robert Fitzgerald. 

Philip Coss of the Winchester 
Police Relief Association and Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce Director Cather¬ 
ine Alexander, as well as circus 
representative Michael Thomas, 
pitched the idea to the Board of 
Selectmen last week. After review 
by the local group, selectmen gave 
their full endorsement of the plan at 
their meeting March 2. 

Thomas said the three-ring circus 
will come complete with animal acts 
and other circus fare, including con¬ 
cessions stands. 

Policemen Charles Culhane and 
Peter Hersee assured selectmen at 
the recent session that the area 
would be secure for patrons and 
neighbors.

and representatives from the town’s 
Little League Association had a 
chance to hammer out some longs¬ 
tanding issues that stood between 
them. 

At the Board of Selectmen’s 
March 2 session, neighbors of the 
playground/field were assured that 
a truckload of sand that was depo¬ 
sited on the field will be used for 
regular maintenance of the infield, 
not to enlarge the facility. 

Also, neighbors were assured that 
lighting for night games would not 
be erected at the field. Resident 
Genevieve Cross, a direct abutter of 
the field, said she had heard 
“rumors” that the town was consid¬ 
ering illuminating the field. Select¬ 
men Chairman William O’Leary 
assured her that was not the case. 

Fred DeSimone, president of the 
Sachem Youth Softball League said 
the league had donated the sand to 
improve the field. Other improve¬ 
ments, funded by the league, are in 
the works, said DeSimone. 

Cross also lodged a complaint 
regarding the proposed illumination 
of the chuck wagon at the field. She 
also noted that the chuck wagon does 
not have the required license for a 
food stand. 

Selectmen said they would ask the 
Board of Health to look into the 
licensing procedure for such a food 
stand. Selectman Stephen Powers 
said he believed that if the food is 
pre-cooked, a license is not required. 

Several residents thanked select¬ 
men for their attention to previous 
issues at the field, but called for 
more communication between the 
Little League Association and neigh¬ 
bors. DeSimone said correspon¬ 
dence on upcoming improvements 
or changes to the field could be 
forwarded to neighbors requesting 
this information.

their children. 

“The community has high stan- 
dards for intelligence, 
ethics ... [The community! is 
serious about what I the schools! 
are doing and willing to confront 
problems." 

School Superintendent Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos was equally 
pleased with the assessment. 

“[The articlel confirms the 
belief that people in the commun¬ 
ity have shown a strong support 
of Winchester High School," he 
adds. 

Mitsakos also points to the sta¬ 
tistic that shows 92 percent of 
Winchester students attend the 
local high school, instead of opt¬ 
ing for a private school educa¬ 
tion. He said the numbers show 
the school and staff are “meeting 


the individual needs of the 
students." 

Mitsakos said the article was a 
“reaffirmation" of a survey by 
the Boston Globe three years ago 
that placed the Winchester school 
system as a whole in the top 10 in 
the state. 

The emphasis on Ritchie in the 
article was also no surprise to 
Mitsakos. “We knew' there was 
something special about John 
when he first came to Winches¬ 
ter. I’m pleased that that percep¬ 
tion ... has borne out over three 
years (Ritchie’s tenure with the 
school system]." 

Mitsakos also points to the 
broad range of opportunities in 
the system for a Winchester stu¬ 
dent, not limited to academics. 
He draw's attention to the strong 
athletics program, arts, music 
and other opportunities for 


Winchester students. “It's not 
just test scores, ” said Mitsakos. 

Winchester was among 143 
school districts analyzed in the 
accompanying statistical report 
in the magazine, which breaks 
down other figures including 
average teacher salary (1989-90). 
average daily attendance rate 
(1989-90), and percent of students 
taking the SATs. 

In a financial comparison with 
other “10 best ” schools. Winches¬ 
ter ranked near the lower end of 
the scale for average teacher 
salary (1989-tK)) w'ith teachers 
receiving an average $38,898; the 
third lowest among the 10 best. 
Sharon school system ranked the 
lowest of the 10 lx?st. with $31,421; 
average teacher salary (1989-90) 
and Lincoln-Sudbury school 
teachers the highest w'ith $44.8.50 
average salary (1989-90). 


Winchester ranked third from 
last again among the 10 best in 
per-pupil expenditure on books 
with $23.72 spent per student. 
Sharon schools w'ere again the 
lowest among the 10 with $12.11 
spent per student on books and 
Lincoln-Sudbury the highest with 
$83.10. 

For per-pupil expenditure over¬ 
all. Winchester ranked at the low 
end of the scale with $.5..507 spent 
per pupil (1989-90). Only Sharon 
ranked lower with $4,198 and 
Dover-Sherborn was the highest 
expenditure with $8,701 per 
student. 

The study also showed 93 per¬ 
cent of Winchester High students 
take the SATs. The average com¬ 
bined score for 1991 for SATs was 
9()9 and 78 percent of seniors in 
1991 went on to a four-year 
college.

An interesting twist, 
however, candidate Mary Scott M. Wagner has publicly thrown her 
support to Winchesterite Ellen Burkhardt, and regrets not having 
withdrawn her name from the ballot. 

Despite the logistical snafu. Burkhardt, an outspoken meml>er of Town 
Meeting since 1989. is a strong candidate with solid ideas about the 
Democratic Party and its future. 

So make sure you save a few' minutes next Tuesday to vote.

Town ambulance 
was a terminal case

During the summer of 1934 the 
Town of Winchester took delivery 
of a new Ford ambulance. 
Rudimentary though it w-as. it 
symbolized a new era of civic 
sensitivity. 

The original Ford ambulance 
provided service until 1940 when 
purchase of a used 1937 Packard 
vehicle was authorized at a spe¬ 
cial June town meeting. It cost 
$1,475 and served Winchester 
admirably until its condition 
mandated a new equippage in 
1949. That Cadillac ambulance 
had, by 1961. earned the town 
nearly $12.(M)0 in fees against its 
$5,400 purchase price — until it 
failed mechanically and w'as put 
out of service that same year. 

Responsibility for the ambu¬ 
lance was transferred to the fire 
department 15 years ago under 
Lt. John F. Nash Jr. Since then 
members of that department 
have refined the service into one 
of superior quality; one in which 
Winchester is justifiably proud. 

In the 10 years between 1981 
and 1991. the town ambulance 
made more than 10,000 runs — 
6.504 of those with our present 
seven-year-old vehicle. 

Never properly designed, the 
present Ford ambulance has 
since been discontinued by Ford 
Motor Company — after a succes¬ 
sion of lawsuits based on faulty 
design. Our own vehicle has luck¬ 
ily served the town well over its 
seven-year period. 

Lately, the present ambulance, 
and the lives of countless 
Winchester citizens, had become 
a political football as varied spe¬ 
cial interest groups clamored for 
attention at Town Hall during this 
period of dw'indling revenue. 

On December 16. 1991, Bud 
McDonough of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health cited sev¬ 
eral deficiencies during his annu¬ 
al accredidation inspection. At 
that time he mandated at least 


four major corrections to be 
made if the town does not sche¬ 
dule a new vehicle in 1992. 

Recently Cheif Charles R. 
McNutt appraised that a new' 
fully-equipped ambulance w'ould 
cost in the vicinity of $80,000, and 
said that the cost increases by 
nearly $2,500 each year the 
purchase is put off by the town. 
Past frustrations w'ere under¬ 
lined when he stated. “An ambu¬ 
lance is an emergency vehicle, 
not a pickup truck. You can take 
a tired pickup truck, rebuild it, 
and when it ultimately fails 
nobody gets hurt. The same is not 
true of an emergency vehicle.” 

Firefighter-mechanic Tom 
Coss expressed justifiable con¬ 
cern as well: “Although each 
vehicle at the station is tested 
twice a day, there have been 
emergency calls for the ambu¬ 
lance w'hen it wouldn’t start. 
Woburn had to be called in — an 
action which effectively doubled 
our response time.” 

Tim also listed existing major 
problems with the vehicle. They 
are: failing of front and rear 
suspension, leaking transmission 
seals, failing electrical system, 
corroding away of the steering 
support plate from the chassis, 
deteriorating floor in the patient 
compartment, rusted-through 
passenger floor, serious engine 
problems, inadequate storage for 
modern equipment — and the list 
goes on. 

Chief McNutt adds that 
Winchester has doubled the ser¬ 
vice life of its vehicle (most 
tow'ns plan on a 3 '2 year .service 
life), w’ith careful maintenance 
by Coss and others in the 
department. 

Monday — on a 4 to J vote — our 
Board of Selectmen showed 
themselves true stew'ards of the 
Town of Winchester with their 
vote to replace the ailing Ford 
ambulance.

The side effects of pain

I have a child who, since first 
grade, has suffered from skull¬ 
splitting migraine headaches. I 
sometimes feel this accounts for her 
temperament more than the dice- 
toss of genes nature threw her way: 
surely more than the issue of 
whether her parents piped Brahms 
into that pre-natal studio apartment, 
or later stood outside her nursery 
door bickering and running their 
fingernails up and down a 
blackboard. 

When the headaches began that 
first grade year, the doctors shook 
their heads. “Migraine,” they 
sighed. “Of course not much is 
known about migraine. What causes 
it. What to do about it.” Some think 
it relates to diet, and speak of avoid¬ 
ing cheese and smoked meats and 
red wine; some say toss back a cup 
of good strong coffee just when you 
think a headache is coming — all odd 
bits of advice for a six-year-old. 

By second grade there were things 
she knew she couldn’t do like other 
kids: Get crazy during Brow'nies 
meetings; stay up late at sleepovcrs. 
In fourth grade, she felt certain 
she’d never last through the chaos of 
the big Town Fair with its bright 
lights and jostling crowds. Her 
father skulked like a kidnapper, a 
secret 100 feet behind her and her 
two pals, so he’d be there if she got a 
migraine — which she did, sure 
enough, within the hour. 

By sixth grade, when her Girl 
Scout troop planned a trip to New 
York, she said quietly, “Of course I 
could never go on a trip like that. I’d 
get a headache.” 

Sometimes she’d get one at school, 
and they’d call me. I’d come, and 
there’d she’d be on the floor, curled

Professional management of the 
Winchester Housing Authority’s 
existing housing stock is a priority 
for me In this era of shrinking 


in a ball, hands over her eyes, unab¬ 
le to stand or walk. I’d carry her to 
the car, then into the house and up 
the stairs to a darkened room. Then 
I’d hold her while she wept, until she 
virtually passed out from the pain. 

No one likes to put a child on 
medication, but some intervention 
W'as certainly warranted. She began 
with a tiny dose of Dilantin, then 
came off that for a while and tried 
Propranolol, together with added 
pills she was to pop just when heada¬ 
ches seemed imminent. 

Then, in her 14th year, they began 
coming much more often, blotting 
out whole days and nights of her life. 
She went on Amitriptyline. As our 
neurologist, who is also a family 
friend, gave us the prescription, he 
pulled out something called a 
Patient Medication Instruction 
Sheet, or P.M.I.. a circular produced 
by the A.M.A. describing the uses, 
warnings and possible side effects 
associated w'ith the drug. 

“I have to give you this.” he said, 
smiling. “But don’t read it.” So of 
course I read it the minute we left 
his office. 

It made the cure sound w'orse than 
the malady. Under the heading 
“Side Effects That Should Be 
Reported To Your Doctor IMMEDI¬ 
ATELY” it listed symptoms such as 
convulsions, vomiting and hallucina¬ 
tions. Under just plain “Other Side 
Effects That Should Be Reported To 
Your Doctor” it listed fainting, puf¬ 
fing of cheeks, lip smacking or puck¬ 
ering. uncontrolled chewing or 
movements of tongue, and (more 
rarely) inappropriate secretion of 
milk, red or brownish spots on skin, 
and swelling of testicles. On a cheer¬ 
ier note, among the “Side Effects 
That Usually Do Not Require Medi- 


municipal and state budgets, profes¬ 
sional management is important to 
insure that the quality of service is 
maintained for those in our elderly 
and family housing. In addition, the 
Housing Authority should continue 
pursuing state and federal housing 
vouchers for our needy residents, 
particularly the elderly, to allow 
them to remain in Winchester. 

The need for more affordable 
homes in our community is clear. A 
recent study indicates that there are 
2,0.53 low and moderate income 
households in Winchester. This rep¬ 
resents over one quarter of the 
town’s population. The 1990 census 
shows that more than half of all 
current residents do not have the 
financial resources to afford a 
median price home in town. Appro¬ 
priate housing for our elderly popu 
lation is not available in Winchester. 
Homeownership is beyond the 
means of many families and their 
grown children raised and educated 
in our community. Many town 
employees and their families can’t 
afford to live here. 

Uroviding new affordable housing 
options for our residents, consistent 
with Winchester’s own needs and 
goals, will require hard work and tin* 
consensus of all interested groups. 
Gone are the days of large scale 
public housing developments that 
are not appropriately scaled to our 
residential community. Instead, the 
conversion of existing housing stock 
to affordable homes through crea 
tive financing packages will l>e the 
likely mechanisms to provide 
affordable homes in the future

She was vague, 
abstracted, sleepy. She ate all the 
ice cream in the house.

The headaches stopped. By sum¬ 
mer’s end, she’d gained 20 pounds. 
Then in the fall she began a fitness 
regimen; snuffed out a furtive 
tobacco habit; lost the 20 pounds; 
and began biofeedback, to train her 
panicked brain to talk down the pain 
it was reporting her body to be 
feeling. 

I don’t know' what causal connec¬ 
tion any of these events have to one 
another. 

I do know' that right now' she is 
headache and medication-free. She 
never fainted, convulsed or exper¬ 
ienced uncontrolled movements of 
bodily parts. She did consider post¬ 
ing the P.M.I. sheet describing these 
possible symptoms on the door of 
her room as a w'arning to 
trespassers. 

But what I want to know' is this: If 
they have to w'arn you of every 
possible side effect of a product 
designed to restore you to health, 
why is it that in the tobacco ads, 
which used to basically read The 
Surgeon General Says You’ll Get 
Sick and Maybe Die If You Smoke,” 
today it only reads, and I quote. 
"Quitting Smoking Now Greatly 
Reduces Serious Risks to Your 
Health ”?

1981: 11 years ago 

Rising water rates were the 
subject of much debate. A public 
hearing on the issue drew a 
packed house as selectmen 
decided w'hether to increase the 
w'ater rates by 32 percent to gen¬ 
erate much need revenue for the 
tow'n. 

Selectman Michael Saraco said 
the increase would be too hard on 
the residents since an increase 
had just been passed by the 
Board of Selectmen in June of the 
prior year. 

Proposed budget cuts to the 
School Department budget 
prompted one F'inance Commit¬ 
tee member to observe that Town 
Meeting makes the final judg¬ 
ment on budget cuts. Any deci¬ 
sions by the School Committee 
are “rhetorical,” noted the mem¬ 
ber. School Committee Chairman 
Catherine Alexander said that 
the town and school departments 
would try to w'ork out their differ¬ 
ences prior to Tow n Meeting. 

Proposed cuts to the F^ire 
Department budget have some 
residents asking if response time 
has been affected. According to 
F^ire Chief Robert McFJlhinney, 
manpow'er at the fires w'ould be 
affected, not response time. One 
proposal that drew' a negative 
response from the F"ire Depart¬ 
ment was the consolidation of 
police and fire communications. 
McElhinney said that communi¬ 
cation belonged within the fire 
department and w'as an intricate 
part of the program. 

The tow'n approved a 7.25 per¬ 
cent raise for the tow'n’s 11 princi¬ 
pals. The principals agreed to 
accept no new benefits and a 
deletion of their right to take 
sabbaticals as one of the condi¬ 
tions in the agreement. 

The ABC program celebrated 
its loth year. Four returning 
alumni w'ere invited to join in the 
anniversary. Several returned 
from area colleges and told cur¬ 
rent students about their experi¬ 
ences since high school. 

Several letters to the editors 
raised questions about large con¬ 
dominium projects planned for 
the town. Some residents pro¬ 
fessed the belief that condomi¬ 
niums W'ould ruin the character 
of the tow'ii. 

Winchester had a group of stu¬ 
dents named as State Champs. 
Gary F>rico pulled off the title 
for 170 |K)und class in w'rcstling. 
Laurie Glynn won the state Divi¬ 
sion 11 title in the mile race as u 
freshman. And Kathy Durante 
threw' the best shotput distance m 
competition to walk away with 
the state title. 

School Committee members 
were poised for a fight that year 
as Superintendent William Mac¬ 
Donald proposed closing the 
Lynch F^leinentary school The 
members felt that the closing 
would unfairly impact the l..yneh 
population since the school hud 
recently been converted from a 
junior high to an elementary

This week, the Star talked with 
candidates for the Winchester Board 
of Selectmen; Robert Deering, Wil¬ 
liam O’Leary and Gerard Polcari. 
The candidates were asked to 
respond spontaneously to three 
questions concerning issues facing 
the community of Winchester. 

The following is a synopsis of the 
candidates’ responses. 

Q: What are the three most impor¬ 
tant issues facing Winchester? 

A: ROBERT DEERING - 

Deering said that the overall 
budget has to take priority over 
every other issue. In addition, he 
said that increases in the water 
rates warrant special attention from 
the selectmen this year. And lastly, 
Deering noted, “Pending arbitration 
may result in higher tipping fees at 
the transfer station and push up 
costs for the town.’’ Thus, the trans¬ 
fer station figures third on his list of 
priorities. 

A: WILLIAM O’LEARY - 

O’Leary put financial concerns 
first in his list of important issues. 
Said O’Leary, “Fixed costs for ser¬ 
vices such as dumping trash, water, 
fire department and schools are 
going up. It is management’s job to 
try and control those costs as best 
they can with the money they have.’’ 

O’Leary noted that increasing 
water rates and the funding to 
implement capital improvements to 
the water system mandated by the 
federal government are major con-

corns for the town. And lastly, 
O’Leary cited proposed increases in 
tipping fees at the transfer station. 

A: GERARD POLCARI- 

Polcari said that the disintegra¬ 
tion of the capital plant is high on his 
list of issues to address since the 
town’s buildings, roads and even its 
police cars require prompt attention 
to prevent further decay. 

Said Polcari, “They’ve come last 
and been left alone too long, we need 
to stop the disintegration.” Second¬ 
ly, he cited the unfairness of the user 
fee structure as an issue he would 
give a high priority if elected. And 
lastly, Polcari points to the overall 
disintegration of town services. “We 
need to look at municipal services as 
well as the schools and reorganize 
them to find a balance [between the 
two]," said Polcari. 

Q: Where do you think the funding 
for the capital budget should come 
from ? 

A: O’LEARY - 

O’Leary noted that this year’s cap¬ 
ital budget is funded through the 
operating budget. “In the future, 1 
think we’re going to have to consider 
an override [of Prop. 2'/^ ] for capital 
improvements,” said O’Leary. He 
said that he felt that the public would 
throw support behind either a capi¬ 
tal improvement override or a debt 
exclusion override because of all the 
overall work that has been done to 
cut costs. 

“I believe that we can legitimately 
demonstrate substantial cuts made

in programs and personnel across 
the board,” said O’Leary. 

A: POLCARI - 

“I think the capital budget should 
be the first to be looked at [as the 
budget process begins],” said Pol¬ 
cari. Polcari said that as a former 
member of the Finance Committee, 
he always considered the capital 
budget first. He noted that the fund¬ 
ing for capital could come from one 
of two sources; but his first choice 
would be to fund capital within the 
operating budget. “The Board of 


Selectmen have two choices, to real¬ 
locate existing re.sources, and if 
that’s not enough, then to propose an 
override for a specific project, ” said 
Polcari. 


A: DEERING 

“This year as we planned the 
budget, we made a commitment that 
capital should be funded as a line 
item,” said Deering. He noted that 
of the town’s $.31 million budget, 
roughly $800,000 was slated initially 
for capital. Of that money, the latest 
budget includes $.330,000 for capital, 
but Deering said that if a Home Rule 
petition, which has been filed to 
adapt the unfunded liability, gen¬ 
erates the expected $240,000, that 
money will be applied to the capital 
budget. 

In the future Deering said, “Capi¬ 
tal should be funded at some level 
and tied to the the overall budget. 1 
don’t think an override is the way to 
fund capital.” ^

A; POLCARI-

He said the debate centers 
on whether the fee is just another 
form of tax — or if the cost of the 
service should be built into the tax 
base. He said the difficulty in the 
current economy is convincing resi¬ 
dents that the costs for a specific 
service should be in the form of a tax 
rather than a fee.

Important changes 

in care benefits 

The Senior Citizens Law Project of 
Cambridge and Somerville Legal 
Services Inc. calls attention to the 
passage by the Massachusetts 
Legislature of a new hospital financ¬ 
ing bill that includes language that 
would rrmke Massachusetts an 
"income cap” state for Medicaid 
eligibility purposes. What this 
means is that as of July of 1992, 
Medicaid payments on behalf of 
nursing home residents would be 
eliminated for any individuals 
w’hose income is greater than $15,192 
a year. 

With most nursing homes charg¬ 
ing $30,(K)0 to $35,000 a year for 
private care, a significant number of 
Massachusetts residents will either 
lose their current long-term care 
eligibility or be denied nursing home 
admission because their income 
exceeds this $15,192 a year cap. This 
cap will severely penalize those w'ho 
have worked steadily and accumu¬ 
lated modest pension and Social Sec¬ 


urity benefits and need nursing 
home care. 

Legislation has been filed to elimi¬ 
nate this income cap for long-term 
care Medicaid eligibility. Elders 
from Winchester might want to con¬ 
tact Rep. Paul C. Casey at 722-2460 
and Sen. Charles E. Shannon at 
722-1578 to voice opposition to the 
cap on income for Medicaid nursing 
home eligibility and to support 
House Bill 2460 to eliminate it. 

A group of nursing home residents 
and relatives of nursing home resi¬ 
dents has also mobilized to oppose 
this proposed cut in Medicaid eligi¬ 
bility for long-term care. The coordi¬ 
nator of this group is Eunice Mur¬ 
ray.

Public hearings on the Medicaid 
Restoration bill are scheduled for 
Thursday, March 19, at 10 a.m., at 
the Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs Committee, Room B-2. at the 
State Hou.se in Boston.

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Committee mulls school closing

live growth of 12 percent in the 
elementary population and noted 
the town will need the elementary 
school capacity it has. Redistrict¬ 
ing of the Lincoln Elementary 
School district was 
recommended. 

FIES member David Keller 
said $106,000 would be realized if 
an elementary school were 
closed. McCarter asked how he 
arrived at the figure and he said 
by a sum of fixed figures such 
secretarial and administrative 
costs. 

“Those were pretty consistent 
across the elementary schools,” 
said Keller. 

The subcommittee drew the 
conclusion that the school build¬ 
ings are suffering from lack of 
maintenance. Lionetta suggested 
the facilities receive an evalua¬ 
tion by a professional to deter¬ 
mine true renovation and mainte¬ 
nance costs, not just those under 
consideration for funding. 

Said Lionetta, “I think that the 
bare essentials have been put into 
capital.” He cited the conditions 
of the non-classroom areas at 
McCall Middle School as consis¬ 


tently “sub-par.” School Com¬ 
mittee member Mark Lombardi 
asked why McCall Middle 
School’s capital costs were so 
high. 

Lionetta responded, “If you 
start to put the real capital needs 
of McCall down, it’s going to go 
off the charts.” 

At this point School Superinten¬ 
dent Charles Mitsakos asked the 
committee if they were proposing 
that the town undertake a major 
capital funding drive for the 
schools. 

Lionetta said that it should, “if 
the town decides its going to keep 
McCall as a school longterm.” 

As a tool to evaluate the diffe¬ 
rent buildings, the subcommittee 
developed some subjective 
criteria with which to rank the 
school buildings. Those criteria 
included the learning environ¬ 
ment, building conditions, recre¬ 
ational area and in total 11 sepa¬ 
rate criterium. Those were then 
rated with respect to their impor¬ 
tance on a scale of 1-5. Thus, 
using this method the committee 
underscored “the best build¬ 
ings,” according to Subcommit¬ 
tee Chairman Edward 
D’Agostino. 


The high school and Muraco 
Elementary School scored the 
highest at 143. And Mystic, Bart¬ 
lett and Lincoln elementary 
schools scored at the bottom of 
the list. 

By using another analysis that 
calculated each school building's 
capacity versus current usage, 
the committee found that the use 
of one of the “best” buildings, the 
high school, is squandered since 
it is currently at only 53 percent 
capacity. 

Said Lionetta, “Somehow we 
need to find a way to better utilize 
the high school.” He called the 
high school a “premiere 
facility”. 

In addition, the guided tours of 
each of the buildings yielded 
some surprising results, said 
Lionetta. 

“I have to tell you that as a 
group we went into Lincoln, 
knowing that it is the oldest 
school, and we were pleasantly 
surprised by the good condition of 
the school,” said Lionetta. Con¬ 
versely, he professed to be sur¬ 
prised at the areas in McCall 
Middle School badly in need of 
renovation.

clerks, the potential problem was 
explained: “This name change 
may be confusing to voters when 
they are registering to vote,” 
said the newsletter. “If you enroll 
in the Independent Voter’s Party, 
you are not an “unenrolled” vot¬ 
er, commonly referred to as an 
“independent”, and therefore 
you may not vote in a Republican 
or Democratic primary, or sign 
the nomination papers of Repu- 
blican or Democratic 
candidates.” 

The Independent Voter’s Party 
officials filed a lawsuit against 
the state on Feb. 20. 

“Secretary of State Connolly 
and many town and city clerks 
under his supervision are in vio¬ 
lation of the Federal Civil Rights 
Act through intimidation, inter¬ 
ference, and coercion of those 
attempting to register to vote,” 
said a press release announcing 
the lawsuit. 

“Whether it’s understood or not 
understood, there should be no 
questions asked,” said Larry 
DeBerry, one of the founders of 
the Independent Voter’s Party, in 
a recent phone interview. “Inde¬ 
pendent was in our name before 
we changed it. Now the town 
clerks are giving this long disser¬ 


tation on why you shouldn’t join 
the Independent Voter’s Party.” 

The difference will lie in the 
names voters see on the ballot. 
An unenrolled voter, often 
referred to as being an “indepen¬ 
dent,” has the option of choosing 
either a Democratic or Republi¬ 
can ballot bearing the names of 
candidates from those parties. A 
voter who chooses the ballot of 
the newly named Independent 
Voter’s Party will find an entirely 
different list of names. 

DeBerry says that his party is a 
“party of process,” rather than a 
“party of issues,” whose main 
goal is to collect a diverse group 
of third party candidates who are 
not accepted by the leaders of the 
Republican and Democratic 
parties. 

Included on the Independent 
Voter’s Party ballot in the prim¬ 
ary will be candidates from the 
American Party, the Populist 
Party, The Taxpayer’s Party, the 
Socialist Party, the Peace and 
Justice Party, and the Indepen¬ 
dent Party. The ballot will also 
include the name of a Republi¬ 
can, Michael S. Levinson, who 
did not make it on the Republican 
Party’s ballot. 

“They range from the far left 
the the far right, and some are in 
between,” said DeBerry of the

candidates. “We’re trying to 
revise the political process so 
voters will have someone to vote 
for rather than vote against,” 
said DeBerry. “The only reason 
that we did this is because we see 
how the system is so corrupt. If 
we can revise the system and 
give people the opportunity to 
run, we’ll have a freer country. ” 
Another issue named in the 
lawsuit filed by the Independent 
Voter’s Party is the number of 
ballots being printed for the Inde¬ 
pendent Voter’s Party in the 
upcoming election. DeBerry says 
the state has only printed 50,0(X) 
ballots, and points out that when 
he and Len Umina, who ran 
respectively as lieutenant gover¬ 
nor and governor in last year’s 
state election, they received a 
total of 345,000 votes.

Pre-kindergarten 

registration in March 

The Winchester Public Schools 
w'ill hold pre-kindergarten drop in or 
mail in registration the week of 
March 23 to 27 for the kindergarten 
class entering September, 1992. 

To be eligible for kindergarten 
children must be five on or before 
September 1, 1992. There are no 
exceptions to this policy. Parents of 
children listed in the 1991 Town cen¬ 
sus and eligible for kindergarten 
next fall should receive registration 
materials by March 15. Parents will 
be required to mail in or drop off the 
registration materials the week of 
March 23 to 27. Information regard¬ 
ing the process will be included in 
the registration packet. Any parents 
who do not receive this information 
or have moved to Winchester after 
Jan. 1, 1991 should contact the Early 
Childhood Coordinator at 721-7015 to 
be placed on a mailing list. 

Kindergarten orientations in the 
individual elementary schools will 
be scheduled for parents and child¬ 
ren in the spring after registration 
has been completed. Traditional kin¬ 
dergarten screening will take place 
in the fall during the child’s first 
weeks of school. The screening man¬ 
dated by Massachusetts state law 
examines a child’s vision, hearing, 
speech coordination and cognitive 
development. 

During the month of March the 
Early Childhood Coordinator, 
Cynthia Papoulias will offer consul¬ 
tation and informal interviews with 
those parents who have concerns 
over their child’s readiness to attend 
kindergarten. A spring screening 
will be offered by the Early Child¬ 
hood (.’oordinator for only those 
children deemed at risk for potential 
learning difficulties in kindergarten. 

Parents can call for an appoint¬ 
ment by calling the early childhood 
coordinator at 721-7015. A copy of the 
child’s birth certificate and immuni¬ 
zation record wilt be required at 
registration. Medical information 
must be pan of the child’s record no 
later than September. Additionally, 
the Early Childhood Coordinator, 


Cynthia Papoulias along with a 
Winchester kindergarten teacher 
and Betty Wolsky, Director of the 
Winchester’s After School program

These three problem situations 
call for research, brainstorming, 
collaboration and futuristic problem 
solving which are achieved through 
individual, small group and total 


team cooperative learning methods. 
As the students progress through the 
six step process, their teachers are 
pleased with the way they all work 
so well together, as well as the 
quality of their questions and their 
thinking.

Speaking through the words of 
World Day of Prayer, these Euro¬ 
pean sisters issue an urgent call to 
women and men in every corner of 
the globe to make the necessary 
changes in their lives to restore and 
heal the resources of this planet.

World Day of Prayer is observed. 
The responsibility of selecting the 
themes and writers for these prayer 
services, however, is done through 
the International Committee for 
World Day of Prayer, made up of 
members from participating coun¬ 
tries who gather every four years for 
that task.

Barker attends 

global convocation 

Conservation Commissioner Ed 
Barker showed that one can think 
globally and act both locally and 
globally by attending the Second 
Global Structures Convocation in 
Washington earlier this month. 

More than 1,400 people from 100 
different grassroots organizations 
took part in the convocation, which 
was held from Feb. 6 to 9 in support 
of the first-ever “Earth Summit” — 
the United Nations Conference on 
Environment and Development, 
which will be held this June in Rio de 
Janeiro. 

The earth summit will seek agree¬ 
ment on solving problems such as 
global warming, ozone depletion, 
soil erosion, desertification, defores¬ 
tation, the rapid extinction of plant 
and animal species, the disposal of 
hazardous waste, and crushing pov¬ 
erty in the Third World. Strengthen¬ 
ing international institutions to deal 
with these issues is one of the sum¬ 
mit’s specific objectives. 

The World Federalist Association 
organized the convocation and 
served as its managing sponsor. 
Barker is president of the Boston 
chapter of the World Federalist 
Association of New England, which 
is based in Cambridge. 

The goal of the World Federalist 
Association is to abolish war and 
protect the global environment 
through the development of enforce¬ 
able world law. World Federalists 
thus advocate the creation of an 
effective but limited federal world 
government, which can be formed 
by revising the current charter of 
the United Nations. 

“I really believe that a world gov¬ 
ernment would bring about a drastic 
reduction in world military expendi¬ 
tures that would free up funds that 
could be used to solve the major 
problems facing the world, such as 
those that will be dealt with at 
UNCED,” said Barker. 

In addition to being on the Conser¬ 
vation Commission, Barker serves 
the town in a number of ways. He 
represents Winchester on the North¬ 
east Solid Waste Advisory Commit¬ 
tee and sits on the town’s Waste 
Study Committee, where he has 
worked to expand and improve the 
local recycling program. He is also 
an elected Town Meeting member 
and belongs to the Alliance for 
Winchester’s Future — a citizen’s 
group committed to improving the 
quality of town government. 

Barker is a retired professor of the 
Wentworth Institute of Technology 
architectural department. 

About 100 peace, environmental 
and international development orga¬ 
nizations cosponsored the convoca¬ 
tion. The cosponsors included Bey¬ 
ond War, CARE International. 


Earth Day USA, Greenpeace, '.the 
League of Women Voters. The 
National Audubon Society, SANE/ 
FREEZE. The Worldwatch Insti¬ 
tute, and Zero Population Growth. 

The convocation thus brought 
together many who are deeply inter¬ 
ested in peace, protecting the global 
environment, and promoting eco¬ 
nomic development — many who 
may have not yet focused on 
strengthening international institu¬ 
tions to achieve these ends. It also 
sought to begin an active dialogue 
among these movements. 

The convocation searched for 
global legal and institutional struc¬ 
tures that would make the world 
community environmentally 
healthy, free from war, and econom¬ 
ically sound. 

A summary of the convocation’s 
findings will be made available to 
the U.S. delegation to UNCED in 
advance of the UNCED Preparatory 
Committee in March, and to all UN 
delegates in Brazil. Maurice Strong, 
secretary general of UNCED, has 
invited non-governmental organiza¬ 
tions to participate in the delibera¬ 
tions of the earth summit. 

Although the convocation itself 
will issue no policy position, groups 
who participated in the convocation 
have begun working together to per¬ 
suade local, state and national gov¬ 
ernments to support the goals of 
UNCED and make it a success. 

One of the tactics being used is a 
letter-writing campaign to congress¬ 
men to get them to cosponsor and 
vote for proposed House and Senate 
resolutions that call on President 
Bush to attend UNCED and support 
its goals. 

Some of these proposed resolu¬ 
tions call for giving the United 
Nations the power to monitor com¬ 
pliance with international environ¬ 
mental agreements, promote com¬ 
pliance with such agreements, and 
to settle environmental disputes. 

Because the UN General Assemb¬ 
ly has called on all of its members to 
send their heads of state to UNCED, 
the summit promises to be the 
largest ever. 

While down in Washington, Barker 
also visited the office of Congress¬ 
man Ed Markey to present him with 
a petition calling for a conference to 
revise the U.N. Charter. More than 
2,100 people signed the petition. 

The proposed revisions would 
include the essentials of democratic 
government: a representative and 
democratic world legislature to 
enact world law, an executive with 
power to enforce it, a court system 
with binding jurisdiction to interpret 
it, and a world bill of rights. 

Markey did not promise to sponsor 
the proposed resolution the World 
Federalists drafted to support the 
petition, but his legislative aide on 
foreign policy said she would circu¬ 
late it among her colleagues on Capi¬ 
tol Hill. 

Sun positioning to 
affect cable reception 

The twice-annual positioning of 
the sun directly in line with the 
orbiting satellite that transits cable 
TV signal will cause a few minutes 
of interference each afternoon on 
various cable channels throughout 
the area during the first week of 
March. 

The interference will turn the TV 
picture snowy for five to 10 minutes 
once a day in the late afternoon for 
each satellite-delivered channel. 
The time of day will differ depending 
on which satellite transmits the 
channel but nearly all the interfer¬ 
ence will come between 3 and 5 p.m. 

Satellite-delivered channels 
include all the basic service and 
premium cable netw'orks. Cable 
reception of broadcast stations such 
as the local affiliates of ABC, CBS 
and NBC are not affected. 

“We are alerting cable TV viewers 
to this unavoidable natural phe¬ 
nomenon so they will be prepared 
and know there is nothing wTong 
with their TV sets or their local 
cable service,” said Michael Leone.

ations manager. 

The interference occurs once in 
the spring and once in the fall, as the 
seasonal north-south path of (he sun 
takes it directly behind the narrow 
band of orbiting satellites that deliv¬ 
er programming to local cable T\^ 
systems. 

The TV picture gets progressively 
more snowy as the sun passes direct¬ 
ly behind each satellite, then a nor¬ 
mal picture gradually returns as the 
sun moves out from behind. 

By the second w'eek in March, the 
sun will have moved far enough 
north that it no longer will be in line 
with TV satellites in this area.

tlip club in 1940 and has also served 
as a past president of the Friends of 
Winchester Hospital When she 
started, the Winton Club was not 
only providing linens to Winchester 
Hospital, as it has done throughout 
its history, but also mending them. 

Back then, sewing machines were 
transpi)rted to every Winton Club 
member’s home where the mending 
of the hospital’s linens took place in 
small groups, said Shoemaker 

In the 1950s, Shoemaker assisted 
in the coffee shop. At that time, 
baked goods were provided by the 
community and baking brownies 
was a part of memf)ership in the 
Winton Club. 

Now. the Winton Club also man¬ 
ages the gift shop for the hospital. 
And volunteers enable the hospital 
to offer myriad other “niceties” 
such as coffee delivery to patient 
rooms and tours for the town’s first- 


grade students, says Johnson. Vol¬ 
unteers usually give three or four 
hours during the course of a morning 
or afternoon shift. 

Although the Friends of Winches¬ 
ter Hospital make up the manpower 
for the in-house program, the Winton 
Club members also donate time as 
volunteers, in addition to raising 
funds through their annual cabaret 
and the gift shop, according to John¬ 
son. .Annually, the Winton Club 
donates approximately $75,000 to the 
hospital, said Johnson. 

Johnson, whose own enthusiasm 
for the program is infectious, notes 
that volunteers gave 47,000 hours 
last year. On a monthly basis, John¬ 
son’s department provides 400 peo¬ 
ple to the hospital at roughly 4,000 
hours. Members come from 15 diffe¬ 
rent communities, and all enjoy the 
satisfaction that comes from helping 
others, says Johnson. 

Volunteer Edward Lilley is quick 


to point out what volunteering has 
done for him A long-time resident. 
Lilley said that, in addition to help 
ing people, simply having some 
place to go three days a week is 
“wonderful.” 

Lilley said he had been at a loss for 
some way to spend his days, after 
his wife became ill. 

“It’s been a god.send to me,” said 
Lilley. Lilley is in his fifth year of 
volunteering, three days a week, and 
according to Johnson, “has yet to 
miss a shift.” 

Winchester resident Marion 
Chaffe says she loves her work on 
the coffee cart. She’s worked as a 
volunteer since 1956, but particular¬ 
ly enjoys the social aspects of volun¬ 
teering at the hospital. 

“People say it’s the best coffee 
they’ve had in the hospital,” said 
Chaffe. 

Johnson reports that relatives who 


have l)een awake all night with seri¬ 
ously ill patients appreciate the ser¬ 
vice. since they don’t have to leave 
the bedside of a loved one 

When asked how she maintains 
such large numbers of volunteers 
even in tough times Johnson replies. 
“The volunteers think that Winches¬ 
ter Hospital is a good atmosphere to 
work in ... And that people appreci¬ 
ate the work they are doing. 

“Many people sense that we are in 
the forefront of healthcare,” she 
added. 

And there is also a junior prog¬ 
ram. run by Program Coordinator 
Nancy McKersie, that provides 
weekend and after-school support to 
the hospital. 

“ We believe this is a valuable 
program because it gets the young 
people started in terms of doing 
things for other people as w'ell as for 
career exploration, ” said Johnson.

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there will be some stiff competition 
from newcomer Barbara Joslin. 

Joslin, a resident for the past 40 
years and an “active Democrat,” 
said she decided to run for the seat 
because she was concerned about 
the state’s future. 

“When I’m concerned, I act on it,” 
said Joslin. 

If elected. Joslin said she hopes to 
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stop reductions m local aid. The way 
to do that, according to Joslin, is to 
ensure the state’s revenue is not 
further diminished; maintain the 
current tax rate for this year and 
keep an eye out for additional sour¬ 
ces of revenue. 

Reductions in funding from the 
state and federal government have 
placed much of the fiscal responsi¬ 
bility for programs and services on 
individual communities and have 
placed added pressure on individual 
departments, said Joslin. 

“At the same time, we’re trying to 
reduce local fire and police staff,” 
she said. 

Casey, a longtime resident of 
Winchester, says that he hopes to be 
able to move the state forward in the 
next few years with proactive 
legislation. 

“For the past two or three years, it 
has been defensive politics,” said 
Casey. He noted that during his time 
in office, the economy has been in a 
tailspin and he has spent a great 
deal of time being “protectionist.” 

“We’re still too busy battling for 
those things that have become 
important to our quality of life,” 
said Casey. The next few years will 
require the legislators to find ways 
to fund education and other prog¬ 
rams and services that represent a 
good quality of life, such as the Stone 
Zoo, says Casey.

made the decision to patch it 
together,” said Selectman Robert 
Deering. 

Selectman Stephen Powers noted, 
however, in light of other budget 
concerns such as the possible reduc¬ 
tions of police officers’ positions, he 
would choose to repair the ambu¬ 
lance, rather than replace it. 

Powers, who is professionally 
employed in the automobile indus¬ 
try, suggested the majority of 
repairs could be made for about 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Selectman Peter Van Aken asked 
how long the average community 
keeps an ambulance on the road. 
Chief McNutt said the average life of 
an ambulance is about five years, 
and credited the careful mainte¬ 
nance the Winchester vehicles 
receive for the extended use of the 
town’s ambulance. 

McNutt also told selectmen that 
the Ford Motor Company was aware 
that ambulance vehicles they pro¬ 
duced with gasoline engines that 
year were deficient. 

However, in addition to the need to 
convert the engine to diesel. Fire¬ 
fighter Coss outlined other problems 
that needed to be addressed, includ¬ 
ing the replacement of rear springs, 
engine seals, transmission seals and 
the floor in the patient 
compartment. 

In responding to a question from 
selectmen asking if the town bought 
a “lemon,” Lt. Nash said, “I 
w’ouldn’t say the one we have is a 
lemon. (The ambulance 1 has given 
us seven years (of service 1 ... Time 
has just taken its toll.” 

Maurer also noted that the exist¬ 
ing ambulance module could be 
remounted onto a new chassis. How¬ 
ever, the cost of this refurbishing 
could run as high as $45,(KK) and 
Maurer noted that previous conver¬ 
sions of this nature resulted in stale 
certification problems. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt asked 
Nash to explain a question that could 
be broached at Town Meeting, 
namely, why an ambulance that is 
used sporadically would need to be 
replaced within seven year's, while 
many residents drive their cars in 
excess of seven years. Nash noted 
that few' motorists would replace a 
gasoline tank in a seven-year-oln 
car. He also said the ambulance is 
an emergency vehicle, ““used to 
transport the sick and injured to the 
hospital” and therefore must be 
dependable.

Winchester places third overall

The Winchester High School 
boys basketball team knew what 
had to be done if it wanted to 
knock off third-seeded Bishop 
Fenwick in the first round of the 
North Sectional basketball tour¬ 
nament: stop Casey Arena. 

Easier said then done. 

Despite playing what, by all 
standards, would be considered 
excellent defense on Fenwick’s

Arena is backbone of team

I arrived early at Wilmington 
High School for last week’s 
Winchester/Bishop Fenwick high 
school basketball game. I didn’t 


know much about Fenwick (except 
that they had this Casey Arena kid 
who was supposed to be some kind ol 
hotshot on the court), so I wanted to 
talk to people, to get a feel for what 
to look for from these Crusaders. 

The gym was abuzz with excite¬ 


ment as the Sachem’s Middlesex 
League brethren, Melrose, staged a 
fantastic comeback to beat 
Hamillon-Wenham in the evening’s 
fir.sl game. As the game wound 
down, however, I was busy search¬ 
ing out Fi-Mwick supporters, looking 


for someone who could give me the 
lowdown on this 17-3 juggernaut. 

Standing near the locker room 
were two middle-aged men clad in 
the brown and gold colors of Bishop

one Franklin competitor made it to 
the finals, it was apparent that the 
tourney was wide open. That’s what 
made the Winchester Sachems’ 
third-place finish a disappointment 
to outgoing head coach Larry 
Tremblay. 

“The tournament was there for 
us,” said Tremblay. “It's disap¬ 
pointing that we didn’t take it.” 

The Sachems had a legitimate 
shot at winning. From the three 
wrestlers expected to challenge for 
state championships, Winchester 
could expect to garner as many as 75 
points. If Winchester’s supporting 
cast could each take a couple of 
matches, the state title could be 
W’inchesler’s. But wrestling is a fun¬ 
ny sport. 

Seniors Will Thilly and Chris 
Ebanks fulfilled expectations, 
together comprising half of a select 
group of four wrestlers that 
repeated as state champs. But 
Winchester’s title hopes nosedived 
when senior Captain Chuck Held 
reinjured his shoulder and withdrew 
during the second round on Friday 
night. Seeded second and favored to 
battle for the state title, a healthy 
Held may have accumulated as 
many as 25 points. His untimely 
injury left a huge void the Sachems 
were unable to fill. 

Despite an inspirational fifth- 
place showing by Jeff Do and a 
fourth-place finish from Hugh Tur- 
cotte, the Sachems’ 90 team points 
weren’t enough to catch Franklin 
(119) or .second-place Wayland (91). 

Ebanks (152 pounds) and Thilly 
(140) steamrolled their opponents en 
route to their second straight 
championships. Embanks, who fin¬ 
ished fourth in 1990 before last 
year’s win, pinned his first three 
opponents as he w'altzed to a meet¬ 
ing in the finals with Carver High’s 
Emmanual Onuoha. The Nigerian- 
born transfer student’s compact, 
muscular body provided a distinctly 


control of the match.” 

Thilly has become a superb w'rest- 
ler while at WH.S. He turned the 
state tournament into takedown 
practice, hitting five different tech¬ 
niques in the final three matches for 
20 takedowns. After pinning his first 
opponent in just 45 seconds. Thilly 
scored 38 points in his next two 
matches before encountering Neal 
Gouck of North Attleboro in the 
finals. 

Unlike most opponents. Gouck 
was willing to fight. When Thilly 
paused for a bloody lip. Gouck 
exhorted the crowd to cheer. Thilly 
then motioned for quiet and got it 
w^hen he hit a whirling hip throw for 
a takedown and near fall at the end 
of the second period. In the third 
period, Gouck tried a leg riae but 
Thilly went back door for a reverse 
and pushed off for another take¬ 
down, upping his lead to 14-3 and 
effectively sealing ther match. 

“Willy proved once again that he’s 
the best in the state,” said Tremb¬ 
lay. “If it wasn't for a bad call a 
couple years ago. this might have 
been his third straight state 
championship.” 

At 145. Turcotte won in the first 
round on a technical fall, but was 
dropped to the consolation bracket 
with an 8-7 decision to Brandon 
Morse of Middleboro. He w'as behind 
on points in his next match before 
getting a wakeup call. He started 
wrestling better than he had in the 
past month, pinning his opponent 
early in the third period, and going 
on to beat Sharon’s Dave Brestoff in 
the consolation quarterfinal. 

In the semis, he dominated Mike 
Leonard of Concord-Carlisle. who 
had beat him in the .sectionals, pin¬ 
ning him in the second period. But in 
the final, with a New England 
Championship spot on the line. Tiir- 
cotle had a 5-2 lead on Scituate’s Ray

Taking the Plunge 

Job seekers leam to overcome networking fears and foibles

he ’60s had free love 
and the ’80s junk bond 
investin)». but the ’90s 
are yielding to a 
sobering new pursuit: 
networking. Everyone’s doing it, 
Uilking about it and rvcommending it 
these days. 

And no wonder. Economists and 
executives constantly report that 
many jobs lost to the current 
recession are gone for good.

meaning job seekers must work 
harder than ever to find and land 
positions. They must also be 
prepared to keep up their contacts 
and skills even after they get jobs. 

“Networking is simply building 
relationships and asking for help. 
Whether you’re employed or not it’s 
really important to build networks. 
I’m hoping that with our economic- 
situation, people are learning how to 
ask for help,” said Cheryl 
Richardson, a Wellesley recruiting 
consultant and more recently a 
networking coach. She gave one of 
her popular netw'orking seminars at 
last week s meeting of the Westboro 
Career Assistance Network. (See 
Career Calendar) 

While the premise of networking 
talking to pt'ople about job 
opportunities sounds simple 
enough, many workers used to 
landing jobs through ads and other 
conventional mean.s are wondering 
how to jilay tliis strange^ iu*w game. 

(hie pioblem with networking is 
that it c'vokes sweaty-palmed fear in 
even the most accomplished 
piofessionals. It requires 
unemployed workers who are 
already dc*aling with anger and 
battered self-esteem to set 
themselves up for more rejection. 
Many people, particularly those who 
have worked many years in one 
company, must also faie secret fears 
about c alling busy strangers and 
askuig questions. 

For some, said ki< hardson, 
networking begins simply with 
looking up and smiling at strangers 
when they walk down the street or 


saying hello to them. 

Experts like Richardson point out 
that networking is effective because 
most people enjoy helping others as 
much as they fear rejection. But 
those doing the asking have to be 
clear and concise about who they are 
and what they need. Too often, 
Richardson’s corporate clients tell 
her, job seekers frustrate them by 
stammering through introductions 
that offer little concrete information. 

To combat vagueness, 

Richardson recommends job seekers 
evaluate where they are in their job 
searches and then draft 
autobiographical scripts to be 
rehearsed and deftly delivered on 
command. 

Some 25 men and women at the 
Westboro seminar learned how 
difficult this can be. Richardson, who 
boasts a network of 5,(X)0 contacts, 
asked a few volunteers to stand 
before the group and describe 
themselves. 

The first brave soul - - a 
Metrowest resident named Nathan 

tried introducing himself five 
times before Richardson was 
satisfied. 

He started with a lengthy 
description about his background as 
a financial planner ui the high-tech 
industry. 

“What do you need?” Richardson 
interjected. 

“A job,” said Nathan. 

With Ridiardson’s coadiing. 
Nathan ended with a speech stating, 
“I’m looking for a pijsition as a 
financial consultant in the liigh-tech 
industry. Do you know of any 


positions available at this time?” 

I^cliardson said that by 
eliminating “urn’s,” “you know’s” 
and phrases like “I was wondering” 
when talking to people, job seekers 
send clearer messages. 

“When you take out all those 
little words, you make a very 
powerful statement,” she said. 

She favors tliree basic steps to 
networking, beginning with a self- 
assessment that helps job hunters 
focus on what questions to ask 
others. Those unhappy in their 
former jobs need to pinpoint what 
they want to do next and determine 
whether it’s time for a career 
change. Others may have liked theu" 
last job but want to work in a 
different industry, wliile a lucky few 
know exactly what job they want in a 
certain company and simply need a 
contact name there. 

“It’s tough to find a job, so you 
might as well lie pursuing something 
you love. You’ll be much more 
passionate about it,” said 
Richardson. 

The next step is to create an 
action plan using the script. At tliis 
stage it’s important “to do your 
homework” to avoid making cold 
calls to companies. For example, 
Richardson said a woman interested 
in working in the sales departnient of 
a direct marketing company should 
go to the library and find names of 
companies with the job titles she is 
interested in. She could then call 
those firms and ask for informational 
interviews. 

Hut what if tliis job seeker is 


unsure who to ask for or needs the 
name of the vice president of 
marketing? 

“Often jx^ople will say, T don’t 
know how to break tlie ice. ’ What 1 
do is say, ‘Hi, my name is Cheryl 
Richardson and I’m wondering if you 
can help me.’ It usually works,” she 
said. 

People also ask Richardson how 
to get past secretaries. Richards<»n, 
who once worked as a secretary 
lierself, said, “You don’t. You make 
the secretary youi friend.” She 
recalled that during her secrelanal 
days, she often told her boss when 
people were rude or abrupt with her, 
and sometimes he did not return 
those calls. 

Richardson advises against trying 
to get a lot of information from 
receptionists, who are usually 
juggling many calls. But when just a 
name of a jxtsoii or department is 
needed, she said job seekers should 
ask for help and urge the 
receptionist to put them on hold if 
necessary. 


Richardson’s third networking 
step involves what she calls “the 
four be’s.” Those are: be lionest, 
be specific, be positive and be brave. 

She said it is not only important 
for job seekers to accurately 
describe themselves to others, but 
to be honest with themselves by 
facing their anger about being laid 
off. If they don’t, that hostility seeps 
out during the job search. 

“loosing a job is like a death, and 
there is a certain amount of grief 
involved,” said l^chaidson. 

She also emphasized that building 
a network and making all those lough 
calls takes courage. Breaking 
through the fear is the only way to 
reach new goals. 

“We all live in a comfort zone. 

It’s (networking) like holding your 
nose and jumping into a cold pool.' ’ 
said Richardson. 

As for Nathan, who asked that liis 
last name be witlilield, he found liis 
own icy plunge in front of an 
audience to be invigorating.

“I think it was exciting to face 
the crowd and I think I actually 
learned something from the 
experience. I think it will be 
important to my ability in getting to 
the right person at the other end of 
the phone,” he said. 

Nathan left his job about a year 
ago when his company began 
restructuring and his future there 
seemed uncertain. After many years 
with that firm, he has found 
recessionary job hunting difficult and 
the competition daunting. 

“The toughest part is that there 
are thousands of resumes being 
circulated and the current economy 
demands a new approach to the job 
search,” he said.

Treat all your 
customers equally

Pat Swisher and Jerry Allen say the 
secret to their success is simple but 
not new. 

"If you'll treat your smallest ac¬ 
count with as much importance as your 
largest you can’t go wrong,” says Al¬ 
len. He is director of franchise sales 
for Swisher International, a North Car¬ 
olina restroom hygiene franchise oper¬ 
ation. 

His philosophy translates into 31 
franchise offices serving 16,000 clients 
weekly and 800 new customers every 
month. 

Various studies show customer ser¬ 
vice should be a priority: 

■ Companies perceived to have exemp¬ 
lary service can charge 10 percent 
more. 

■ Annual losses from poor service total 
$86 per customer. 

■ Customers who are only somewhat 
satisfied are 10 percent to 20 percent 


less likely to buy again than customers 
who are very satisfied. 

Here are ways to fortify your cus¬ 
tomer service: 

■ Make sure employees who ought to 
be interacting with customers and po¬ 
tential clients are free to do that. 

■ Have would-be managers work a 
short time in jobs where they’ll talk 
with customers. Ask current managers 
to call or visit two to four customers a 
day. 

■ Survey your customers to find out 
the products and services they need. 

■ Know what turns your customers off. 
The Sandy Corp., a Michigan custom¬ 
er-service trainer, says there are four 
turn-offs: failure to solve a customer’s 
problem, delays or interruptions in 
service, unfriendly employees and er¬ 
rors in billing or delivery. 

■ Make customer satisfaction a center- 
piece of your new-employee orienta¬ 
tion. Make sure new employees know 
your goal is to retain customers and 
that complaints are to be resolved, not 


"handled." 

fli Set standards and goals. How fast 
do you want to serve customers? What 
minimum service should they receive? 
Let employees help set these stan¬ 
dards. Evaluate employees based on 
how well they meet the standards. 

■ Regularly recognize employees for 
customer service. 

■ Gather customer feedback. Call them 
a few days after they make a large pur¬ 
chase. Give them a postage-paid post¬ 
card questionnaire with their receipt. 
Ask them to complete a questionnaire 
in exchange for a coupon. Invite them 
to focus groups. Talk to the sales and 
service staff. Train employees to ques¬ 
tion departing customers about why 
they left. 

■ Let employees solve customer prob¬ 
lems on-the-spot without approval 
fiom managers.

Substantial savii^ 


Consortiums give members a break on oil prices 


f you could purchase the gas you 
put in your car for a minimum of 
10 cents less a gallon than you do 
now, for a one-time annual fee of 
$10 or $15, wouldn’t you do it? 

And that’s gas you purchase 
from a regular retail gas station. 
Sounds like a great deal, doesn’t it? 
Well, you can do just that, saving up to 
25 cents a gallon, for oil with which 
you heat your home. 

Many people don’t realize they can 
purchase oil for less through a reputa¬ 
ble, retail oil heat company that will 
provide any type of delivery plan de¬ 
sired, as well as a typical contract to 
service an oil burner and show up at 
midnight if necessary. 

The Boston Oil Consumers Alliance 
(BOCA) and Ecological Innovations Oil 
Buying Network both offer similar 
plans, which serve homeowners, busi¬ 
nesses, synagogues, churches and 
renters around the state for a small 
fee. 

According to representatives and 
users of these networks, many people 
just stick with the dealer who senses 
the home they have recently bought. 
Some are fearful they won’t get the 
same service as a retail plan, but ac¬ 
cording to both people who use these 
services (see story, page 5F) and the 
non-profit companies themselves, 
there is no difference - other than of¬ 
ten remarkable savings - between 
members of networks and retailers. In 
fact, some who sign up with a consor¬ 
tium are assigned the same dealer with 
whom they have been dealing. The dif¬ 



ference is the price per gallon of oil. 

For instance, Rachel Shimshack, di¬ 
rector of policy for the state division of 
energy resources, which checks retail 
oil prices in the area every two weeks, 
found the average retail price for oil 
heat per gallon was $1.01 on Monday, 
Feb.24. 

According to BOCA, the price per 
gallon through the consortium on 
Wednesday, Feb. 26, was 76.5 cents if 
a customer pays within 10 days, and 
79.9 cents per gallon for a typical 30- 
day delivery. That’s nearly 25 cents 
difference per gallon which, on a 250- 
gallon fill up, is a substantial savings. 

But according to Michael Ferrante 
of the Massachusetts Oil Heat Council, 
an organization which has represented 
the retail fuel industry in the state for 
40 years, the consortiums are “very 
different from a full-service oil heat 
company. 

“These members are not members 
of our association (although that is dis¬ 
puted),’’ Ferrante said. “We repre¬ 


sent full service oil heat dealers. 
Those who offer heating oil at a lower 
rate don’t offer a full rate of services 
that full-service dealers do. They don't 
have their own technicians and engi¬ 
neers. I believe they contract out for 
some of those services. ’ ’ 

P'or the most part, the networks 
provide exactly the same services as 
do retailers, said Susan Brace, execu¬ 
tive director of BOCA, and Susan 
Oman, manager of the Ecological Inno¬ 
vations Oil Buying Network, the 
state’s largest cooperative oil-buying 
network. 


“We get prices that aver¬ 
age between 10 and 15 
cents lower than retail. In 
the last two months, 
wholesale prices have 
been falling and our price 
reflects that. We’re aver¬ 
aging 82 cents a gallon 
compared to the greater 
Boston average of more 
than$1.’’

“A lot of people are unwilling to 
change if they’ve had a good relation¬ 
ship with a dealer,’’ Brace said. “One 


of the things we can offer is that once 
a household decides to join, we keep 
them with the same dealer as long as 
they are members, as long as they are 
happy with that dealer. It’s usually a 
multi-year, three-year contract we 
sign,” she said. 

“If a dealer is performing well, and 
keeps the price at a level we like, we 
will renew the same dealers. Most of 
the dealers we’ve done business with 
for seven or eight years. Some people 
feel that if they join, they will be with 
one dealer this year and another next 
year, but there is a lot of stability,” 
Brace said. “1 think we stay with 
these dealers longer than most people 
stay in one home.” 

Both networks say homeowners 
average a savings in oil heat bills be¬ 
tween $100 and $150 a year, less the 
sign-up fees. Those fees are neutral¬ 
ized with the first delivery. Brace said. 

”We have a great diversity of peo¬ 
ple who join,” said BOCA’s Brace, 
“but a lot of people don't know about 
us. The most common way of finding 
out is by talking to other members. 
Probably half of our members find out 
by word of mouth. 

“We have limited paid advertising. 
People join because they are looking to 
save money. Often, that change hap¬ 
pens when they move to a new place 
or need to cut their budget. We proba¬ 
bly have a larger number of midclle and 
upper income people joining this year 
than usual. Our focus (and that of the 
other network) is to reduce energy

Mainly, we 
get younger customers who are willing 
to be a iittle adventurous It’s pretty 
hard for both groups to get the word 
out,” she said. 

“Advertising budgets are limited 
and we rely on word of mouth. Some 
companies offer the network as a ben¬ 
efit as do some unions, such as the 
Massachusetts Teachers Associa 
tions,” she said. 

“Most dealers have their own ser 
vices departments,” she said. “Some 
of the ver\- small dealers may use a 
contr;.Tior for senice, but they would 
still get service if they had a problem 
in the middle of the night.” And, you 
don’t have to use the network dealer 
or serv'ice, Oman said. 

This year, 730 households joined

households, with all but 200 residential 
customers, BOCA's Brace said. 

Ecological Innovations is slightly 
bigger, with 5.000 customers all 
around the state, Oman said. Both 
non-profit organizations are about 10 
years old and were started by people 
who decided to negotiate with area oil 
heat dealers to lower price margins. 

Marc Draisen, a state representa¬ 
tive from the Boston area, started 
BOCA in 1982 by organizing neighbors 
and going out to bid with oil heating 
companies. Brace said. They started 
with about 100 households, but since 
then the consortium has grown to cov¬ 
er the whole metropolitan area, going 
as far as Lowell, west to Westboro, 
and down as far as Cohasset. she said. 

“We negotiate contracts with oil 
companies that service those localities 
and now have 10 companies, who offer 
lower than usual markups from the 
wholesale price. In exchange, we offer 
them new customers,” she said. 

If there is any overlap among the 
companies, the households sen-ed 
divied up, she said. “These are full- 
service. existing healthy companies 
who just choose to expand,” she said.

Tsongas, Bush top ticket in Winchester, state 

Clinton and Bush pick up majority of ‘Super Tuesday’ states across the nation

Super Tuesday in Massachusetts 
was definitely “super” for President 
George Bush and Democrat Paul 
Tsongas, who captured the lion’s 
share of votes in both Winchester 
and the state. 

Overall. Bush and Arkansas Gov¬ 


ernor Bill Clinton were the winners 
in races across the nation, with Clin¬ 
ton picking up southern states Flori¬ 
da, Texas. Louisiana, Tennessee. 
Oklahoma. Mississippi and Missouri 
and Bush easily extinguishing Kepu- 
blican Patrick Buchanan's bid in 
each of the 10 of the Super Tuesday 
states. Numbers from caucuses in 
Hawaii were not available at press 


time. 

In Winchester, Tsongas was clear¬ 
ly the favorite on the Democratic 
bill, scooping up 2,818 votes, 73 pt'r- 
cent of the 3,884 votes cast. In Super 
Tuesday states. Tsongas picked up 
the northern states voting, with 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts and 
Delaware putting their votes with 
Tsongas. 


Democrat Jerry Brown, the third 
place finisher in Super Tuesday 
states, took the second spot in 
Winchester, with 14 percent. 529 vot¬ 
es. Clinton ran third in Winchester 
with 8 percent, and 295 votes. The 
other challengers did not fare as 
well: Ralph Nader (124 votes); Lyn¬ 
don H. Larouche (2); Tom Harkin 
<8); Larry Agran (5); Eugene 


McCarthy (8) and Rolx'rt Kerrey 
(21). Thirty-two Winchester Demo¬ 
crats voted “no preference” and 42 
blank ballots were cast. 

President Bush drew a hefty share 
of the Republican votes cast in 
Winchester, with 71 percent of the 
voting share. Winchester Republi¬ 
cans cast 1,261 votes for the Presi¬ 
dent. His challenger. Buchanan took 


23 pt'rcent of the vote, with 412 votes. 

Former Klansman David Duke 
received 18 votes in Winchester, 1 
pt'rcent of the vote. 

Fifty-seven Winchester Republi¬ 
cans voted “no preference” and 22 
blank ballots were cast. 

Next Tuesday. March 24. prima¬ 
ries will be held in Illinois and 
Michigan

Ambulance decision sticks

Despite an opinion from one local 
expert that the town’s ambulance 
could eke out three more years of 
service with proper repairs, select¬ 
men have stuck by their original 
plan to replace the vehicle. 

The Board of Selectmen had voted 
at its March 2 session to set out to bid 
the purchase of a new ambulance to 
replace the seven-year-old vehicle 
that is now on the road. Reports 
from Firt* Chief Charles McNutt, 
and .Mechanic/Firefighter Tim Coss 
that the ambulance was considered 
“unreliable,” had convinced .select¬ 
men fo use funding now available 
through gifts from the Winchester 


Hospital to purchase a new vehicle. 
The cost would be approximately 
$80.(XK). 

However, resident William Gur- 
risi, who was asked by the Winches¬ 
ter Taxpayers’ Association to per¬ 
form an evaluation of the aging 
vehicle, told selectmen at their 
March 9 session the ambulance had 
three more years of service. 

Gurrisi said with repairs costing 
about $12,173 over a period of three 
years, the ambulance would be 
“about as dependable as a new one.” 

Gurrisi said the ambulance could 
have lasted longer, however, if prop¬ 
er maintenance had been performed 
throughout the ambulance’s .service. 
He said current mechanic Coss has 


kept detailed records of repairs, 
however, that information can not 
be found for the years preceding 
Coss. He pointed to an apparent 
lapse in oil changes and other rou¬ 
tine maintenance when the vehicle 
was first on the road. 

“The tow'n should, at the very 
least, stop and take a close look at 
the maintenance,” said Gurrisi, 

He also noted that, in his opinion, 
after only 38,000 miles, the engine 
need not be replaced. Gurrisi sug- 
ggested repairs this year of the 
patient compartment floor, rear 
springs, rear main engine oil seal, 
air condition, “i ’ beam support, fan 
clutch and wiring, would total $8,028 
(See BGARI), page 9.\)

Winchester residents surpassed 
the state average voter turnout as 43 
percent of registered voters made 
their way to the polls on “Supi'r 
Tuesday.” 

Statewide, the voter turnout was 
35 (KTcent as the polls closed on 
Tuesday evening. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, Winchester’s figure exceeds 
the average .set in the last presiden¬ 
tial election in 1988. which was only 
38 pt.'rcent. 

“FA-erything went very smooth¬ 
ly,” said Ward on primary night. 
Although the primary involved a 
late night for Ward and her staff, the 
final tallies were available around lu 
p m on Tuesday According to 
Ward, the staff and the computers 
worked in harmony. 


After all the results were in, the 
final numbers in the primary 
showed the highest percentage of the 
unenrolled voters picked up Demo¬ 
cratic ballots. According to Ward, a 
total of 5,6.54 pt'ople voted in the 
overall primary. Of that vote, 72 
percent voted Democratic. There 
were, how'ever. a number of blank 
ballots in several races, said Ward. 

Ward said that the sw'itch of the 
“independent ” voter status to 
“unenrolled” did not create too 
much confusion for voters. Those 
wishing to vote in the Independent 
Voter’s Rarty. were directed by 
election officers at the polls to the 
correct ballot.

Canal Street 
residents request 

traffic analysis

Residents in the Canal Street 
neighborhood have asked the town to 
revisit some long-standing safety 
problems along their street. 

Canal Street resident Elizabeth 
Morin, who appeared before the 
Board of Selectmen at its March 9 
session representing members of the 
neighborhood, explained the issues 
they face with regard to the frequen¬ 
cy of traffic, speeding cars and ongo¬ 
ing parking problems in the area 
directly across from Swanton Street 
at Main Street. 

She presented a petition from 
neighbors calling for an analysis of 
traffic problems, and suggested 
posting signage in the area that 
would restrict traffic using the 
street as a cut-through to other 
locations. 

Neighbors, she said, are also con¬ 
cerned with the parking at the end of 
the street, which they say could 
impede the ability of emergency 
apparatus accessing the street. 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary said the Traffic Advisory 
Committee, which consists of rep¬ 
resentatives from selectmen, the 
Town Engineer, and town safety 
officer, with the help of neighbors, 
would work out a solution. 

Michael Saraco of Farrow- Street 
added his own comments as well. 
‘‘The problem is getting very seri¬ 
ous. Let’s not wait until someone 
get’s killed,” he said. 

Conservation issues 

Selectmen talked turkey, or Cana¬ 
da Geese rather, with members of 
the Conservation Commission at 
their March 9 session. 

Commissioners have been battling 
the birds, whose numbers have now 
reached 200, for several years. The 
geese, which are considered migrat¬ 
ory and therefore protected under 


federal regulations, have found a 
permanent home in Winchester, 
according to commissioners. 

The birds congregate and feed 
near Winchester’s fields and water¬ 
ways, and therefore pose a health 
and nuisance problem. The Board of 
Health has since enacted a local 
bylaw, which prohibits residents 
from feeding the geese. However, 
Conservation Commissioner Joshua 
Alper said more stringent measures 
are needed to reduce the geese 
population. 

He noted that in order to apply for 
a federal permit that would allow 
the town to take more active mea¬ 
sures to eliminate the birds, such as 
egg shaking and bagging, the town 
must meet certain criteria. 

According to Alper, the prohibi¬ 
tion of feeding the fow-1 must be 
advertised to the public; a bylaw- 
must be enacted, and enforced ; and 
other measures must be taken by the 
town to deter the geese, such as 
erecting natural and man-made bar¬ 
riers. Alper said the town has com¬ 
pleted several of the requirements, 
however, the feeding regulations 
have not been actively enforced. He 
said with the permit, the flocks could 
be significantly reduced. 

Conservation Commissioners also 
renewed a request to transfer the 
parcel of land at Winchester’s Mt. 
Pisgah to conservation land. 

The 11-acre parcel is considered to 
contain species of rare flora, accord¬ 
ing to Conservation Administrator 
Elaine Vreeland. The acquisition of 
the parcel as conservation land is a 
longterm goal of the committee, she 
added. 

Alper noted that as conservation 
land, the parcel would be protected 
from other ‘‘inconsistent uses,” such 
as development. 

‘‘It would be wise for us to protect 
the land,” said Alper. 

Selectmen agreed to place the 
land transfer question on the war¬ 
rant for Spring Town Meeting.

Girl’s Day in Japan, and the middle 
shelf of the case is devoted to a 
partial set of the dolls that are 
traditionally on display during that 
festival in every home where there 
are girl children. 

Secondly, this is the 25th anniver¬ 
sary of an exchange of dolls that 
occurred between Japan and the 
U S. The exchange received front 
page coverage in a recent edition of 
the Yomuri America, a Japanese 
language newspaper distributed in 
America. The story is a beautiful 
one, as related by Katsuko Sato who 
translated the article. 

In 1926 both countries were in the 
throes of economic depression, and 
the biggest earthquake in history 
had occurred in Japan. In both, 
there was growing distrust and hos¬ 


tility. Sidney Gulick, an educator 
and clergyman who had lived in 
Japan for 25 years, wanted to do 
something that would help educate 
young people in each country and 
thereby bring peace and friend.ship 
to the next generation. 

To achieve this goal he established 
the World Childrens Friendship Soc¬ 
iety and promoted the idea of a 
“friendship doll” He appealed to 
churches and organizations all over 
the country, appeals were made for 
donations, and fundraising events of 
all kinds were held. A particular 
type of doll was ordered; it was 16” 
high, and volunteers were enlisted to 
make dresses and other articles of 
clothing. 

On January 4.1927,12,739 dolls left 
San Francisco for Japan. They w'ere

A standing-room-only crowd filled 
the Tucker Room at the F'irst Con¬ 
gregational Church on Monday 
evening, March 2. More than 200 
concerned citizens gathered to hear 
a blue-ribbon panel discuss the vital 
educational issues surrounding 
school configurations. 

Entitled “The Implications of 
School Configurations on Our Child¬ 
ren,” the panel was timely; the 
School Committee is scheduled to 
make their decision on Winchester 
school configuration in the next few 
weeks, following a public hearing. 

Renowned educators from 
elementary, middle and high schools 


shared their knowledge and experi¬ 
ence to help clarify the issues for 
community members. 

Robert McCarthy, from the Coali¬ 
tion for Essential Schools at Brown 
University and former Principal of 
Brookline High School, commented 
on the need for change in our high 
schools; learning is fragmented and 
rigidly structured, constantly inter¬ 
rupted by bells. McCarthy stressed, 
however, that changing this system 
of educating, though necessary, is 
difficult. It requires risk-taking, 
trust and cooperation from parents, 
students, educators and administra¬ 
tors. He urged residents to begin the 
process by engaging in conversa-

The Yomuri America, a Japanese language newspaper distributed 
in America 


called “Ambassaders of Peace” and 
each one was dressed individually, 
had a name, and carried a passport 
and visa. They were distributed to 
kindergartens and elementary 
schools throughout the country, to 
the far island of Sakahlin, and to 
Japanese children living at that time 
in Korea and Taiwan. The dolls were 
received with great fanfare, and 
were welcomed as a “gift from the 
country of the star.” 

There ensued a movement to 
thank the American people, and the 
Japanese Ministry of Education 
masterminded a reciprocal effort. 
Because the economy was in a down¬ 
turn, the Ministry started a cam¬ 
paign for donations, and children 
were asked to donate even the equi¬ 
valent of a penny. 

Finally the funds were raised and 
a very special dollmaker was com-

missioned to produce 58 handsome 
dolls. They arrived in Washington on 
Dec. 27 and the Japanese ambassa¬ 
dor and the U.S. Secretary of State 
participated in welcoming ceremo¬ 
nies. The Secretary of State is 
reported to have said something to 
the effect that “these dolls will do a 
better job of peacemaking than I 
can.” 

The story of the dolls doesn’t end 
there. They became victims of dis¬ 
crimination and racism just as their 
human counterparts during war 
years and beyond. In Japan, some 
owners hid them so they would not 
be confiscated or destroyed. In the 
U.S. they suffered neglect and dam¬ 
age as a result of anti-Japanese 
feelings. 

Twenty-six dolls are still in exis¬ 
tence in this country, and the one in 
Massachusetts is at the Childrens 
Museum in Boston. While Governor 
Dukakis was in office, he took it with 
him on an official trip in order to 
have it repaired and refurbished in 
an authentic manner. 

The doll and other items on dis¬ 
play at the library have been put 
there as a gesture of friendship and 
appreciation by Japanese people liv¬ 
ing in our community. Katsuko Sato 
talks of the importance of continuing 
to develop goodwill between our two 
countries. That leads us back to the 
theme of networking, and the Multi¬ 
cultural Network which hopes to 
contribute to this effort.

This week, the Star talked with 
candidates for the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Authority; Archie McIntyre and 
Francis P. Sopper. The candidates 
were asked to respond spontaneous¬ 
ly to three questions concerning 
housing issues in Winchester. 

The following is a synopsis of the 
candidates’ responses. 

Q: How would you increase 
Winchester's stock of affordable

housing? 

A: ARCHIE McINTYRE- 
‘T would work within the framew¬ 
ork of the Housing Authority to do 
two things: First, apply for rental 
housing vouchers to be used by 
needy Winchester residents. Second¬ 
ly, I would look for ways to develop 
new affordable housing stock 
through the framework of the Hous¬ 
ing Authority," said McIntyre. 


McIntyre said he would encourage 
other housing groups in the com¬ 
munity to do the same. He added 
that the Housing Authority’s charter 
is to manage existing housing stock 
and develop new housing and said 
that he would work within that 
charter. 

A: FRANCIS SOPPER- 

Sopper said he would not try to 
increase the existing stock of hous¬ 
ing units, but rather use interest 
from the Winchester Housing Fund 
for rental subsidies. Sopper said 
with this plan, the applicant could 
locate suitable housing, and the town 
would subsidize the rent. 

He said the Winchester Housing 
Fund could also be used as collateral 
for residents to apply for guaranteed 
low fixed-rate loans to rehabilitate 
current housing or for seniors to 
secure loans to allow them to "age in 
place” 

Q:How would you work with the 
community to get this housing estab¬ 
lished and the residents accepted 
into the community? 

A: SOPPER- 

Sopper said with rental voucher 
housing, the residents would have a 
"low-profile” and would not be iden- 


Robbery suspect is apprehended

A 22-year-old Boston man faces 
larceny charges following a robbery 
spree that spanned three communi¬ 
ties and ended when he crashed a 
stolen car in Cambridge. 

Antonio Burgos was arraigned 
March 10 on charges stemming from 
a breaking and entering March 5 at a 
Calumet Road residence. In addi¬ 
tion, Burgos will face charges of 
breaking and entering in the night, 
attempt to commit a felony, larceny 
over $250 and larceny under $250, 
say police. 

Burgos was also charged in con¬ 
nection with robberies in Arlington 
and Cambridge. He was arrested in 
Cambridge on March 6 and was 
charged the next day on receiving 
stolen property and additional 
charges filed by the Arlington Police 
Department. 

According to Winchester Police, 


an indictment against Burgos is 
pending and he could be tried on 
each community’s charges in one 
trial under the jurisdiction of the 
state Supreme Court. 

Winchester Police had received a 
call at 11:54 p.m. on March 5 report¬ 
ing a breaking and entering at the 
Calumet Road home. According to 
police reports, the homeowner said 
she was upstairs with her daughter 
when they both heard a door slam 
downstairs. 

Reports said that when they 
looked out the window, they saw an 
individual leaving the house in the 
family car, a 1990 Nissan, at a high 
rate of speed. 

When the pair went downstairs to 
investigate they found the car and 
house keys were missing. Also miss¬ 
ing were household items of an unde¬ 
termined value, said police. 

Reports said that officer Theodore 
Yeanocopolis, who responded to the 
scene, checked the streets around 


the house but was unable to track the 
vehicle. However, at 2:56 a m., the 
Calumet Road resident called back 
to report a suspicious vehicle parked 
on the sidewalk near their home, 
facing the wrong direction with jum¬ 
per cables hanging from the trunk. 

According to reports, the police 
found the engine of the vehicle was 
warm and various tools were left on 
the front seat. 

Police said that the vehicle had 
been stolen from a Sheraton Park 
residence in Arlington. The vehicle 
was towed to the station for finger¬ 
printing, according to reports. 

According to Detective Lieutenant 
James Pierce, police received a 
report that Cambridge Police were 
in pursuit of the Nissan stolen from 
the Calumet Road residence on Fri¬ 
day morning, March 6. The vehicle 
had been involved in a minor acci¬ 
dent in the Fresh Pond area of 
Cambridge, said Pierce. 

After the accident, the suspect fled 
the vehicle and a foot chase ensued. 
Burgos was apprehended by police, 
said reports. 

According to reports, the police 
found items in the car that had been 
stolen from several robberies, 
including the keys from the Calumet 
Road residence in Winchester and 
items stolen from a Hillsdale Road

residence in Arlington. 


tified as families needing financial 
assistance. "No one would know 
their rent is being subsidized." said 
Sopper. 

He said when residents are placed 
in low-income housing projects, the 
results can be that the residents feel 
stigmatized in the community. Sop¬ 
per said the rental voucher program 
would eliminate that. 

A: McINTYRE - 

McIntyre said that any new 
affordable housing in the town would 
be "small-scale" in nature and that 
because of its size new residents 
would find it easier to fit in the 
community. He noted that the new 
affordable housing would \yc pro¬ 
vided through conversion of existing 
units through creative financing 
arrangements and that type of hous¬ 
ing results in easier acceptance. 
McIntyre added, "Residents of new 
affordable housing would then be a 
part lof the community! rather than 
set apart." 

Q: How would you increase 
Winchester’s ability to augment loc¬ 
al funding for housing with monies 
from other sources? 

A: McINTYRE - 

"I would be an advocate of seeking 


out any available funding, whether 
state or fedei\il and to utilize with 
existing funding," said McIntyre. 
He added. "I think that the use of our 
existing local funds is at the discre¬ 
tion of the Board of Selectmen and I 
would work with them and offer 
advice if asked." 

In addition. McIntyre said that he 
would U.SC the Comprehensive Hous¬ 
ing Affordability Strategy (CHAS), 
as developed by the Housing Part¬ 
nership Board, to determine the 
needs assessment of the town and a 
direction for the future. 


A: SOPPER 

"We should distance ourselves 
from state and federal funding." 
said Sopper. He pointed to the 
requirements set in place by th(‘ 
government when money is handed 
over to cities and towns. 

Instead, Sopper said the town 
could combine its forces, from the 
churches, to the various housing 
agencies in town, to "work as a unit" 
and bring in private local funding. 

"If we all worked as a unit, we 
wouldn’t have to worry about state 
and federal funding." said Sopper. 
He said Winchester could build up 
large amounts of housing funding on 
its own through a cooperative effort.

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Winchester Hospital 
and Flexible Flyers

Notwithstanding a rather tcm- 
[lestuous birth at Winchester Hos¬ 
pital. a tonsillectomy of 4.5 years 
ago complete with sore throat 
and lots of ice cream — has been 
the observer’s only one-on-one 
contact with that institution. 

Those youngsters growing up in 
the shadow of the hospital were 
far more taken with activities 
outside of it. Prior to 1950 the 
building terminated in a long 
brick porch just beyond the Val¬ 
ley Road boiler room and all the 
land w'est to Maple Road and the 
nurses home was quite hilly and 
wooded — a perfect setting for 
youth. 

The first snow brought out all 
the gang with their Flexible 
Flyers to ‘‘hospital hill” for the 
best sledding around. No doubt 
anxious patients amused them¬ 
selves watching us “belly- 
whooping” past their windows 
toward the Hnal steep grade — 
which shot us down and out 
across Valley Road. 

The arrival of the coal trucks to 
the boiler room was always cause 
for great excitement, with many 
of us clapping mittened hands 
over our ears as the great black 
chunks rattled down the metal 
chute into the bunker on Valley 
Road. Throughout the winter 
there always seemed to be a 
steady procession of dusty coal 
trucks through the neighborhood 
keeping those hungry boilers 
stoked. 

Above the boiler room was the 
laundry where many busy ladies 
worked in the heat to keep clean 
linen flowing into the wards. 

Elizabeth Thompson always 
had a twinkle in her eye. and if 
she spied a wayward youth peer¬ 
ing into the open door of the 
laundry on the way home from 


school, she'd scurry over with a 
couple of coffee rolls or a little 
candy. 

The nurses home ~ the stuc¬ 
coed Charlotte Russell House — 
always housed between 25 and 30 
nurses, supervisors and dieti¬ 
cians. and wash day at Russell 
was always noted as the long 
clotheslines outside bowed under 
the weight of all manner of wet 
clothing, uniforms and parades of 
unmentionables saluting in the 
wind. 

Each Christmas students at 
Washington School delighted in 
making and filling nut cups for 
the pleasure of the nurses. These 
annual offerings helped, perhaps, 
atone for the occasional racket 
we made playing in the “woods" 
adjacent to the residence. 

The long walkway between the 
hospital and the nurses home was 
the perfect place to play in the 
summer — sheltered by the cool¬ 
ness of the towering oaks. Many a 
nurse walking to her shift had her 
meditations ruddy shattered by 
energetic Lone Rangers or Red 
Ryders stalking prey, with snap¬ 
ping cap guns, under the trees. 

By 19.50. young interests were 
riveted by heavy construction 
machinery obliterating the 
wooded hill* as the extensive hos¬ 
pital expansions of the next two 
decades got under w'ay. All the 
open space we loved — and ulti¬ 
mately the old nurses home — 
became but memories as rusty 
sleds were retired for more adult 
interests. 

The recent gift of Winchester 
Hospital which funded a new 
town ambulance serves to 
remind us once again of the tradi¬ 
tional close ties between institu¬ 
tion and town — and of the quality 
of life assured by both. 

The sledding was also the best 
there was!

.Supporters of referring the bill to 
Ways and .Means said this will give 
the clerk's association more time to 
give information to the legislature. 
Referral opponents said the move is 
simply designed to kill the bill. 


A Yes vote is for referral to Ways 
and Means. .A .No vote is against 
referral. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

CENSL’S (II :vm) — Hou.se 89-47, 
referred to the Ways and Means 
Committee a bill conforming Massa¬ 
chusetts laws to the recent constitu¬ 
tional amendment abolishing the 
state census. 

Bill supporters said the measure is 
necessary to require all communi¬ 
ties, including Boston, to redraw 
precincts to conform to the federal 
census. They argued quick action is 
nece.ssary to begin slate legislative 
redistricting for 1994. 

Opponents said the bill will create 
many problems for Boston and some 
supported a Boston exemption to 
save the city time and money. Sup¬ 
porters of referring the bill to Ways 
and .Means said the measure needs 
further investigation and urged 
examination of a possible Boston 
exemption.

foremost. 

In doing so, they have found a way 
to preserve more in our school sys¬ 
tem than they had to cut. In the 
elementary schools, programs such 
as the K-1 transition program, art, 
music, gym, health, library and bus¬ 
ing have all been maintained at full 
levels. Also there are no split grade 
classes at the elementary level this 
year. 'I’hat is because even though 
the School (’ommittee had to cut 
almost $700,000 from the budget last 
year, they still managed to hire 
three new elementary teachers in 
order to keep class sizes small and to 
eliminate all splits. That is amazing. 

At the secondary level they have 
found an innovative way to hire out 
services at a savings lo the town and 
still provide the service to the stu¬ 
dents.

Reduced to half in last 
spring’s budget deliberations, the 
school committee responded to con¬ 
cerns from within the community. It 
took the money allotted and con¬ 
tracted a group ol highly qualified 
doctors Irom Winchester Hospital lo 
provide the service at no additional 
cost to the town. That is leadership 
and finaneiai management ot the 
education budget at its best. 

F'inally, they are in the process of 
preparing a long range plan for our 
schools Under the .School Utilization 
Study that lias just been completed, 
the school committee has directed 
qualified iiiemhers ol oui coniniuni 
ty to study all the aspects that w ill 
effect how are scfioois dehvt*r educa 
tion lo our children They looked al 
enrollment, the state of tfie facili

This week 
in history 

1968:24 years ago 

Portable classrooms were 
erected that year to deal with an 
unexpected uptick in enrollment 
in the Winchester Public Schools. 
At least tw'o of the units were 
installed on the grounds, while 
the third was to be placed where¬ 
ver spare ground was available. 
Each classroom was designed to 
house 25 students and w-as to be 
used by upper grade children, 
according to an article in the 
Star. The costs of the units was 
pegged at approximately $15,000. 

Five schools made headlines 
that year. Mystic, Parkhurst, 
Washington, Tufts and Noonan 
schools. The topic, however, was 
not students, but vandalism. The 
heaviest breakage occurred at 
Parkhurst, along the Emerson 
Road side of the school, accord¬ 
ing to an article in the Star. A 
total of IG panes of glass were 
broken at one school alone. The 
vandalism cost the tow'n an esti¬ 
mated $7.50 to $900 to repair. 


Town Meeting began delibera¬ 
tion on 50 articles on the Towm 
W'arrant. Among the articles was 
a question regarding the forma¬ 
tion of a permanent Recreation 
Committee w'ith its owm budget. 
That committee’s first task 
would be to complete a feasibility 
study on the construction of a 
town artificial skating rink. Four 
additional articles asked that the 
Conservation Commission be 
authorized to purchase a total of 
six separate parcels of land for 
use by the public. 


A mysterious red hue found its 
w'ay to the Aherjona liiver and 
prompted dozens of calls to the 
Director of Public Health asking 
the source. The Aherjona, dubbed 
“Mike Saraco’s River" in the 
headlines of the Star that week, 
w’as a bright-orange crimson 
from dye, which was inadvertent¬ 
ly added to a storm basin that fed 
the river. .Saraco traced the sour¬ 
ce and attempted to determine 
the toxicity of the substance 
through the local Poison Control 
Center. 


A sudden storm brought the 
third worst flood in recorded his¬ 
tory It was reported that the 
Aherjona River almost reached 
8(j5 cubic feet, the record set 
during Hurricane Diane in 1955. 
The area between the railroad, 
just north of the .Skillings Road 
by pass was completely sub¬ 
merged, and residents joked the 
area was only good for water 
polo. Aecording to an article in 
the Star. Shore Road was closed 
to through traffic for the day and 
any motorists wfio disobeyed 
promptly got stuck in the waters.

In Japan, 
the dolls are customarily displayed 
on five or seven shelves, with the 
Prince and Princess on the top shelf, 
and the lower shelves occupied by 
three maids of honor, five musi¬ 
cians, a pair of guardsmen, and 
three footmen. 

The display at the Library also 
includes examples of Japanese arts 
and crafts, such as paper folding, 
toys, a kite, wood block prints, 
watercolors, porcelain, and ivory. 
We are grateful to Katsuko Sato and 
Yoshimi Ueno for organizing this 
display.

for you to know how the candidates 
stand on important issues, therefore 
I devote this release to two signific¬ 
ant issues. 

Neighborhood Schools: 1 whole¬ 
heartedly support the neighborhood 
school concept. It is a very success¬ 
ful vehicle for elementary education 
in Winchester. It provides students 
with a single elementary experience 
and a stable educational environ¬ 
ment for six years. It enables the 
students and their families to get to 
know the staff and the staff to get to 
know the students and (heir fami¬ 
lies. The students form an identity 
with their school the result of which 
is a pride in their education. 

Neighborhood schools, grades K-5, 
provide for a very important ele¬ 
ment in the social growth and deve¬ 
lopment of children. It is the positive 
advantage of exposing younger 
elementary students to older 
elementary students, called model¬ 
ing. The younger students learn 
from this exposure. It promotes a 
caretaking atmosphere which in 
Winchester is built into real educa¬ 
tional programs and advantages for 
the younger students. 

One example is fifth-grade stu¬ 
dents who help the first-grade stu¬ 
dents with their writing skills. The 
first-graders dictate stories and the 
fifth-graders help them write it 
down. There is learning going on 
both sides. 

Community schools: I cannot sup¬ 
port the proposed community school 
concept for a number of reasons. 

1. It adds an additional year of 
transition to a child’s education life, 
and transitions are always hard. 

2. Many times, it would divide 
siblings betw'een different school 
buildings and it would also divide 
younger students from older stu¬ 
dents. This would eliminate the posi¬ 
tive advantages I discussed above. 

3. It would have a serious detri¬ 
mental effect on parent involvement 
in the schools. It would be very 
difficult for parents to divide their 
time and energies between different 
school buildings. Our elementary 
schools have very strong parents 
associations that provide support for 
the students in enrichments prog¬ 
rams, extracurricular activities and 
fundraising. I feel the community 
school concept would have a nega¬ 
tive effect on this important ele¬ 
ment, especially needed in fiscally 
tight times. 

4. It would drastically increase the 
amount of time a child spends on a 
school bus for part of their elemen¬ 
tary years. Also since busing has 
been eliminated, it would increase 
the education budget significantly as 
busing would be required by law for 
students who live outside the two- 
mile limit. This would in effect 
cancel any significant savings or 
financial advantages to closing a 
school. 

5. It would not allow' special needs 
students to be mainstreamed as one 
school building in each mini-district 
established under this configuration 
is not handicapped accessible. The 
capital costs to install elevators and 
ramps in the Lincoln and either the 
Ambrose or Vinson-tJwen schools 
would be prohibitive. 

Excellence in education is mea¬ 
sured in quality, not quantity. Yes, 
choices have to be made, but think¬ 
ing that more is lietter or more is 
quality is a fallacy. What is impor¬ 
tant is W'hat you teach and how' well 
you teach it. not how many different 
things you teach. Our children’s edu¬ 
cations need to be focused and they 
need to learn in gi eater depth. Edu¬ 
cation is a dynamic process. 

Finally 1 strongly believe that w'e 
should closely examine any change 
to our educational system for its 
strengths, weaknesses, opportuni¬ 
ties and threats. And we must con¬ 
tinue to place great attention to the 
future implications of today’s deci¬ 
sions and identify and prepare for 
the decisions of the tomorrow'. 
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Board sticks with ambulance decision

and pul the vehicle in good stead for 
three years. 

However, selectmen were not 
swayed by the news. 

‘T take [ this report 1 as more of an 
indictment of the Fire Department’s 
maintenance ...then (a reason! why 
I should reconsider the vote,” said 
Selectman Robert Deering. 

Gurrisi noted, however, that he 
was not on a "witch hunt” to find 
who was responsible for mainte¬ 
nance. but rather wanted to make 
the selectmen aware that "the 
ambulance is far from being a 
wreck.” 

Deering said he felt the Fire 
Department should have a chance to 
defend the allegations about faulty 
maintenance, and added, "Frankly, 
I think this is a cheap shot.” 

He noted that by taking into 
account Gurrisi’s report, which 
states that the vehicle was not well 
maintained, in three years the 
ambulance will be 10-years-old and

in worse shape. "I’m convinced wc 
made the right decision last week,” 
said Deering. 

Selectman Stephen Powers, who 
last week voted against replacing 
the vehicle, asked if Gurrisi felt the 
ambulance could be used as a back¬ 
up at West Side Station. Powers had 
voted against the proposal to buy a 
new ambulance because he said 
repairs of about $10,000 would bring 
the ambulance back to good 
condition. 

In response, Gurrisi reiterated his 
belief that the ambulance could be 
brought up to par with repairs. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
he felt that while Gurrisi made "a 


compelling case,” the vehicle should 
be replaced this year. 

"Three years from now, we may 
not (have the funds] to replace it. 
We have the money now, and it’s 
earmarked for that purpose.” he 
added. 

vSehmitt also noted that the ambu¬ 
lance is "one of the most important 
pieces of equipment we own in the 
town. ” 

Selectmen requested information 
concerning the maintenance records 
kept on vehicles at the Fire 
Department. 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary said the bottomline of the 
issue was that "the reliability and 


serviceability of the vehicle are not 
what we want it to be. ”

All about coughs I 

Coughing is your body’s way of • 
getting rid of secretions that have ! 
accumulated in your respiratory 
tract. This tract begins in your wind- • 
pipe and ends in your lungs. Each 
day, the cells that line this tract ^ 
produce small amounts of mucus; ’ 
this mucus keeps your air passages • 
moist and prevents small particles t 
you inhale from going into yourj 
lungs. g 

Normally, mucus doesn’t accumu- i 
late; it is continually .swallowed in ! 
small amounts throughout the day * 
and night. But if the body produces * 
an excessive amount, in response to J 
an infection or irritation, you expel it' 
by coughing. 

When does a cough warrant a visit ^ 
to the doctor? "It often de|>ends on 
the patient,” says Scott Chelemer,; 
M. I)., an internist at the Regional . 
Health Center in Wilmington, a divi- ’ 
sion of Winchester Hospital. "For • 
example, if you’re a smoker and you ‘ 
have a chronic cough and the cough * 
changes, you should see your doctor. 

“If you ’ re not a smoker and you 
have a new cough that keeps you 
awake at night, a cough accompan¬ 
ied by fever or one that produces 
phlegm with blood in it, you should 
also see your doctor," he says. "Any 
cough that is bothersome for more 
than two days is worth checking 
out." 

What about cough medicines? "I 
am not a believer in over the counter 
cough medicines," says Dr. Chelein- 
er. "The only medicine that truly 
suppresses a cough is codeine, which 
is a narcotic and available only by • 
prescription." 

"Another product containing Tes- 
salon is purported to block the 
stretch receptors’ in the lung, which 
also may be useful in calming that 
feeling of a tickle in the throat. 

“Hut unless a cough is keeping you 
from sleeping at night, it's usually 
better to let your body treat itself. 
Help it along by getting plenty of 
fluids and rest, rather than trying to 
suppress the cough.” 

"A cough can tx* a syiiiptoni of 
many things, ” says Dr. t'heieiner, 
"If it lasts longer than couple of 
days, it’s worth a visit to the doctor 
to find out why "

Albano edges out Capuano 
for state committee seat 


-Ready for voters-

After all the votes were tallied 
four j>eople earned spots on the State 
Committee for the local district. 

Former State Senator Salvatore 
Albano edged out Somerville Mayor 
Michael Capuano in a tight race for 
Democratic State Committee and 
Somerville’s Marie Howe handily 
won the women's race for the 
Dernwrats. 

Alfred A. Fondacaro Jr. won the 
Hepublican State Committee race 
with James Olsen pulling in close 
behind. Finally. Cheryl Pote 
Chisholm gained a committeewo- 
man spot with no opposition. 

Albano took in 11,292 votes over 
Capuano 10.243 votes. 

In his quest for the State Commit¬ 
tee, seat Albano carried Winchester 
with a total of 1,886 votes for 49 
percent of the Winchester vote and 
Capuano garnered 896 votes, 23 per¬ 
cent of the ballots cast. 

.Albano lost Somerville to Capuano 
with only 4.8(X) votes in his favor to 
Capuano’s 5,770 votes. Medford, 
however, threw its support to Alba¬ 
no. He swept all but two precincts in 
Medford with 4,606 votes to 
Capuano’s 3,577 votes. 

Early on, the race proved too close 
to call as returns from Medford 
showed the former state senator 
neck-in-neck w-ith Capuano. 

‘‘We’re ecstatic.” said Albano 
when the final tallies were in. He 
added, “I think these results are an 
indication that the Democrats want 
to see me continue in office.” 

Albano noted that the win is a good 
start for his senator.al campaign. 

Marie Howe’s quest for the Demo¬ 
cratic State Committee woman’s 
spot proved successful with 11,200 


people voting to place her in ottice. 
Winchester’s Burkhardt ran second 
with 6,379 votes. The third candi¬ 
date, Winchester’s Mary Scott Wag¬ 
ner, by her own admission, 
neglected to pull her name from the 
ballot Even though she threw her 
support to State Committee conten¬ 
der Burkhardt, 2,543 people still vot¬ 
ed for her. 

“I’m very grateful to the people in 
the 2nd Middlesex District for their 
vote of confidence, ” said Howe. She 
added, “I want to work with the 
Democratic town committees and 
the people at a grassroots level to be 
their voice in an advisory capacity 
on policy-making decisions of the 
Democratic party. ” 

When the votes were tallied in 
Winchester. Burkhardt received 
1,879 votes for a total of 49 percent of 
the vote, Howe pulled 421 votes for a 
total of 11 percent. Wagner garnered 
a surprising 612 votes representing 
16 percent of the total votes cast. The 
number of blank ballots totalled a 
whopping 972 votes or 25 percent of 
the ballots returned in Winchester. 

In Medford, 2,880 voted for Burk¬ 
hardt while Howe received 3,596 vot¬ 
es. Wagner received 1,135 votes. 

In Somerville, Howe topped the 
ticket with 7,183 votes to Burk- 
hardt’s 1,620 votes. Wagner earned 
796 in Somerville. 

Burkhardt expressed surprise at 
the Medford vote when contacted at 
her home on election night. 

“The surprise to me is the 
strength of Howe’s vote in Med¬ 
ford,” said Burkhardt. She added 
that the second surprise was the 
number of people in Winchester and 
Medford w ho voted for Wagner even 
after she announced her withdrawal. 

“The killer is Medford, I knew the 
race would be won or lost in Med¬ 


ford,” said Burkhardt. 

Following the final tally Burk¬ 
hardt said, “The result is unfortu¬ 
nately that Winchester has no rep- 
resentalive on the State 
Committee. ” said Burkhardt. She 
voiced her best wishes to Howe. 

In the Republican State Commit¬ 
teeman’s race Fondacaro won the 
overall race with 1,246 votes against 
Olsen who had 874 votes. 

Incumbent Fondacaro won 23 per¬ 
cent of the Winchester vote with a 
total of 403 ballots cast in his favor. 
Olsen was close behind at 313 votes 
or 18 percent of the vote. Gary T. 
Brennan drew 261 votes with a total 
of 15 percent and George L. Leavitt 
Jr. received 111 votes or 6 percent 
with Scott A. Rosselli trailing with 
107 votes or 6 percent. 

In the Winchester race, 575 voters 
cast blank ballots. 

In Somerville, Fondacaro was 
beaten out by Brennan but he 
recouped his losses to Brennan in 
Medford with a total of 622 votes 
against Brennan’s 185 votes. Olsen, 
however, gained momentum with 
479 votes in Medford. The clincher 
was Somerville with Fondacaro pull¬ 
ing 221 votes to Olsen’s 82 votes. 

“It was a tough fight but we made 
it,” said Fondacaro following the 
race. “It’s just wonderful to be re¬ 
elected,” he added. 

“I’m looking forward to making 
the Republican Party in the 2nd 
Middlesex District stronger and get¬ 
ting things moving in Massa¬ 
chusetts,” he added. 

Olsen said that he interpreted the 
numbers as a, ‘clear vote of no 
confidence” in Fondacaro. “The 
public expressed a great deal of 
support for my ideas and more than

65 percent of the votes in Winchester 
expressed the desire for a change.” 
He acknowledged that the battle 
against an incumbent is usually an 
uphill one. 

Cheryl Pote Chisholm, the lone 
candidate in the Republican State 
Committee woman’s race drew 879 
votes for 49 percent of the vote in 
Winchester. There were 891 ballots 
returned blank. 

In Somerville, Chishold won 832 vot¬ 
es and Medford threw her 1,211 votes 
for a total of 2,922 votes.

tions and asking, “What do we want 
students to know and be able to do 
when they leave our school 
system?” 

Richard Connors, Principal of 
Marshall Simonds Middle School in 
Burlington and consultant for the 
New England League of Middle 
Schools, followed with an impas¬ 
sioned argument for middle schools. 
Connors said only the first year of 
life is one of more change than the 
years between ages 10 and 14. He 
said the goal of the middle school is 
to meet the special academic and 
developmental needs of adolescents 
and everything is geared toward 
that goal. 

According to Connors, the middle 
school accomplishes this in a way 
high school is unable to do. He said 
parent-teacher communication is 
essential at a time when students 
are listening more to their peers 
than to adults. Team teaching 
enables this communication to occur 
more easily. This age needs discip¬ 
line and understanding, structure 
and flexibility and the opportunity to 
explore. 

Bernie Creeden, Principal of Spof- 
ford Pond Elementary School in 
Boxford and Massachusetts Princi¬ 
pal of the Year in 1987, related the 
school configuration decision to 
equity among and within schools; 
efficiencies hoped to gain; and effec¬ 
tiveness hoped to achieve. Parents 
and educators must choose how to 
use time with children, how to make 
maximum use of the talents of edu¬ 
cators, and how to make the most of 
financial resources, explained 
Creeden. 

He pointed out that these decisions 
can be made for educational, finan¬ 
cial or political reasons. Political 
reasons are the least desirable as 
the political situation is likely to 
change in a relatively short time.

Creeden, principal of a school with 
grades 3-6 maintains that, while the 
transition from a more traditional 
K-6 to separate schools for grades 
K-2 and 3-6 was not without difficul¬ 
ty, the benefits are great. Children 
are more easily matched with teach¬ 
ers whose teaching styles comple¬ 
ment their learning styles because 
more teachers of each grade are in 
one building; resources for each age 
group, such as library books and 
other educational equipment are 
brought together and used more effi¬ 
ciently and buildings and physical 
spaces and resources are matched 
to appropriate ages, he added. 

Boxford schools have made a con¬ 
certed effort to promote interaction 
between older and younger students, 
which Creeden stressed as a 
necessity. 

The panel’s final speaker was not 
an educator, but a parent, concerned 
resident and minister of the First 
Congregational Church in Winches¬ 
ter. Skip Waterbury pleaded with 
the community to respond to this 
crisis as both an opportunity and a 
time to take risks. He asked tenured 
teachers to speak openly to express 
the effects recent economic deci¬ 
sions have had on the schools. Even 
as a parent of students, he is not 
fully aware of the impact budget 
cuts have had. 

He closed by urging all members 
of the Winchester community to do 
the very best they can for education. 

The panel discussion was spon¬ 
sored by Advocates for Winchester 
Education (AWE), a coalition of 
parents and educators co-founded by 
Jerilyn Heinold and Alice Madio to 
support quality education in 
Winchester.

Thilly takes 
his first NE 


championship 


Winchester's Willy Thilly walked 
away with his first New England 
Wrestling Championship last 
weekend in Clastonbury and his 
teammates helped bring in the high¬ 
est finish in that tournament in 
Winchester's history. 

The New England Wrestling Tour¬ 
nament. held Saturday. March 7. 
had reached its final round. Wind¬ 
ham. Conn, had enough points and 
four men in the finals to assure them 
the team championship. 


make Winchester fifth in New Eng¬ 
land behind Windham. Mt. Man¬ 
sfield. Vermont. Nashua. N.H and 
Springfield Central high schols. Thil¬ 
ly has scored heavily in two previous 
years no. 4 in H)90 with Robert Saez 
and no. 2 in 1991 with .Jeff Foster to 
keep Winchester in the top 10. This is 
Winchester’s highest finish in his¬ 
tory and Thilly’s first New England 
Championship.

Ebanks won by big margins over 
Ky Yong Yu of Simsbury, Conn., and 
Shawn Smith of Randolph. Next he 
finished off Jamie Day. the New 
Hampshire champion from Keane. 
This close loss in the finals gave him 
the second highest finish in the Sac¬ 
hem wrestling record book. 

F'avorable mention should be 
made of 145-lb. team co-captain 
Hugh Turcotte who, as an alternate, 
showed up and made weight one 
more time. Had Turcotte’s prepar- 
tion gotten him a slot. Winchester 
could have finished as high as sec¬ 
ond since men Turcotte had beaten 
finished in the top six in a tourna¬ 
ment with six state champions 
among 16 contestants.

Gilpatric picks Virginia

Two-time Massachusetts Divi¬ 
sion 1 .soccer player of the year 
Jenny Gilpatric has decided to 
attend the University of Virginia 
next year. The senior captain of 
the Sachemettes was recruited 
by some of the top women’s soc¬ 
cer programs in the country, 
including North Carolina, Har¬ 
vard, Brown and Dartmouth, but 
decided to attend the Charlottes¬ 
ville, Virginia campus of UVA. 

Ultimately, Gilpatric’s deci¬ 
sion came down to two schools, 
Virginia and Dartmouth. 

“It was a really difficult deci¬ 
sion," said Gilpatric, “but I real¬ 
ly enjoyed my visit there (Virgi¬ 
nia). The coach, Lauren Gregg, 
runs a very intense program. I’m 
really excited.’’ 

In just six seasons as head 
coach of the Cavaliers, Gregg has 
transformed the fledgling UVA 
program into a nationally ranked 
team. Last season, Virginia 
(14-5-1) made it all the way to the 
NCAA Division I final four before 
bowing to fellow ACC powerhouse 
North Carolina in the semifinals. 
She is looking forward to Gilpatr¬ 
ic’s arrival. 

“Jenny is a very sophisticated 
young player,’’ said Gregg. "So 
much of what she does she does 
instinctively. 

Virginia is an attack-oriented 
team, which Gilpatric should fit 
into quite well. “She’s an excel¬ 
lent distributor,” said Gregg. 
“Probably her best asset is her 
ability to serve and move, as well 
as her excellent field vision.’’ 


Gilpatric, a three-time Boston 
Globe All-Scholastic and four¬ 
time All-Middlesex League selec¬ 
tion. was the be.st player on a 
team of All-Star-caliber players 
at Winchester High. In 1991, she 
was selected as player of the year 
- a rare feat for a junior - after 
she helped lead the undefeated 
(24-0) Sachemettes to a number 
one national ranking and the 
Massachusetts State Division I 
Championship. Despite Winches¬ 
ter’s loss to Framingham, 1-0 in 
the North Sectional Champion¬ 
ship last November, Gilpatric 
was once again selected player of 
the year by the Massachusetts 
Soccer Coaches Associoation. 

Winchester head soccer coach 
Chris Scanlon is understandably 
thrilled to see Gilpatric going to 
such a fine school. “Jenny is 
getting the best of both worlds,” 
said Scanlon. “She gets to play in 
one of the top programs in the 
country, but more importantly, 
she will be exposed to a wonder¬ 
ful academic environment. I 
couldn’t be more happy.’’ 

According to Scanlon, Gilpatr¬ 
ic, who is now poised to follow in 
the footsteps of former Sac- 
hemette stars such as Mich Pow¬ 
ers (U-Mass Amherst) and Julie 
Guarnotta (a four-time national 
champion while at North Caroli¬ 
na), is well suited to develop into 
a solid player on the national 
level. 

“On the Division I level,’’ said 
Scanlon, “the teams are recruit¬ 
ing the fastest, strongest and 
quickest athletes. Jenny’s great 
balance will be a plus for her. She 
has a great opportunity to really 
maximize her skills at Virginia.’’

standing nearby when police 
arrived. A neighbor was also at the 
scene, however, police reported no 
witnesses observed the crash. 

Fire officials said McCarter was 
trapped inside the vehicle in the 
passenger seat for approximately 30 
minutes. The jaws of life were used 
to remove him, according to fire 
reports. According to police reports, 
officer Philip Coss assisted the Fire 
Department EMTs who placed a 
cervical collar on McCarter and 
administered oxygen. 

Reports said McCarter was con¬ 
scious, but after lK?ing pulled from 


the car he went into cardiac arrest. 
McCarter was pronounced dead at 
Winchester Hospital at 2:07 a.m. 

According to reports, officer Coss 
said that he detected an odor of 
alcohol on Crockett’s breath. Field 
sobriety tests were administered at 
the scene. 

Reports said Crockett was advised 
of her rights at the scene, and she 
asked that her attorney be present 
before she answered police 
questions. 

Crockett was later transported to 
Winchester Hospital after complain¬ 
ing of leg pain. 

Reports said that x-rays and blood 
work w'ere performed when Crockett

Life after banking 

One group of former bankers hopes to sell their 
expertise back to the industry

B anking is known for 
croatin)» secure jobs, 
not turning out 
entrepreneurs with 
innovative new ideas. 
Hut just as General Motors and 
other staid corporate giants must 
adapt to leaner times, so must the 
banks and their employees. 

There is simply no room left for 
many talented and expeiienced bank 
executives and middle managers who 
built their careers and made 
comfortable salaries during the 
1980s. Industry obser\’ers say laid- 
off bankers determined to work as 
bank vice presidents will most likely 
have to move outside New Kngland. 
The rest must find new careers or 
develop creative ways to use their 
skills as consultants in a downsized, 
efficiency-minded economy. 

“One of tlie results of the 
consolidation of the financial services 


industry is that there are going to be 
leaner staffs and a real obsession 
with cost control. 'I'liis will probably 
mean greater use of outside vendors 
and consultants,” said Robert 
Fichter, vice president of public 
affairs at the Massachusetts Hankers 
Association. “We’re still in a slump 
and absolutely no one thinks the 
Massachusetts economy in 1993, 94 
or 95 is going to look like 1983, 84 
or 85.” 

Fichter said that at its jH'ak. the 
Massachusetts banking industr>’ 
employed some (53,000 workers, and 
now has 55.000 to (50.000. 

The figures have liit home with at 
least one local group of former 
bankers struggling to build their own 
company. J. Scott Harne, 34, left 
Hoston Five Cents Savings Hank 
several months ago to start 
Servicing Solutions in Concord. He 
teamed up with four others with 
hanking industry ties to develop and 
market software to analyze loan 
‘ ‘ workouts' ■ an imjX)rtant hanking 

enterprise nowadays. 


Harrie was still working at the 
bank in early 1991 as manager of the 
collection, foreclosure and RFC) (real 
estate owned) departments when he 
and Hoston Five colleagues Ann Daly 
and Joseph Guido began discussing 
the software idea and working on a 
business plan nights and weekends. 
Then, Daly and Guido were laid off. 


U:ily has since landed another job but 
remains a partner in Ser\'icing 
Solutions. 

“1 was silly enough to quit later 
on” to work full-time in the new 
business, said Harrie, who also lives 
in Concord. “1 was giving up this 
great job that probably had no career 
path, but at least 1 had a steady 
income. 1 haven’t taken a paycheck 
in six months.” 

Harrie later met his other 
partner, Robert Watson, and hooked 
up with Sales and Marketing 
Director V'irginia While at the New 
England Mortgage Hankers Show 
last October in Providence, R.l. 

Although Harrit‘ realiz»'s he is 
taking a lisk by starting his own 
business, he enjoys being on his own 
and believes lus product will 
eventually take off. He has also

Educational seminars deal with ever-changing market

E very week or two, one com¬ 
pany or another, a real es¬ 
tate firm, a bank, a mort¬ 
gage lender, is offering 
some type of free seminar 
to the public dealing with ev¬ 
erything from purchasing a new home 
to refinancing to radon. 

It a sign of the times, say industry 
analysts, and probably a good sign. 

‘T think there is much more pro¬ 
gramming for the public now,” said 
Marie C. Grimm, managing director of 
the Residential Association of Realtors 
of the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board. “I think what we’re seeing is a 


real push to educate the public about 
first-time homebuying and the mort¬ 
gage-lending market. 1 think it’s not 
only real estate offices holding mini¬ 
seminars for first-time homebuyers, 
but I see a lot of banks doing this. In 
fact, I see real estate offices and banks 
getting together and having panel 
groups, with a home inspector, a real 
estate broker and a lender,” Grimm 
said. 

“It’s something that cycles,” she 
said. “It depends, certainly, on where 
the interest rates are. It's not appeal¬ 
ing to anyone if they know up front 
that the interest rates are too high. 
But they’re fairly low, competitive, at¬ 
tractive. And certainly, there is stock 
out there which we now see being rea¬ 
sonably priced. 

“People see a real incentive to get 
first-hand information,” she said. 
“And this is a real attractive way to do 
it. They can talk to other people in the 
audience who may be buying or selling 
themselves and get one-on-one infor¬ 
mation from bankers and Realtors,” 
Grimm said. 

There was not as much of this type

of programming in 1988 or 1989, she 
said, but it really started toward the 
end of last year. ”1 don’t remember 
any in the mid-80’s,” when the market 
was strong, Grimm said. “There was 
no real need. Things were turning 
around so quickly, they didn’t feel they 
had to do that kind of thing. ’ ’ 

Programs more in depth 

However, the Greater Boston Real 
Estate Board, which represents Real¬ 
tors in the greater Boston area, is do¬ 
ing fewer programs than it has in the 
past, Grimm said. 

“We’re, quite frankly, from our 
board’s perspective, doing fewer pro¬ 
grams,” Grimm said. “They are much 
more in depth, programs that are on 
items which are more of a legal nature. 
We’re trying to keep our members up 
to speed on laws and requirements 
they have to adhere to, to work suc¬ 
cessfully and legitimately.” 

Perhaps prior to the “madness” of 
the mid-80’s, the association conduct¬ 
ed programs on listing and closing 
techniques, “kind of motivational sales 
programs,” Grimm said. Now. pro¬ 


grams are much more industr\’-specif- 
ic, such as those dealing with lead 
paint, underground storage tanks and 
buyer brokerage, she said. 

For example, on March 30. the 
board will conduct a program on the 
Americans with Disabilities Act. which 
recently went into effect. “Members 
need to know how to prepare their of 
fices to work with disabled clients, 
how to make it a totally workable envi 
ronment for ever>’one.” Grimm said. 
“It’s important to us to make sure our 
members are up to speed on vital is 
sues.” 

On April 29, there will be a hoard- 
sponsored program on buyer broker¬ 
age, Grimm said. “We want to mak(‘ 
sure our members have all the possi¬ 
bilities covered, such as the obligations 
they might face and the opportunities 
in buyer brokerage. Then they can 
make their owm decisions,” she said. 

The different seminars, for the pub¬ 
lic and the professionals, are really 
helping the industr>', said Patricia 
Grainger, manager of Centuiy 21/Min- 
uteman Realty, (Concord. 

Interest is there 

“The interest is certainly there.” said 
Grainger, president of Council P. 
which covers Acton, Concord, Lexitig- 
ton, Lincoln, Stow, Bedford and Bur¬ 
lington, of the Residential Association 
of Realtors of the Greater Boston Real 
Estate Board. “There are seminars or 
lead paint, radon and underground oil 
tanks, and the association reallv wants 


the brokers to know about it and the 
public to know about it, so the brokers 
don’t have to start from square one 
when someone walks into the office,” 
she said. 

“I think what we’re see¬ 
ing is a real push to edu¬ 
cate the public about 
first-time homebuying 
and the mortgage lending 
market. I think it’s not 
oniy reai estate offices 
holding mini-seminars for 
first-time homebuyers, 
but I see a iot of banks 
doing this.”

“I think the better educated a buy¬ 
er is. the better he or she can make a 
decision,” she said. 

Her company began sponsoring 
seminars for buyers and sellers last 
year, tried mixing the two. and found it 
was easier to hold separate seminars, 
she said. “So, this isn’t brand new. 
but the attendance last year was nomi¬ 
nal and this year it has picked up a 
lot,” Gniinger said. “We also see the 
banks advertising seminars a lot, and 


they will always pul! in a Realtor or 
broker on a panel.” 

Of particular interest are seminars 
for the public on buyer brokers. 
Grainger said, in addition to the one 
being sponsored by the GBREB for 
the industry. 

“Buyer brokers are revolutionizing 
the industry' and when a buyer calls in 
and says he or she wants one, we bet¬ 
ter be prepared and have that infonna- 
tion,” she said. 

This past week, the Residential As¬ 
sociation of Realtors, a division of the 
Greater Boston Real Estate Board, 
sponsored a program entitled “How to 
Close More Deals in a Tough Mar¬ 
ket.” a motivational seminar for resi¬ 
dential brokers and sales agents. 

It is the type of seminar the associ¬ 
ation hosted in years past, unlike the 
more legal-specific topics the group 
now tends to sponsor, but those who 
attended the program featuring Nelson 
Zide of ERA/John Nelson Realty, 
Framingham, said they nevertheless 
came away with new information. 

Seminars helpful

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Professionals must disclose agency relations T rancartinn c

RESIDENTfAL ASSOCIATION OF REALTORS 

is an agency? Well, 
until Jan. 1. 1990. in 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. the 
usual unclerstanding of 
the work “agency” 
was that it simply followed other 
words such as insurance, travel, auto- 
mohile. talent and in some cases, real 
estate. 

The Webster’s definition of the 
work of which there are several - 
which more closely defines the work in 
that context is as follows: “The busi¬ 
ness of any pL'rson. firm. etc., empow¬ 
ered to act for another. 

With the advent of Jan. 1. 1990. all 
R'al estate brokers and salespersons 
were required to disclose tbeir agency 
relationship to all prospective purchas¬ 
ers at the time of their first meeting to 
discuss a particular piece of property. 

When an agency relationship is 
formed in real estate, the agent has a 
fiduciary (tnist) relationship to the 
pnncipal. This means that in addition 
to those duties set out in the contract, 
the agent must be careful and loyal 
when carrying out ll^e principal’s prop¬ 
erty transactions. 

There are various types of agency 
relationships; 

Single agency: Single agency refers 
to being an agent for one party, either 


the buyer or the seller. This relation¬ 
ship begins when a prospective buyer 
or seller agrees to be represented by 
the agent. Legally, if you have authori¬ 
zation and agreement, you have an 
agency relationship. 

In most instances, real estate 
agents legally represent the seller in a 
transaction because the seller has 
signed a listing agreement with the 
agent and pays a commission. A rela¬ 
tively new and growing trend in resi¬ 
dential real estate is the concept of 
buyer’s brokerage. In this relationship, 
the buyer contracts with an agent who 
legally represents the buyer in ex¬ 
change for a commission or fee. 

Subagency: Subagency is a very 
common agency relationship and in¬ 
volves two or more agents represent¬ 
ing one principal. Basically, the sub¬ 
agent acts as an agent of the seller’s 
agent. The seller’s agent can then au¬ 
thorize the subagent to carry out ele¬ 
ments of the property transaction on 
behalf of the principal. 

For example, agent A is working 
with Mr. and Mrs. Jones to help them 
find a house. Agent B is hired by Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith to r6prc<5ent them and 
assist them in selliiig their home. 
Agent A shows the Sftiith’s home to 
the Joneses, who decide to buy it. In 
this scenario. Agent A is acting as the 
subagent of Agent B during the prop¬ 
erty transaction and they are both le¬ 
gally representing the Smiths (the sell¬ 


ers). 

As 1 stated in the beginning of this 
article, as of Jan. 1. 1990. all brokers 
and salespersons in the Common¬ 
wealth of Massachusetts are required

to disclose their agency relationship to 
prospective purchasers. 

This is done in the following man¬ 
ner: All broker/salespersons, at their 
first personal meeting with prospective 
purchasers about a specific piece of 
property, must give to the prospective 
purchaser a document which states. 
“All brokers/salespersons represent 
the seller, not the buyer, in the mar¬ 
keting. negotiating, and sale of proper¬ 
ty. unless otherwise disclosed. How¬ 
ever. the broker/salesperson has an 
ethical and legal obligation to show 
honesty and fairness to the buyer in all 
transactions.” 

The broker/salesperson must then 
ask the prospective purchaser to sign 
the document, which only acknowl¬

Continuing tax changes make it 
possible for many taxpayers to file 
simpler returns. Although you may 
receive in the mail this year the 
same type of form you used to file 
last year, you should review your 
tax situation to see if filing a dif¬ 
ferent form is necessary or more 
beneficial. 

Generally, use the green “EZ” 
form (1040EZ) if your filing status 
is single; you are under 65; you are 
not blind; you claim no dependents; 
your taxable income is less than 
$50,000 and is only from wages, 
salaries, lips, taxable scholarship 
and fellowship grants, and certain 
interest of $400 or less; and you do 
not itemize deductions, claim any 
adjustments or credits, or owe any 
other taxes than amounts from the 
tax table. 

If you do not qualify to use Form 
1040EZ, use the pink “short 
form” (1040A) if your income is 
only from wages, .salaries, tips, tax¬ 
able scholarship and fellowship 
grants, certain interest, dividends, 
pensions, annuities, IRAs, social se¬ 
curity and unemployment compen¬ 
sation; your taxable income is less 
than $50,(XX); you do not itemize 
deductions; your only adjustment to 
income is for certain conuibulions 
to an IRA; your only credits are the 
credit for child and dependent care 
expenses, credit for the elderly or 
disabled, and the earned income 
credit; and, your only other lax is 
for advance earned income credit 
payments. 


From a tax savings standpoint, 
use the blue “long form” (1040) if 
you have itemized deductions that 
exceed your standard deductions and 
have adjustments to income or cred¬ 
its that you cannot take on Form 
1040A or Form 1040EZ. You must 
u.se Form 1040 if your taxable in¬ 
come is $50,000 or more; you had 
certain types of income such as 
capital gains, self-employment earn¬ 
ings, rents or royalties; you item¬ 
ize deductions or claim certain tax 
credits or adjustments to income; 
and you owe other taxes or claim 
certain additional payments. 

Choosing the simplest tax form 
that fits your tax situation: 

■ may save you time if you are 
able to use one of the shorter 
forms, 

■ reduces the possibility of errors, 

■ could gel you a faster refund if 
you can file Form 1()40EZ, and 

■ can put your tax dollars to better 
use; filing simpler tax forms 
helps the IRS reduce the cost of 
processing and storing the re¬ 
turns. 

See your tax package to help 
you choose the best form. If you 
have not received a tax package in 
the mail, you may order forms and 
instructions by calling l-8(X)-829- 
3676. For recorded information, call 
the IRS Tele-Tax service at 1-8(X)- 
829-4477 and select topic number

Owning Your Home 

While y(iu own a home, you may 
make payments for interest, taxes, 
repairs and improvements. Many of 
these will affect your taxes. 

Home Improvement: Keep re¬ 
ceipts for all home improvements. 
.An improvement materially adds to 
the value of your home, extends its 
useful life or adapts it to new usage 
and the costs will be added to your 
basis. 

Repairs for upkeep or routine 
maintenance, such as painting or 
gutter repair, are not improvements. 

I low ever, if you pay these costs as 
pan of a remodeling or restoration 
project, the entire cost may lx* con¬ 
sidered ”home improvement" and 
mas lx* added to the basis. 

Mortgage Interest: You gener¬ 
ally mas deduct qualifying mort¬ 
gage interest as ;ui iiemi/x*d deduc¬ 
tion on Schedule A (I'orm 1040). See 
Publication O.Vs. Home Mori^ai^e 
Interest Deduction, for any restric¬ 
tions that may apply to you. 

Taxes: The qualifying assessed 
pro|x*rts lax you pay is also an 
Itemized deduction. Be sure you de¬ 
duct the amount actually paid for 
pro|X*rts lax. not the amount placed 
in escrow by your lender to cover 
pro|vn> lax.

Selling Your Home 

llie sale of your home must be 
reported on Form 2119, “Sale of 
Your Home." but whether you will 
owe lax on any gain will depend on 
whether you buy a new home, its 
cost, and your age. 

Postponement of Tax: Generally, 
you postpone paying tax on the gain 
from the sale of your main home if 
you buy and reside in a new home 
within twi) years Ix'fore or two 
years after the sale and if the pur¬ 
chase price is at least as much as 
the adjusted sales price of the old 
home. If you do not buy a new 
home, but are age 55 or older on 
the date of sale, you may be able to 
exclude all or a portion of your 
gain. 

Selling Kxpenses: Selling ex¬ 
penses may include commissions, 
advertising. loan charges (seller's 
points) and legal fees. Subtract 
these expenses from the selling 
price of your old home to determine 
the amount you must spend on your 
next house to postpone the tax on 
any gain. 

Fixing-up Kxpenses: Decorating 
and repairs done in order to sell 
your home may affect the amount 
of gain on which the lax is post¬ 
poned. but the costs can't be de¬ 
ducted from actual profit.

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Taxpayers’ Rights Are Number One 


Withholding: 
Getting It 
Right 

If you received a big federal tax 
refund last year, or if you ended up 
writing a check with your tax re¬ 
turn, it may be time to check your 
withholding. Generally, you should 
have your employer (or employers) 
withhold only enough tax to cover 
your liability. 

Claiming fewer withholding al¬ 
lowances than you are entitled to 
means extra money is coming out 
of each paycheck to pay income 
lax. This could create a problem be¬ 
cause you will not be able to get 
that extra money back until you Tile 
your lax return and receive a re¬ 
fund. 

However, if you claim loo many 
withholding allowances, you might 
create an even bigger problem if 
you do not have enough federal in¬ 
come tax withheld. Since income 
tax works on a pay-as-you-go sys¬ 
tem. you may be liable for a penalty 
for the underpayment of estimated 
tax. 

Basically, the amount of income 
tax withheld from your pay depends 
on two things: 

■ T he amount you earn and 

■ The information you give your 

employer on Form W-4, 

“Kmpioyee’s Withholding 

.MIowance Certificate.” 

Your employer will use the infor¬ 
mation on your Form W-4 to deter¬ 
mine your income tax withholding. 
Many things can happen during the 
year that may affect your withhold¬ 
ing status. You may have to change 
the infomialion on your W-4 if you: 
get married, or divorced; add a de- 
[xmclenl or lose one; get a second job; 
or have a change in itemized deduc¬ 
tions. adjustments or lax credits. 

If any of these things has hap¬ 
pened to you. ask your employer 
or the Internal Revenue Service tor 
a Form W-4. Give a completed 
form to your employer as swn as 
possible.

Every taxpayer who has dealings 
with the Internal Revenue Service 
has certain rights, regardless of the 
tax issue at hand. Basic to these 
rights is the need for fair, courteous 
and professional treatment by IRS 
personnel of all taxpayers. 

Among the rights guaranteed are 
the following: 

■ Taxpayers will receive a written 
explanation of their rights before 
an examination of their return or 
an in-person interview- about 
collection of tax by the IRS. 

■ Taxpayers suffering or about to 
suffer a significant hardship due 
to the way the law is being car¬ 
ried out may request help on 
IRS Fomi 911. "Application for 
Taxpayer Assistance Order to 
Relieve Hardship." 

■ Tax due notices sent to taxpayers 
will give more detail on the tax 
and any penalties being assessed.

Hiere is also a credit called the 
child and dependent care credit for 
those who pay for child care while 
they work. You can chixise either 
the extra credit for a child bom in 
1991 or the child and dependent 
care credit. You need to figure out 
how much you w-ill gel under each 
credit. Flien, choose the credit that 
is best for you. You cannot lake 
both credits for the same child. Yet. 
you may still take the child and de¬ 
pendent care credit for any other 
qualifying children you have.

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Dunkin’ Donuts sign rejected

In a dramatic about-face, the 
new Dunkin’ Donuts owner was 
sent packing by the Board of 
Appeals along with his drawings 
for a free-standing sign at 797-801 
Main Street. 

Enforcing a town bylaw on sig¬ 
nage that prohibits the construc¬ 
tion of a free-standing sign within 
40-ft. of a building, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals voted 3-0 at its 
March 17 session to deny a spe¬ 
cial permit to Dunkin’ Donuts 
owner Anthony Pesce. 

How’ever, the board granted an 
alternative permit to the donut 


shop owner to erect an illumi¬ 
nated sign on the southwesterly 
side of the building. Chairman 
Virginia Hoefling and members 
Ann Matarese and John Prokos 
heard the petition. 

A special permit was originally 
requested for a sign on a 12-ft. 
pole with an overall height of 15 
ft. That request was denied with¬ 
out prejudice at a hearing in 
February. Members Matarese, 
Prokos and Edward Smith heard 
that case, and asked that the 
proposed signage be lowered and 
that its base be changed to a 
pedestal with landscaping. 

Additionally, Smith suggested 
that Pesce address safety issues 


concerning the traffic visibility 
on the southbound side. Members 
said motorists driving by the 
shop, often stop quickly to veer 
into the parking lot. 

At the March 17 session. Hoe¬ 
fling said a special permit for a 
free-standing sign in the area 
would not be granted even if all of 
those conditions were met. Hoe¬ 
fling said that a town bylaw 
enacted in 1988 had to be upheld 
and that “apparently the board 
did not have a copy of the code at 
the prior hearing.’’ 

However, Pesce said that he 
w'as confused about Hoefling’s 
ruling since he had complied with 
two of the board’s requests from 


that previous hearing. According 
to Dunkin’ Donuts Construction 
Manager Bob Newman, the sign 
was lowered to an overall height 
of 11 ft., down from 15 ft. 

Newman said. “The hardship 
(to the donut shop] is the loss ot 
impulse morning business from 
the southbound Main Street traff¬ 
ic.’’ He said customers missed 
the shop entirely, when driving 
southbound on Main Street, or see 
it too late to stop. 

However. Hoefling said that the 
argument did not hold up. 

“Your hardship is so specula¬ 
tive — loss of ‘morning impulse

DEALING WITH GRIEF

In recent months, the community 
of Winchester seems barely to 
recover from one tragedy before 
marshalling its forces to face 
another. 

A rash of unexpected and tragic 
deaths here in town have left many 
in the community reeling. Two local 
mental health experts say recovery 
within the community will involve 
talking about the grief people feel, 
not hiding from it. 


“Shock waves go through com¬ 
munities w'hen the residents suffer a 
series of tragedies,’’ noted North¬ 
eastern University Senior Psycholo¬ 
gist John Pakstis. John Pakstis runs 
a stress management workshop for 
Winchester Hospital. 

The type of tragedies that 
Winchester has faced, from a shock¬ 
ing murder incident to traffic fatali¬ 
ties, rock the very foundation of 
people’s lives, he adds. And the end 
result, is that everyone feels less 
secure, says John Pakstis. 

“A lot of us prepare for death, sort 


of rehearse (the death] when some¬ 
one is sick for a long 
lime ... Accidental death pulls the 
rug out from under all of us,’’ says 
Winchester Hospital Social Services 
Director Lee Pakstis. 

“It taps into how fragile life is and 
how vulnerable we are,” she adds. 
John Pakstis says a common mis¬ 
conception includes this thought, 
“ ‘If I live the right life, exercise the 
right way, do all the right things, 1 
can exert all kinds of control on my 
own destiny,’ ” said John Pakstis. 

But. Lee Pakstis says she thinks 


people can wrest something positive 
from the grief they are feeling. 

“Hopefully these events give fami¬ 
lies an opportunity to talk about 
their feelings with each other,’’ she 
notes. 

She encourages parents to bring 
up what’s happened and give their 
kids an opportunity to talk about any 
fears they have that something bad 
will happen. And maybe people will 
gain a new appreciation for w'hat 
they have, not just look to some

approves change 
to pension plan 

Petition will net $400,000 in FY43

With an eye toward netting some 
$400,000 in the next fiscal year’s 
budget, Winchester’s Town Meeting 
approved a proposed adaptation of 
the town’s jiension program. 

At a Special Town Meeting Mon 
day, March 16. members voted to 
approve a Home Rule Petition that 
will allow the town to fund its retire¬ 
ment plan based on figures provided 
by the town’s actuary, William M. 
Mercer, Inc., rather than figures 
determined by the state’s Public 
Employee Reiirement Administra 
tion (PERA). 

The measure carried in a voice 
vote after less than an hour’s debate, 
with the majority of Town Meeting 
members voting in the affirmative. 
A small contingent of members vot¬ 
ed against the petition. 

The change will free up $430,368 in 
fiscal year 1993 (FY93), according to 
Town Comptroller Joseph Bonner. 
The PERA number for FY93. set as 
“cost of benefits’’ or “pay-as-you- 
go’’. was $2,007,368 compared to the 
actuarial figure of $1,577,000. 

Bonner has called the petition a 
way to “front end load” costs and 
effect savings without underfunding 
the town retirees’ pension costs. 

The measure will not affect the 
town’s current 36-year schedule to 
eliminate the unfunded pension lia¬ 
bility by the year 2028, according to 
Bonner. 

Bonner told Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers that in his opinion the figures 
provided by Mercer are “sound” 

Retirement Board member Wil¬ 
liam Baldwin explained that the 
town will contribute 41.4 percent to 
the retirement plan costs in FY93. 
Forty-two percent of the cost will 
come from earnings and 16.6 percent 
from employee contributions. 

F’ifty-six percent of the funds will 
be used to pay out benefits in FY93; 
24.2 percent to address the unfunded 
liability; and 19.8 percent for “nor¬ 
mal costs’’ or the present value of 
future benefits to be paid out to 
employees currently in the town’s 
service. 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary told Tow'n Meeting mem¬ 
bers his board had unanimously vot¬ 
ed to support the measure, adding 
that the communities of Lawrence, 
Chicopee, Lynn, Boston, Worcester. 
Needham. Watertown and Revere 
had already adopted the Home Rule 
Petition. 

Speakers on the topic voiced a 
mixture of opposition and support 
for the plan. 

Town Meeting member Robert 
Frank said, “I disagree that (this 
plan] is smart and 1 disagree that it 
is good management. ”

“The unfunded liability is not 
going away,’’ said Frank. “We can 
spend money to reduce it now, or 
spend money to reduce it later, 
(Spending the money) later is the 
greater amount.’’ 

He suggested that if the town pays 
a higher premium on the unfunded 
liability now. the costs later would 
be lower. He also said that cities and 
towns listed by O’Leary as n.iving 
adopted the plan “are not known for 
their fiscal sobriety.’’ 

He urged members to vote against 
the plan. 

Town Meeting member Anthony 
Conte also voiced opposition to the 
plan. He noted he originally hails 
from one of the communities that 
has adopted the plan, and noted, 
“the reason 1 left was liecause of 
that kind of fiscal irresponsibility.’’ 

Conte said the plan “would allow 
us to spend more than we should 
spend’’ and suggested to members 
that if they planned to stay for more 
than four or five years as residents

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Violence in the home

(The following is Fort I of a two- 
part series on domestic violence in 
the area, why it is apparently- 
increasing, and what local authori¬ 
ties are doing to alleviate the 
situation.) 

Reports of domestic violence 
cases are increasing in Winchester 
and area suburban towns. 

The rise in reports is attributed to 
several factors. First, police and 
victims’ advocates say the worsen¬ 
ing economy has brought more pres¬ 
sure into homes that in some cases is 
flaring up as violence between 
partners. 

Second, many point to a better 
system for reporting and handling 
the cases. T’his improved policing, 
ironically, has meant crime rates 
have risen in some areas, not 
because the incidents have 
increased, but fewer cases are going 
unreported. 

In Arlington the number of 
reported assaults rose in 1991. the 
largest crime category to do so. 'I’he 
assaults category covers the local 
reports of domestic violence. In Bel¬ 
mont reports of violence in I he home 
increased 5 percent between 19tKi 
and 1991. And in Winchester, where 
the numbers have been edging 
upward, a recent case resulted in the 
death of (he mother of an abused 
woman

Since the late 197Us and early 
19H(is, LI Joseph (Jriffiii said Bel 
mont Police have received spt*cial 
training in dealing with such heated 
situations rife with danger potential 
for llu victim and lor themselves 
“We tram them in being sensitive 
with this problem It look us some 


time to change the philosophy of the 
officers and how’ they look at the 
situation. Now officers understand 
the gravity of the situation. They 
work very hard so that the victim 
receives services and help.” 

According to Winchester Detec¬ 
tive Lt. James Pierce, who deals 
with incidents of domestic violence 
and the subsequent court proceed¬ 
ings in such cases, important 
changes in the state laws governing 
police intervention went into effect 
in March 1991.

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CONCERN group members square off on morality issues

Educating parents about sexually 
transmitted diseases so they in turn 
can educate their teenagers might 
be the goal of a community group, 
but the group’s members are squar¬ 
ing off on issues of morality. 

More than 150 parents, educators 
and clergy attended the first in a 
series of forums to be held by the 
group CONCERN II on March 12. 
The group patterned itself after a 
similar group, CONCERN, that 
formed in 1968 to study the effects of 
alcohol and drugs. 

Headed by Board of Health Chair¬ 
man Dr. Warren Taylor, CONCERN 
II members seek to implement bet¬ 
ter education in the schools and 
spark communication in the com¬ 
munity to eliminate the spread of 
sexually transmitted diseases 
(STDs). 

“When ‘Pomp and Circumstance’ 
is being played and the young are 
introduced to begin their march on 
Manchester Field; the parents and 
the young adults will be full of pride. 
Thirty percent of those same young 
people will be virgins, but 70 percent 
won’t,” said Taylor. 

The March 12 forum marked the 
beginning of a dialogue on the topic 
of sexually active teens with a recur¬ 
ring theme; STDs and HIV/AIDS 
can happen in Winchester, accord¬ 
ing to Taylor. 

Featured speakers were Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health Dr. Alfred 


DeMaria, assistant commissioner 
on infectious diseases, and 
Reverend Jurgen Liias, associate 
rector of the Church of the Advent in 
Boston, who formerly served in 
Winchester. Several high school 
seniors rounded out the panel of 
speakers. 

The decision to include a member 
of the clergy as a speaker was not a 
unanimous decision of the group. 

Parent-to-Parent Pschologist Hill¬ 
ary Turkewitz says her group was 
set to co-sponsor the event, but with¬ 
drew support when moral issues 
were introduced. She said the deci¬ 
sion was “inconsistent with an edu¬ 
cational format.” 

Turkewitz said Parent-to-Parent 
supported the education offered 
through the forum but was opposed 
to the limited range of perspectives. 

Taylor later reported to the Star 
that Winchester High School 
Parents’ Association Education 
Chairman Abigail Hurlbert also 
withdrew support. The forum even¬ 
tually won sponsorship by the Inter¬ 
faith Council and the Board of 
Health. 

DeMaria focused first on the STDs 
the under-24 age group contracts 
most often. He noted the potential 
threat, not just from the deadly 
virus AIDS, but also the threat to 
male and female fertility from 
STDs. 

Said DeMaria, “TB (tuberculosis) 
is curable, but pelvic inflammatory 
disease (PID) can leave a young

Rev. Liias targeted the i.ssucs sur¬ 
rounding the decision to become sex¬ 
ually active. 

“We want to say we’re sorry for 
the sexual revolution.” said Liias. 
He said the revolution had l)een a 
disaster in terms of a ‘moral vision 
or moral coherence for the young ’ 
Liias delineated what constitutes a 
safe environment for sexual activity 
by saying that it has to l>e physical¬ 
ly, culturally and spritually safe. 

“Sex belongs in marriage; that is 
truly safe sex," said Liias. 


woman infertile.” The threat of PID 
comes primarily from the sexually 
transmitted disease, chlamydia, 
which 700 per 100,000 teens reported¬ 
ly carry, reports DeMaria. 

Herpes, a life-long affliction, is 
believed to be a “significant facilita¬ 
tor of HIV infection,” noted DeMar¬ 
ia. According to DeMaria, once her¬ 
pes is contracted, the risk that the 
HIV virus will be transmitted via the 
infection increases. 

Without placing singular empha¬ 
sis on the AIDS virus, DeMaria man¬ 
aged to bring home his mes.sage. 
“More than one person a day dies in 
Massachusetts of AIDS,” said 
DeMaria. Taylor reported there are 
currently eight people infected with 
the AIDS virus in Winchester. 

Of 40 infectious diseases that are 
reportable to the Department of 
Public Health, more people died of 
AIDS this year than all 40 combined. 

“We need to face how these dis¬ 
eases are transmitted and prevent 
them,” said DeMaria. 

While DeMaria talked statistics. 


Liias pointed to the need tor a new 
sexual revolution that would change 
the harm done by the old one. “Until 
that revolution begins to take effect, 
there are going to be a lot of casuali- 
ties,” added Liias. 

During the question-and-answer 
period that followed the forum, high 
school student John St(»ne said that 
he was not willing to lose friends to 
disease before he reacted 

.Stone was one of several students 
to petition the School Committee in 
December to make condoms avail 
able in the schools. He added, “If we 
have an opportunity to stop this, put 
condoms in the school. I don’t under¬ 
stand why not'’” 

.Some parents questioned whether 
there is enough education on the 
prevention of STDs and AID/HIV 
infections in the schools. The current 
program ends after the ninth grade. 

Health and Physical Education 
Director .Ian Dolan said she could 


not dispute the need for more. “Fac¬ 
tually. I think they know a lot fby 
grade ninel.” Rut she added. “I 
would agree that we shortchange the 
kids in Winchester by stopping in 
grade nine.” 

.School Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos said the s( liools are field 
testing a program for seniors but 
added. "It's not really our 
responsibility.” 

The high school students added 
their perspective. 

Senior Phillip Obhard said, 
“We’ve seen the figures You sort of 
have to face the problem because 
our only weapon is education” 

CDNCEHN’s plans for the future 
include three educational workshops 
for Winchester teachers, admini¬ 
strators and parents to be held on 
.STDs and HIV/AIDS, sponsored by 
the Winchester Hospital The prog¬ 
ram was reviewed and received the 
group’s approval.

Last year, more than .3,.500 reports of 
alleged abuse were made in Massa¬ 
chusetts. Physical abuse is only one 
of five types of abuse that get 
reported. There is also emotional 
abu.se, neglect, financial exploita¬ 
tion and .sexual abuse. The Elder 
Abuse line can explain the various 
differences in the types of abuse, but 


the important thing is to make a 
report. 

Once a report is made, a protec¬ 
tive services worker conducts an 
investigation. If abuse is found, 
efforts begin to eliminate or allevi¬ 
ate the abuse by providing “protec¬ 
tive services.” such as personal 
care, homemaker, transportation, 
counseling, or other family sup¬ 
ports. The goal of protective care is 
to prevent further harm to the vic¬ 
tim. An elder must agree to any 
services being provided. Most pro¬ 
tective service investigations are 
carried out by your local home care 
corporation. 

For the phone number of your 
local protective services program, 
call the ElderLine at 
1-800-AGE-INFO. The same people 
who handle abuse cases can also 
assist in situations where an elder is 
neglecting their owm care. For furth¬ 
er information about this “elders at 
risk” program, call the ElderLine. 
For abuse or neglect of a person 
between the ages of 18 and .59, con¬ 
tact the Disabled Persons Protective 
Hotline at 1-800-426-9009. 

Q. How do I report cases of abuse 
in a nursing home? 

A. The state’s Department of 
Public Health handles cases of 
.abuse that occur in hospitals, nurs¬ 
ing homes, rest homes, and other 
institutional settings. Such reports 
should be made to DPH by calling 
1-800-462-5540. Whether abuse occurs 
in the community or in institutional 
settings, the goal is the same: pre¬ 
vent further abuse from happening. 
Unless a report is made, the victim 
will continue to suffer.

A day in the life of a Winchester firefighter

In addition to those assignments, the firefighters act in several 
capacities while on the job Firefighter Brian McNutt is licensed as an 
EMT and works the ambulance. Firefighter Tim Coss works on the 
engines as a mechanic. 

Simple chores that every member of the house is required to perform, 
such as waxing and stripping the floors and cleaning the upstair rooms 
are part of the daily routine. 

In fact, perception of the firefighters’ job is that there are hours to wile 
away, as the clock ticks to the end of a typical shift. However, that 
perception couldn’t be further from the truth, say firefighters. 

Another integral part of any firefighter’s day is the two to three hours of 
training in the afternoon. McNutt says the men drill on street names and 
numbering so that when a call comes in. they know the streets cold. Drills 
in critical equipment use as well as training on new technology keep the 
men sharp, and allow them to respond faster. 

Even if the firefighter is riding the tail end of the ambulance for the 
day, or going through the routine of checking equipment on the ladder 
truck, one ear is always cocked to the sound of the tone. 

Because at any given moment, a tone could sound, and the second-by- 
second race against the clock begins. The men don 30 pounds of 
fire-resistant coats, hats and gloves along with a tank of oxygen and put 
them on in 30 seconds, said McNutt. 

McNutt says even though there is time in the cab to finish donning gear, 
within seconds, firefighters arrive at their destination and are expected 
to be ready for action. 

"When that alarm sounds, the adrenaline starts pumping," adds Coss. 
The men are trained to expect anything when they arrive at a call. 

According to Coss. a firefighter’s heart rate jumps to 160-200 beats per 
minute when the call comes in and he prepares to leave the firehouse. The 
Winchester firefighters have been clocked at under a minute from the 
time the call comes to the lime the doors shut and they are on their way. 

Several years ago during the Christmas season, Coss responded to a 


house fire. 

When there is a house fire each man is assigned a specific task on the 
fire crew, some work on search and recovery, others work on assisting 
the rescuers in gaining access to the house, explains Coss. 

At this particular fire Coss was the inside man on the search and 
recovery team. 

"The initial call came in that there was a house fire. Then several 
minutes later, the dispatcher added that there were people trappi'd 
inside." said Coss. Coss .said that when the firefighters arrived, a mother 
was screaming for the men to find her child. 

Coss remembers he knocked down the front door but was unable to see 
anything because of the heavy smoke. 

"My apprehension grew because I could hear the men breaking 
through the roof to ventilate." said Coss. 

"But, it’s not like in the movies, you can't see anything, there’s just 
thick smoke." he added. Coss was then signaled that'the child had been 
found, and he says his relief was profound. 

According to P'irefightcr Brian McNutt, oftentimes when firemen pull 
up to a hou.sefire. there’s a mother waiting anxiously on the lawn. McNutt 
says that image never leaves the firefighters’ minds as they enter the 
home. 

In fact the family is the number one thought on all of the firelighters' 
minds. 

"A lot of these guys look at this job through a firefighter’s eyes but also 
through a father’s eyes," said Frietas. 

And he should know. 

Last year. Freitas responded with a crew to a house fire where he 
walked into a fire in a bedroom and reached under the bed to pull a small 
boy to safety. 

But he is quick to shun the role of sole hero in the rescue. “I don’t 
know how I knew where to look for that little boy." says Frietas. but 
quickly adds that any of the other 43 members of the Winchester ci’ew 
would have responded the same way.

Violence in our homes 


Domestic violence is a secretive 
type of crime. It happens behind 
closed doors, when the curtains are 
drawn But l>ecause we don’t see 
violence in the homes until its after- 
math is splashed across the front 
pages of local papers, doesn’t mean 
it doesn’t exist. It does. 

Domestic violence is a crime that 
can only he prevented when we all 
open our eyes, and realize the crime 
is occuring right under our noses. 

To say domestic abuse is com¬ 
monplace or that there is wide¬ 
spread violence in town homes 
would be false. Hut. the number of 
reported cases has increased dra¬ 
matically in recent years. Certainly, 
one factor is the economy. .lobs are 
scarce and economic pressure is 
weighing heavily on many local 
families. 

But the numbers also tell another 
story. With new legislation enacted 
last year, reporting incidents of 
domestic abuse is easier. Police now 
say they have on paper a more 
accurate record of what they have 
l)een seeing in our neighborhoods for 
years. 

Domestic abuse may not be more 
wide-spread than it was 10 years 
ago. We now hear about more cases. 


There is no easy solution to domes¬ 
tic violence. Those in the field say 
the law enforcement system to deal 
with the situation has improved. 
Restraining orders — a legal edict 
barring an individual from coming 
near another are easier to obtain. 
Police have more on-site powers. 
Arrests are easier to carry out 

At the state level several legisla¬ 
tors are looking at ways to give the 
police and courts even more power 
to enforce the restraining orders and 
keep people who have histories of 
violence away from the victims. 

Winchester police have worked to 
sensitize officers and others about 
the situations they face. The courts 
have taken significant steps to cor¬ 
rect a structure that put the victims 
in even more danger through 
inaction. 

And most important, counselling 
is more widely available to victim 
and assailant to break what law 
enforcers call “the cycle of 
violence.” 

But. still the violence continues. 

We will likely never halt family 
violence. We cannot see what goes 
on in people’s homes. But we can 
improve the system and we must. 
Too much is at stake when the sys¬ 
tem breaks down.

Winchester police 
walk the tightrope

It is ironic that Winchester 
Police Relief Association is 
bringing the circus to town this 
summer — for presently it is the 
officers themselves who are 
walking the tightrope as Town 
Hall plans to cut two more posi¬ 
tions from the department. 

Winchester originally had two 
appointed constables who made 
up its police department. By 1873 
the Selectmen had appointed a 
force of seven policemen. Imme¬ 
diately upon their appointments 
the officers elected F.H. Johnson 
as their chief. 

It was a busy year wherein 
there were 40 arrests made — 29 
of which w'ere for drunkenness, 
nine for assaults and two for 
stealing. The departments lodged 
66 tramps and paid out 12 cents 
per head to feed “those pests of 
society.” They also helped home 
54 drunkards and also proceeds 
38 cases of public bathing and 
playing ball or cards on Sunday. 

By 1889 the department had 
moved from its cramped quar¬ 
ters in the old fire house on Vine 
Street to its new rooms in the 
basement of the new Town Hall. 
The force consisted of a chief, two 
regular police for night watch¬ 
men, two special police who 
received pay for part of the year 
and 12 special police who served 
without pay. 

Under Chief William R. McIn¬ 
tosh -- who was appointed in 1897 
and served until 1930 — the 
department achieved 20th cen¬ 
tury sophistication. The officers 
received uniforms, increased 
salaries and the town formed an 
auxiliary force for emergency 
situations. 

The telephone became an 
important part of police work 


and by 1914, when the department 
moved to its present quarters — a 
new automobile replaced the 
tired police horses and aug¬ 
mented the foot patrols. 

In 1924 the usefulness of a 
motorcycle was proven as Eddie 
O'Connell became one of our first 
motorcycle patrolmen. Ten years 
later, under Chief William H. 
Rogers, a new Ford ambulance 
was added to the fleet. 

The year 1932 saw radio receiv¬ 
ers added to the patrol cars — 
while additional technology ulti¬ 
mately brought transmitters and 
two-way radios to all cars by 
1938. 

Increased sophistication and 
efficiency continued under the 
direction of chiefs Harrold. Der- 
ro, Bowler and McHugh. The 
desire of present Chief Joseph N. 
Ferritano to keep Winchester 
Police Department one of the 
finest in the state has been 
severely hampered by ill- 
conceived budget cuts and the 
loss of six patrolmen. 

Overtime — which in Winches¬ 
ter is a misnomer — is an essen¬ 
tial which replaces basic services 
lost with elimination of the six 
positions. Currently overtime 
pay comes from unfilled 
positions. 

With two more cuts in person¬ 
nel through attrition, essential 
overtime for 1993 will descend to 
dangerously low levels. 

It is painful to witness the 
imperceptible but inexorable dis¬ 
mantling of the very institutions 
that have, over many years of 
prudent planning, made Winches¬ 
ter one of the finest towns in this 
commonw’ealth. 

Unless priorities change dra¬ 
matically — and soon - it won’t 
be many years before we all 
sadly realize that we have lost it 
all ■

This week 
in history 

1950: 42 years ago 

New traffic lights went up in 
town that week. “Stop and go” 
lights were installed at the 
intersection of Cambridge, 
Church and High streets. This 
intersection was noted to be one 
of the most hazardous intersec¬ 
tions in town. It was noted in a 
story in The Winchester Star that 
week that Cambridge Street is a 
county way and only the state had 
the authority to make the 
installation. 

The opening session of Town 
Meeting provided for the passage 
of funds for the Loring Avenue 
playground and delayed the 
town’s plans to hire a town mana¬ 
ger. The town pushed the item on 
hiring a manager to the top of the 
docket for the first evening, 
according to an article in that 
week’s Star. The Town Manager 
Planning Committee requested 
that their committee be con¬ 
tinued for another year v/ith an 
appropriation of $100 so that the 
town could study a plan enacted 
by the town of Saugus further. 
The appropriation was granted. 

Town Meeting voted down a 
raise for the firefighters and a 
proposal to install parking 
meters was voted down in an 
unanimous vote. Town Meeting 
members worked until midnight 
one night to finish off a series of 
warrant articles and close the 
warrant after several late-night 
sessions. 

A recommendation by the West 
Side Fire Station Committee that 
a station he built to provide faster 
access to the west side residences 
drew a rebuttal from one local 
resident. That resident 
responded to the issue in a letter 
to ‘.he editor to the Winchester 
Star. The writer was not critical 
of tlie committee, hut favored 
letting the experts on the Plan¬ 
ning Board and the Finance Com¬ 
mittee decide the fate of the new 
station. According to the letter 
writer, both hoards had voted 
unfavorable action. 

The battle against cancer was 
aided by a local chapter of the 
American Cancer Society that 
week. The town chapter placed a 
goal of $5,(K)0 for itself as fun¬ 
draising events got underway in

'I'he history of the Catholic 
Church was chronicled in one 
letter to the editor in The 
Winchester Star that week. 
According to the letter writer, 
there were no Roman Catholic 
churches in Winchester until 1874 
and pi*ople attended the Saint 
Charles Church in Woburn w'hen 
they wanted to attend Mass. In 
that year, a small chapel was 
built and eventually became the 
St Mary’s (’hurch that now exists 
on Main Street. It was noted that 
F'ather ()’(’onnor was the first 
pastor of St Mary’s.

Tucker questions 
state of the schools 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I am concerned about our compla¬ 
cency as parents of children in the 
Winchester Schools. When I am 
engaged in or overhear conversa¬ 
tions about the possible reconfigura¬ 
tion of the schools for next year and 
about the impact budget cuts and the 
elimination of the curriculum direc¬ 
tor’s position. I inevitably hear anxi¬ 
ety and uncertainty in parents’ 
voices, followed by remarks of hol¬ 
low reassurance such as, “But we do 
have good schools. You can’t beat 
the quality of schools in Winches¬ 
ter.’’ Letters such as Ms. Dowd’s 
laudatory letter last w'eek (Star, 
March 12) about the efforts of the 
School Committee only serve to rein¬ 
force the complacency, give us per¬ 
mission or sufficient doubt to put off 
asking the hard questions that must 
be asked to assure that our children 
are, in fact, getting and will continue 
to get quality education over time. 

What, then, are the hard questions 
we should be asking? In regard to 
the configuration of the schools next 
year, the ultimate question for me is 
what structure will offer the opti¬ 
mum learning experience for the 
greatest number of children over the 
span of several years. In the absence 
of a curriculum director, who will 
oversee the massive reorganization 
of personnel and materials that will 
be required, who will assure that a 
smooth integration of staff and cur-

riculum will take place? We hear, 
understandably, practical concerns 
about busing and the use of build¬ 
ings, and folksy rhetoric about the 
neighborhood school (which consid¬ 
ering the number of children who 
are already bused and driven in 
town is an antiquated notion at 
best ), but very little about the effect 
of such change on children’s learn¬ 
ing and their social development. 
The assumption seems to be that if a 
child is schooled in his neighborhood 
in an unsplit class with a relatively 
low class size, all is well. The.se 
goals are admirable but not suffi¬ 
cient guarantees of quality educa¬ 
tion. We need to ask how and what 
the children are learning and how 
the curriculum from grade to grade 
and school to school is overseen and 
evaluated. 

At the middle school and high 
school level, these questions become 
even more urgent. Both the junior 
high and later the middle school we 
created in response to the perceived 
difference in the cognitive and social 
needs of pre-adolescent students. 
Yet in the interests of maintaining 
the neighborhood school, of keeping 
open all five elementary schools, 
some parents and others are serious¬ 
ly considering closing the middle 
school and combining the children in 
a 7-12 facility at the high school. The 
challenge for us as parents is to rise 
above our immediate concerns 
about where John or Sue might goto 


school next year or how the closing 
of a school might impact our pr()|)er- 
ty values, and consider the educa¬ 
tional and social well-being of all 
students in the .system, including our 
elementary children who will even¬ 
tually have to attend such an inte¬ 
grated facility. As a former teacher 
who has witnessed the challenging 
academic and emotional adjust¬ 
ments many ninth graders have 
upon entering high school. 1 invite 
you to consider the intensified 
impact of such an adjustment on a 
12-year-old. The leap from elemen¬ 
tary school to high school is appre 
ciably more difficult than either of 
the intermediate moves our children 
now experience. The question we 
need to ask is whether we want !■' 
subject our 12- and IJ-year-olds to 
the emotional pressure and influ¬ 
ence of being in daily contact with 
17- and 18-year-olds. \Ve nec'd to ask 
whether the structure and curricu¬ 
lum of a secondary facility can meet 
the needs of the middle school child. 

Finally, in regard to curriculum, 
let me put the question bluntly; 
“Who’s minding the storeWe can 
reassure ourselves indefinitely, in 
the absence of hard data, that we 
have great schools in Winchester. 
We can pretend that everything is 
okay, and if we just keep the faith 
and support the teachers and the 
school committee, those twinges of 
anxiety will go away. But the fact of 
the matter is that great schools. 


which arc established through con¬ 
siderable planning, professional 
exi^KTtise, and financial and com¬ 
munity support. ne(‘d to be main 
tained and cultivated, (airriculum 
needs to be coordinated, evaluated, 
and revamped to meet the changing 
needs of student.s in an incr'oasingly 
complex world. And while 1 person¬ 
ally would be the first to spotlight 
the tireless efforts of the teachers, 
the principals, and the superinten¬ 
dent in continuing to do their best in 


a time of diminishing resources, the 
reality is that they are overextended 
and cannot in the long term provide 
the kind of staff development and 
implementation and monitoring of 
programs that are necessary to 
assure (juality and pr(n ide vision for 
the ('ducation of our children.

HAZARDOUS WA.STK (H .YU") — 
House 82-62, rejected an amendment 
striking two sections of the budget 
dealing with local control over 
hazardous waste facilities. Amend¬ 
ment supporters said these sections 
strip local boards of health of nearly 
all control of hazardous waste facili¬ 
ties. They urged members not to 
give this power to the state but to 
leave it in the hands of local authori¬ 
ties to protect the health of its resi¬ 
dents. Opponents argued more state 
control is necessary or there will be 
no facilities in the state. They said 
the amendment will lead to midnight 
dumping by businesses and will 
endanger people and the economy. 
(A “Yes” vote is for giving boards of 
health more control. A “No” vote is 


TAX INCENTIVE (H ,5217) — 
House 105-44, rejected a supplemen¬ 
tal budget amendment giving a tax 
credit to corporations which 
increase their payroll costs. The 
credits range from five percent for a 
payroll increase between 15 and 30 
percent to 90 percent for an increase 
of 100 percent or more. Amendment 
supporters said this will stimulate 
the economy and create jobs by 
reducing the cost of hiring new 
workers without lowering wages. 
Some opponents said the amend¬ 
ment contains loo many loopholes 
and will do little for the economy. 
Others said the amendment should 
not be rushed through without a 
public hearing. (A “A'es” vote is for 
the tax credit.

Supporters said this unfair acceler¬ 
ated payment will cost ratepayers 
$200 million in new bonds and would 
hike already climbing water and 
sewer rates by an average of $45 per 
year. Opponents said state finances 
are still tight and argued the state 
cannot afford the $120 million.

CAPITAL (JAINS (H 5217) — 
House 113-39, rejected a lengthy 
amendment reducing the capital 
gains tax. The amendment links the 
tax rate to how’ long an asset is held 
before it is sold and establishes a 
range from 12 percent for an asset 
held for less than a year to no tax for 
one held for more than six years. 
Amendment supporters said this 
reduction will stimulate the eco¬ 
nomy, encourage individuals to 
invest in businesses and finally help 
the state shed its old anti-business 
and anti-job growth label. Some 
opponents said this is a graduated 
tax which is unconstitutional. Others 
said this reduction should be the 
subject of a public hearing. (A

future time for happiness, said Lee 
Pakstis. 

To deal with the stress and sad¬ 
ness people should reach out to the 
same groups in which they are 
already involved, said John 
Patsksis. 

Churches and other group gather¬ 
ings provide an outlet to express 
sadness at the loss of a member of 
the community with other people, 
said John Pakstis. 

“People need to look out for each 
other and carefully watch for friends 
whose reaction to a loss causes them 
to withdraw,” he added. 

Some people react to violent crime 
by taking extra precautions, by beef¬ 
ing up their personal security. 
“That’s a reasonably good 
response,” said John Pakstis. But, 
he cautions, that people shouldn’t 
overeact to very specific random 
events. 

In addition, there is a “strange 
phenomen” where people try not to 
bring up the loss in a chance 
encounter with a surviving family 
member at the grocery store. “But 
just saying, ‘I’m sorry for your loss,’ 
lets that person know you care,” 
said Lee Patskis. 

She adds, “We would all like to 
take the pain away for the grieving 
person, but that is the one thing we 
can’t do.” 

Classes in stress management will 
be held at the Regional Health Cen¬ 
ter in Wilmington beginning May 7 
and run for three consecutive Thurs¬ 
days. Anyone interested may call 
the Health Education Department at 
Winchester Hospital.

in Winchester, the plan would not 
pay off financially. 

Town Meeting member Alan Mac¬ 
Donald asked members to support 
the measure. He said Town Meeting 
should “take advantage of the 
opportunity” to free up cash for 
other projects, including capital 
spending. 

With a stamp of approval from 
Town Meeting, the petition is now 
sent to the Legislature via State 
Rep. Paul Casey (D-Winchester) for 
enactment. 

At the 1991 Spring Tow'n Meeting, 
memljers accepted a funding sche¬ 
dule for the town’s unfunded liability 
and removed the $30,(KX) cap placed 
on retirement allowances. 

This action, according to Retire¬ 
ment Board members, was a way to 
make the system “more equitable ’ 
for all retirees. However, as part ol 
this action, the town accepted a 
requirement to use the higher of two 
numbers, PERA figures or actuary 
figures, iti addressing the unfunded 
liability for the first six years of the 
schedule. With the adoption of the 
funding schedule, the town was still 
bound to remain on a “pay-as-you- 
go” or cost of benefits appropriation 
basis for the next six fiscal years. 

The town’s pension iK)rtfolio cur 
rentiy exceeds $21.5 million and 
investments this year have earned 
the town a 20 percent return The 
retirement plan’s total liabilities, or 
cost to pay out to current retirees 
and future retirees is $33 million, as 
determined by the town’s actuaries 
The unfunded liability is currently 
approximately $16 million 

The pension i)ortfoho is invested 60 
percent m bonds and 40 percent m 
stoi'ks. and is managed by Freedom

I am running for a five-year seal 
on the Winchester Housing Authori¬ 
ty. Many challenges face the Author¬ 
ity and affordable housing over the 
next five years. If you will support 
me in this effort, I will apply my 
private sector real estate experience 
as a member of the Authority to 
meet some of these challenges. 

Professional management of the 
Winchester Housing Authority’s 
existing housing stock is a priority of 
the Authority. In this era of shrink¬ 
ing municipal and state budgets, 
professional management is impor¬ 
tant to insure that the quality of 
service is maintained for those in 
our elderly and family housing. My 
real estate background qualifies me 
for this task. 

The Housing Authority should also 
work to provide new affordable 
housing. The need for more afford¬ 
able homes in the community has 
been clearly demonstrated. A recent 
study indicates that there are 2,053 
low and moderate income house¬ 
holds in Winchester. This represents 
over one quarter of the town’s popu¬ 
lation. The 1990 census shows that 
more than half of all current resi¬ 
dents do not have the financial 
resources to afford a median price 
home in town. Appropriate housing 
for our elderly population is not 
available in Winchester. Home own¬

ership is beyond the means of many 
families and their grown children 
raised and educated in our commun¬ 
ity. Many town employees and their 
families can’t afford to live here. 

Providing new affordable housing 
options for our residents, consistent 
with Winchester’s own needs and 
goals, will require hard work and the 
consensus of all interested groups. 
To meet this challenge we will have 
to draw on all available resources 
and funding sources, both private 
and public. 

Use of the town’s Housing Trust 
Fund alone is not nearly enough to 
do the job. My opponent proposes 
using the interest from this fund to 
provide rental vouchers to some in 
the community. Assuming the aver¬ 
age subsidy provided to our resi¬ 
dents currently receiving state and 
federal vouchers plus a very modest 
program administration cost, the 
interest on the fund would provide no 
more than three new vouchers on lop 
of the 88 we already receive from 
public sources. 

More productive uses for the 
Housing Trust Fund should be 
sought. Creative strategies should 
be developed to use these monies to 
leverage substantial private invest¬ 
ment to create new, permanently 
affordable housing in the town. I 
would welcome the opportunity to 
seek creative uses for these funds 
with the other Authority members if 
the Board of Selectmen, who control 
these monies, ask for the Authority’s 


input. 

Conversion of existing housing 
stock and development of small 
scale compatible housing that 
blends into the residential character 
of our town should be the direction 
we pursue to achieve affordable 
housing. I do not favor large scale 
public housing developments that 
are not appropriately scaled to our 
residential community. Also, I do 
not favor using our public parkland, 
recreation areas and the like for any 
housing development. This is too 
scarce a resource in our town. 

My qualifications for a position on 
the Authority stem from my educa¬ 
tional background and professional 
career. I majored in Architectural 
History and Urban studies at Brown 
University. I have worked in the real 
estate field for 14 years and am 
currently a Vice President at Hunne- 
man Investment Management Com¬ 
pany in Boston where I provide man¬ 
agement consulting services to some 
of the firm’s institutional clients. 

My wife Nina and I chose Winches¬ 
ter as a place to raise our family 
because of the town’s residential 
character. I will work to maintain 
that character while seeking solu¬ 
tions to our housing needs. 1 wel¬ 
come your support in the upcoming 
Town election March 31.

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upon which our educational system 
is built. Last year w-e eliminated or 
reduced seven positions with curri¬ 
culum development and evaluation 
responsibilities. There is nothing 
magical about any single one of 
these positions but together they 
represent a major change in the way 
we deliver our educational services. 

Just as class size and avoidance of 
split classes arc important factors in 
how we do education, curriculum 
evaluation and development are the 
important factors that make up 
what kind of education w'e deliver. 
What W'e need to put into place is a 
curriculum process. I would work 
with the administration, principals 
and teachers to establish curriculum 
teams who would be responsible for: 
periodic evaluation of program effi¬ 
cacy. ensuring comparability and 
equity among elementary schools, 
integrating curricula from grades 
Kindergarten through 12, and curri¬ 
culum enhancement. 

• Issue: Communication 

A strong communication system is 
a key way of ensuring community 
involvement and support of our 
schools. I would re-establish com¬ 
munication between the community 
and the school committee by not just 
allowing participation but by invit¬ 
ing input that is in context and can 
be incorporated into decision¬ 
making. In addition. I w'ould sponsor 
education information meetings to 
discuss education issues before they 
w’ere voted upon. I would w'rite short 
descriptions of subjects that were 
coming up as w’ell as summaries of 
past meetings so that parents, teach¬ 
ers and the community could be 
informed. 

I would work w'ith principals and 
teachers to establish both grade 
level and subject-specific meetings 
so that parents could understand 
their children’s programs. I would 
encourage principals, teachers and 
parents to establish good relation¬ 
ships before problems develop. Per¬ 
haps by having meetings with five to 
six parents at a time or using some 
release days that invite parent 
participation. 

J’hrough my experience and lead¬ 
ership in the Winchester school sys¬ 
tem.

Education is at a crossroads. Our 
educators and school committee 
have done an outstanding job ol 
maintaining quality under uncertain 
fiscal conditions. But future educa¬ 
tional success depends on how well 


we define our educational goals and 
meet them. To that end I have 
authored a plan to define and ensure 
continued quality in our schools. I 
will detail some of it to you now-. 

1) Focus the Curriculum. The 
focus of our students’ educations has 
been lost. We must identify the 
knowledge and skills required for 
modern life and concentrate on 
those basics. We must specify the 
particular facts and skills students 
must master before graduation, not 
just the course title but the content. 
We must make certain students 
receive core-discipline basics in 
English, history, math, science, lan¬ 
guages and computer literacy. Cur¬ 
riculum has been w'atered down by 
too many electives. 

2) Increase Academic Standards. 
Tighten graduation requirements. 
Make certain there is regular, more 
extensive homework. Teach more 
classics such as literature. Engage 
the students in learning. The focus of 
the education offered should be 
intellectual. 

3) Change Testing Methods to 
reflect this more demanding curri¬ 
culum. Students should demonstrate 
what they know, not just mimic it 
back on written tests. ‘‘Students 
should earn a Diploma by Exhibi¬ 
tion" to quote Bob McCarthy of the 
Coalition for Essential Schools. 

4) Continue to pay teachers fairly 
to keep and attract the best. 

5) Fund and strengthen staff deve¬ 
lopment. This is essential for educa¬ 
tional reform to be successful. 
Teachers must be able to teach this 
new', more demanding curriculum. 

6) Establish volunteer programs 
and form partnerships with the busi¬ 
ness community. Volunteers should 
never replace teachers, but they can 
stretch the resources needed to meet 
students’ educational needs. 

7) Improve and maintain tex¬ 
tbooks and educational materials to 
keep up with the changing technolo¬ 
gy. geography, etc. 

8) Encourage strong pre-school 
programs. Children w'ith strong pre¬ 
school experiences tend to become 
more successful students. We should 
offer pre-school programs based on 
the needs of the community funded 
by the users. 

9) Empowerment. To the degree 
possible and reasonable, education¬ 
al decisions should be made at the 
building level. Teachers/principals/ 
directors should be involved in curri¬ 
culum and development, testing 
evaluation and site-based manage¬ 
ment. They are in the best position to 
implement and evaluate what works 
best for their students and their 
schools.

quality work is and have a history of 
doing quality work. Employers 
know that quality products are the 
result of the actions of conscientious 
employees. For our graduates, qual¬ 
ity work should be a developed 
habit. Every student who graduates 
should have a mastery of reading, 
writing, the manipulation and evalu¬ 
ation of numeric information, geo¬ 
graphy and world history. Students 
should have an appreciation of mus¬ 
ic and the arts and exposure to 
foreign languages as both a skill and 
as a context for understanding other 
cultures. Computers should be a 
familiar and accepted tool for use in 
multiple disciplines. 

Every student should be able to 
think critically about problems and 
issues in their school work and in 
their social situations using the 
information and skills they have 
mastered. Schools used to concen¬ 
trate on teaching facts and skills.

Every student should know how to 
work effectively and productively in 
groups of mixed skill and age levels. 
The teamwork often associated with 
athletics must be expanded to class¬ 
room and academic work. The world 
of work demands interpersonal 
skills. Our schools need to be teach¬ 
ing these skills. 

Every student should have a well- 
developed sense of personal respon¬ 
sibility including a commitment to 
ethical and moral behavior. Every 
student should have a sense of the 
effect their actions have on them¬ 
selves, our community, our country 
and the world. Finally, every stu¬ 
dent should have developed an atti¬ 
tude of being a lifelong learner. With 
the explosion of knowledge in the 
world, many of the facts and tech¬ 
niques our children learn will be 
superseded. An attitude of constant 
inquiry, the search for truth and 
acceptance of continual change will 
be critical to their success in the 
world.

Domestic violence on the rise

The new laws have eliminated the 
“gray area,’’ according to police. 

In the past, some departments and 
many individual officers found they 
did not have the tools to deal with the 
cases they faced. One victims’ advo¬ 
cate added that the courts were 
often not sensitized to the situation. 

“Very often a women — and some¬ 
times a man or a family member — 
would find themselves being berated 
by the courts for wasting the sys¬ 
tem’s time,” the advocate said. 
“The result was often that the bat¬ 
terer was given reinforcement that 
what was being done was OK” 

In extreme ca.ses the victim has 
lost her life. About five years ago, an 
Arlington woman — who sought help 
from the courts — was killed after 
she was told by a local judge she 
should go home and correct the 
situation. The case raised the aware¬ 
ness of many in the state and 
brought about changes in police 
powers. 

Economic pressures 

According to Pierce of Winches¬ 
ter. the increased pressure of unem¬ 
ployment and the recession are con¬ 
tributing factors. 

“As the economy gets worse and 
more and more financial problems 
arise, it contributes to violence," 
said Griffin of Belmont, where the 
total number of calls for violence in 
the home has risen from 111 in 1990 
to 117 in 1991. 

Griffin said currently 41 restrain¬ 
ing orders are in effect in Belmont 
and they cut across socioeconomic 
lines. “They are pretty well spread 
out (across town),” Griffin said of 
the restraining orders. “There are 
more over near Trapelo Road than 
near (generally wealthier) Concord 
Avenue, but that would make sense 
as there is more concentration of 
people in that area." 

Restraining orders 

One way to halt violence is 
through a restraining order. The 
restraining orders, known as 209As 
in police jargon, are court-issued 
orders barring spouses, family 
members, or girlfriend and boy¬ 
friends from certain residences. 

Even if a victim chooses not to 
pursue a court order, which may be 
obtained in a few hours by a late- 
night phone call to a judge from a 
police officer, the police are 
required to have the victim sign a 
form showing they have been 
informed of their rights to pursue a 
court order, said Director John F. 
Carroll of the Arlington Police. 

In Belmont, four categories are 
used by the police for domestic vio¬ 
lence calls: family offenses; 
restraining order violations; family 
disturbances; and domestic 
disputes. 

The most dramatic rise is in the 
category of restraining order viola¬ 


tions. The number of calls in that 
category went from seven in 1990, to 
31 in 1991. Griffin, however, says the 
numbers don’t necessarily tell the 
whole story. 

Family offenses is a broad categ¬ 
ory that predates 209A violations. In 
a family disturbance call, not alt the 
parties involved are members of the 
same household. 

“Out of the 117 reported incidents 
(in Belmont last year), the greater 
majority would be for traditional 
family violence," Griffin said. Trad¬ 
itional family violence “predomin¬ 
antly involved two adults in the 
household, generally man on 
woman." He said that was true in 
about 97-99 percent of cases. 

While the orders help, said Pierce 
of Winchester. “The restraining 
order is not a cure-all." It is “an 
important first step in breaking the 
cycle of violence. ” 

Violence in Winchester 

Despite a restraining order, a 
domestic incident in Winchester 


recently turned to murder. Winches¬ 
ter resident Gertrude Manion, 62. 
was shot and killed by her daught¬ 
er’s estranged boyfriend, Ernest 
Anthony on Feb. 6 in the driveway of 
the family’s home. 

Donna Manion and Anthony had 
been living together in Waltham 
until three weeks before the incident 
when she moved home to her 
parents’ Edward Drive home. She 
had taken out a restraining order 
against Anthony on Jan. 16 and a 
district judge had extended the 
order to cover a one-year period 
beginning Jan. 24. 

However, on Feb. 6, Anthony fol¬ 
lowed Donna and her parents home, 
shot her mother and abducted Don¬ 
na. After a five-day ordeal, Donna 
Manion was freed from her abduc¬ 
tor. Hours later, Anthony took his 
own life following a stand-off with 
police. 

This incident drew increased 
attention to the issue of domestic 
violence. Overall, Pierce says the

The next day, Susan said he 
telephoned her house “literally 
once every minute” Her mother 
called the police from a neigh¬ 
bor’s house, and they sent a 
squad car. She said Dave stopped 
after police talked with him. 

Susan and Dave did not see 
each other for several months but 

were later reunited. They fell 
back on a familiar pattern. She 
said he again became violent, 
yelling “I’m going to get a gun." 
After this incident, she said they 
went to therapy together. During 
a session, when Susan told Dave 
she did not want to see him any 
more and left, Dave followed her 
and attacked her in the lobby. He 
was subdued by the psychiatrist. 

The last straw. Susan said, was 
his lying in wait for her around 
town. “He would wait for me at 
the bus stop and create a scene 
with verbal abuse." She said he 
harassed her at work and when, 
in one instance, he refused to 
leave, she called the police. “I 
called 911 and told them it was 
serious. They sent three cars and 
two fire engines. They asked why 
I didn’t give more details on the 
phone and told me to get a 
restraining order. 

“The advocate at the (Cam¬ 
bridge District) Court was very 
helpful with filling out the forms, 
and going with me into the cour¬ 
troom," said Susan, currently a 
college student out of state. 

“Dave told the court he recog¬ 
nized that he had threatened my 
life and he seemed embarrassed 
about it,” she said. When she ran 
into him later in the year, he 


reacted very casually. “He said 
‘Hi.’ It was very terrifying." She 
added that she knows he has 
driven past her Belmont house in 
the last year. 

Susan said her parents still do 
not know the full story. When her 
parents questioned her about sus¬ 
pected beatings, she denied it. 
She said that when her mother 
had accompanied her to the 
courthouse, she had asked her to 
leave the room before giving the 
judge details. “He pounded my 
jaw sideways so that it popped 
out. and for a couple of months 
after that I couldn’t chew gum. 
but it got better." 

When she told two friends what 
had happened, one said, “You 
kind of asked for it." 

As a child, Dave had been phys¬ 
ically abused by his mother, and 
his family had had a history of 
sexual abuse. Susan learned later 
that Dave had used cocaine and 
heroin, and yet she had recog¬ 
nized only his abuse of alcohol, 
knowing he occasionally attended 
Alcoholics Anonymous meetings. 

Susan said the book “Men Who 
Hate Women and the Women Who 
Love Them” — which explains 
chronic behaviors characteristic 
of dysfunctional relationships — 
helped her emotionally, as did 
her volunteer work at the Bat¬ 
tered Women’s Hotline in 
Waltham. 

Her advice to other women in 
similar circumstances: “Talk 
about it. (After such circum¬ 
stances) you become sensitized. 
If anything remotely bad hap¬ 
pens in a future relationship. I’ll 
get out without giving the benefit 
of the doubt."

Silvestri keeps spirits, enthusiasm high

As fitness director of the North 
Suburban YMCA, a health and fit¬ 
ness club growing by leaps and 
bounds. Linda Silvestri is constantly 
on the go. Whether she’s taking a 
prospective member on a tour of the 
YMCA’s Woburn facility, taking an 
urgent phone call from an anxious 
member, or chatting with a group of 
senior citizens on their morning 
“run” on the YMCA’s outdoor run¬ 
ning track, the 31-year-old Silvestri 
is always in high spirits. 

“Some days I’ll come in knowing 
I’m in a bad mood,” says Silvestri. 
“and the first person I see will say 
something like ‘Gee.

She 
opens the building to a few early- 
risers at 5:30 a.m., before starting 
her daily activities. 

By 9 a.m. Silvestri has opened the 
building, started the laundry, sorted 
through a pile of administrative 
work, returned phone calls, and 
begun teaching her “older and 
active” exercise class to senior 
citizens. 

Her job entails “a little of every¬ 
thing” She is actively involved in 
kids’ programs along with her daily 
routine of fitne.ss director. She is in 
charge of a staff of 25 fitness consul¬ 
tants and aerobic instructors, along 
with her administrative duties.

which include scheduling a variety 
of activites and events and hiring, 
among many other things. 

“It gets a little hectic at times,” 
says the bubbly Silvestri. “So many 
of the little problems that go along 
with a membership of over 2,000 
people have to be solved by me. All I 
can do is keep smiling.” 

Her duties don’t stop when she 
manages to get away from “the Y,” 
however, because come 2:30 p.m., 
Linda Silvestri, fitness director of 
the YMCA, becomes Coach Silvestri, 
head of the girls’ softball program at 
Winchester High School. 

Silvestri has been involved in 
Winchester sports for 10 years. In 
1983, current varsity girls’ basket¬ 
ball coach Joe DiSarcina, who 
remembered Silvestri from her days

as a standout athlete at Somerville 
High, offered Silvestri the job as 
freshmen girls’ basketball coach. 
She accepted, and the job led to 
similar j)ositions as jayvee softball 
and field hockey coach. In 1987, she 
was rewarded with the job of head 
softball coach by Winchester athle¬ 
tic director Bill Colella. 

Though she admits some days are 
more trying than others, Silvestri 
has a simple philosophy when it 
comes to coaching her players after 
an already-long day at the Y. 

“I never want the kids to think 
that I’m not as excited as they are,” 
she says. “If I appear to be in a down 
mood, it’s hard for the kids to get up 
and play as hard as they can.” 

Silvestri knows what it takes to be 
a top athlete. A two-time Greater 
Boston League All-Star in both 


basketball and softball while at 
Somerville High, Silvestri attended 
U-Mass Boston where she was the 
starting left fielder and leadoff hit¬ 
ter for four years and the captain 
during her senior year. She gra¬ 
duated in 1983 with a degree in 
physical education and a minor in 
athletic training. 

She credits much of her athletic 
success to her twin brother, Victor. 
“He was always my best friend,” 
says Silvestri. “We hung out 
together just like any best friends 
would. Most of my involvement in 
sports came from comp>eting with 
and against Victor.” 

Inevitably, of course, there comes 
a need to get away from the hustle 
and bustle of long hours and seven- 
day workweeks. When Silvestri 
needs to relax, she often heads to her 
parents’ vacation home in Maine. An 
avid drawer, Silvestri will spend 
hours on the beach all alone. 

“Even if it’s winter, I still like to 
get away,” she says. “I’ll go up to 
Old Orchard Beach, with my little 
chair and my pencils, and I’ll just 
draw. It’s very pleasing for me.” 

Sitting in a 5-by-lO shoebox of an 
office (which she shares with co¬ 
worker Kathy Felly), Silvestri is 
surrounded by pictures that tell the 
story of her life. Many of the photos 
feature athletes. An autographed 
picture of Larry Bird, a shot of 
Silvestri and Reggie Lewis mugging 
for the camera, and perhaps her 
personal favorite, a framed photo of 
Silvestri and marathoner Bill Rod¬ 
gers, help clutter an already clut¬ 
tered desk and bulletin board. 

But one thing is the same in each 
of the photos: Silvestri is always 
smiling.

buying’ ... Have you ever quanti¬ 
fied that?” queried Hoefling. 

Prokos and Matarese were in 
favor of granting the petitioner 
some concessions in light of the 
work that Pesce had done includ¬ 
ing a report from Safety Officer 
Kevin Mawn and redrawing 
plans lowering the sign height. 

Prokos added, ”1 think it is 
rather unique that the building is 
invisible I from the southbound 
trafficl.” 

The board conceded a sign on 
the building, but would not other¬ 
wise try to bend the bylaw. 


Hoefling unearthed the town 
Code of Zoning bylaws and made 
short work of the hearing by 
citing Chapter 9 of the Code of 
Zoning By-laws in rendering the 
decision. 

‘‘The code of bylaws states that 
BOA may grant a special permit 
as permitted by the zoning laws, 
provided that (in so doingl the 
BOA may not allow the erection 
or maintenance of any sign prohi¬ 
bited by any (other] section,” 
said Hoefling. 

‘‘It is very rare when the bylaw 
of the code itself expressly prohi 
bits the board from acting,” 
added Hoefling.

number of domestic violence inci 
dents has increased in Winchester 
In particular, incidents of abuse in 
boyfriond/girlfriend relationships 
are on the rise. 

The statistics nationally are chill¬ 
ing. ‘in 74 percent of murders, the 
murderer knows the victim. " Bel¬ 
mont’s Griffin said. ‘A large propor¬ 
tion are crimes of passion. i Domes¬ 
tic violence situations' have a real 
potential for violence.” 

Local police response 

"There has been a heightened 
interest in the part ot the public in 
the past 12-14 years. ” (iriffin said 
As a result, "law enforcement is 
•ying to respond better.” 

But Carroll said in Arlington 
and elsewhere domestic abuse is 
one of the most dangerous and time- 
consuming crimes for a police 
department. 

"The domestic abuse calls get 
quite violent. You may have people 
throwing things, like broken bottles, 
and sometimes there are knives. 
Traditionally domestic disputes are 
the most dangerous calls to go on 
because they are so emotional.” 

Pierce also estimates drug or alco¬ 
hol abuse is a factor present in at 
least 98 percent ot domestic abuse 
cases. 

That combination of violence and 
drugs proves, to be a lethal mixture 


for police at the scene when often 
both assailant, and victim, turn 
against police 

Although statistically domestic 
violence calls do not represent the 
most common police response in 
Arlington, Carroll said they may be 
the most resource-consuming calls 
because they require at least two 
officers to respond, and often result 
in more officers being called in as 
back-ups. 

In addition, a police respon.se to a 
domestic violence call often lasts in 
excess of 4.5 minutes, says Carroll 
The net result is that as much as half 
of Arlington's typical night shift of 
five or six patrolmen can be tied up 
m one domestic dispute respon.se for 
a substantial period of time. 

Realizing it's a crime 

With awareness growing and the 
laws making court action easier for 
victims, calls for aid in domestic 
trouble have grown dramatically in 
the past two years, said Arlington’s 
(’arroll. "We have had over 2(M) 
restraining orders filed within the 
last couple of years.” he said. "This 
gives the officers the authority to 
respond to calls of domestic violence 
and protect the victim.” 

Belmont’s Griffin agrees. The 
added police powers have at least 
one positive result. "What most bat¬ 
terers say is ‘1 never realized I 
committed a crime until I was 
arrested.’ ” he said. .Most have told 


officers they w-ere so used to seeing 
the same pattern when growing up. 
that they never really thought of it 
as a crime. 

Said Pierce: "Domestic violence 
is a very real problem. For years, 
domestic violence was not treated as 
a crime, it was considered a family 
matter.” 

Tho.se caught up in a "cycle of 
violence” from childhood through 
adulthood see the violence as "nor¬ 
mal.” However, those people are 
now becoming aw-are through 
increased media attention that what 
they have experienced is abuse, .says 
Pierce. 

And they are now realizing, says 
Pierce, that domestic violence is a 
crime. 

"It’s as much of a crime for a 
husband to hit his wife or children as 
it is for two strangers fighting in the 
street,” said Pierce.

Resident gives update 
on recycling bill 

TO THK EDITOR: 

As of this writing I would like to 
inform the readers of the Winchester 
Star on the progress of the 
Recycling-Lottery Bill, coming up 
for hearing in the Massachusetts 
Senate. The petition count has 
increased to .5,425 names with an 
endorsement rate of more than 90 
percent in favor of the bill. Also 
multiple redemption center owners 
have sent in endorsement letters 
wishing to participate in this prog¬ 
ram, including both the Woburn and 
Medford redemption centers which 
serve Winchester. Many radio, tele¬ 
vision, and newspaper articles have 
done positive stories in regard to this 
upcoming legislation. 

I am daily continuing work gather¬ 


ing more signatures, recycling as 
many containers as possible (more 
than 19,000 to date) a small dent in 
the estimated 425 million which are 
not recycled annually. 

It is my belief the original bottle 
bill needs an overhaul, as it did not 
provide for inflation, as the value of 
the nickel decreases in purchasing 
power, so does the incentive for 
people to recycle. It is also my belief 
many people do not want the deposit 
increased, as they are feeling an 
economic pinch already in most 
areas of their lives. It is to this end 
why I believe there is such a high 
approval rate of this idea. As the 
consumer does not see a price 
increase in the cost of deposit bever¬ 
ages, however there is an added 
increase in incentive for people to 
recycle, with a chance at a recycl¬ 
able lottery prize.

To test or not to test

We knew from the beginning we 
didn’t want to be the best at 
everything, so we tried to pick a 
niche in the market,” said Stutman, 
a former agent with the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration. 

Stutman, long an outspoken 
advocate of using education to 
combat substance abuse, focuses on 
helping companies address the issue 
through training seminars for 
supervisors, a hotline for all 
employees, counseling for abusers 
and drug testing. 

"It’s more than just drug testing. 
That’s just a small part of the overall 
program,” he said. “W'hat a drug 
program tries to do is identify 
employees with substance abuse 
problems as early as possible and 
deal with that employee in a 
meaningful way. If they (companies) 
let tiieiTi go, it’s going to cost them a 
lot of money.” 

In fact, Stutman said, statistics 
indicate substance abuse costs 
American businesses $7.()(X) a year 
per abusing employee. An estimated 
16 percent of all employees liave 
some typt^ of drug or alcohol 
problem. A U.S. Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration study also 
indicates 65 percent of work place 
accidents are caused by substance 
abusers. And 70 percent of all 
substance abusers are wliite, well- 


educated adults earning $25,000 a 
year or more. 

Corporate America is taking note. 
Stutman said 60 to 70 percent of 
Fortune 500 companies have some 
type of substance abuse policy. 

“A few years ago there was 
virtually nothing, ’ ’ he said. 

Stutman said even smaller 
companies are implementing drug 
programs in light of a rash of 
lawsuits against employers in recent 
years, stemming from substance 
abuse-related accidents involving 
their employees. “The litigation is 
going heavily against companies,” he 
said. 

Yet some observers say drug and 
alcohol abuse is declining and that 
few companies have gone so far as 
to implement drug testing. 

David Margolis, a social worker 
with Sherman & Margolis Associates 
in Winchester, said that over the 
past lO to 20 years or so, the drug 
culture has lost much of its appeal. 
And wliile alcohol remains a problem 
for many families, the relatively new 
taboo against drunk driving and 
stiffer penalties for the crime are 
limiting casual alcohol consumption 
as well. 

“My own personal sense is tliat 
middle-class drug use is less of a 
concern than it was five to lO years 
ago, ” said Margolis. 


He added that a push for work 
place drug testing during the 1980s 
"never really took off. It’s an 
uncomfortable idea. It’s a 
government invasion of privacy.' ’ 

Stutman agreed that there are 
fewer occasional drug and alcohol 
abusers, but said substance abuse is 
still a major problem both in and out 
of the work place. 

"There’s no evidence that there 
are less regular users or tliat they 
are using less," said Stutman. 

He also said drug testing is an 
important part of corporate drug 
policies when it is used more as a 
carrot than as a stick and is tailored 
to fit each company’s needs. 

"The worst mistake any company 
can make is to adopt another 
company’s policy," said Stutman. 

He said large companies with a 
variety of employees may have 
several "levels ” of drug testing for 
each category of workers. For 
example, secretaries and office 
workers might be subjected to “for- 
cause” testing used only if a worker 
showed signs ot abuse. But police 
officers or those in safety-related 
jobs are more likely to be subjected 
to random drug testing. 

Stutman said an important 
prelude to testing is confrontation of 
an employee suspected of substance 
abuse. If the person denies the 
cliarge, testing is then appiopnate.

hero arc groups within real 
estate organizations which 
were developed to add miss¬ 
ing links. The Women's 
Council of Realtors is just 
such an association and was 
fonned at a time when many other 
women’s groups came into being - in 
the early part of the 2()th-centur>’. a 
tune when many women were denied 
acce'’ to many organizations. 

.Although it is difficult to imagine the 
real estate industry’ without women - a 
1987 survey by the National Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors (N.AR) showed that 
85.8 percent of all brokers and (>1 per- 
of ail full-time sales associates are 
women - up until 1938, women were 
not encouraged or accepted into real 
estate boards and associations, accord¬ 
ing to information provided by the 
WCR. 

Times have changed, and those or¬ 
ganizations that developed as a result 
of certain restrictions or needs have 
evolved with the years. The WCR is a 
national branch of the NAR, with more 
than 18.000 members, explained Judy 
Moore. CRS. GRl, president of the 
governing board of the Women’s

Council of Realtors, Greater Boston 
Chapter, and a sales associate with 
Carlson Real Estate, Lexington. She 
was previously a co-owner/broker, of 
another real estate company before 
joining Carlson. 

She moved on, as has the WCR. 
she said. Of those 18,000 WCR mem¬ 
bers, 15 percent are men. "We don’t 
discriminate.” she said. “They sup¬ 
port us and we support them .Men are 
certainly part of the industr\'. It would 
be foolish to think we could survive 
without each other.” Moore said. 
“We all benefit from it. Most of the 
men (who are members) are related to 
the banking field and are networking 
with top producers. ’ ’ 


The council began more than 50 
years ago to give women a support 
group that would enable them to pro¬ 
gress in real estate, Moore said. “It 
helps prepare them for leadership 
roles in their own businesses, as well 
as in their own fields. We provide a na¬ 
tional referral roster of members and 
have a resource bank if people need in¬ 
formation.” she said. 

“A good percentage of the mem¬ 
bers of the women’s council are pro¬ 
prietors. A number do hold executive 
positions on boards. These are power 
people, movers and shakers and it's 
also a group for women who w’ant that 
exposure,” Moore said. 

“It's really a nice network of wom¬ 
en in real estate, and men,” added 
Helen Eriel, GRI, treasurer for the 
chapter and a sales associate with 
Ivers & Stein, Arlington. “Our mem¬ 
bership chairman is a man. Generally, I 
believe it is a group of more of the top 
producers in this industry and those 
are the people with whom 1 want to be 
affiliated. If 1 give referrals to people 
who belong to this group, I know they 
are most likely going to be well taken 
care of. ’ ’ 


There are now 350 chapters across 
the country, and the WCR is similar to 
the other real estate industry groups in 
that the councils provide a network for 
each other, as well as educational pro¬ 
grams, Moore said. 

The WCR designation follows a 
Leadership Training Graduate course 
and is awarded to those who success¬ 
fully complete four, one-day courses 


and meet specific experience require¬ 
ments, she said. 

The courses are excellence in com¬ 
munication, personal and professional 
power, group dynamics and meeting 
management and leadership through 
high performance. 

Another two-day course, public 
speaking skills, evolved in 1990. 


The WCR also offers Referral and 
Relocation Certification, which is pre¬ 
sented upon the successful completion 
of a two-day course and two examina¬ 
tions.

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High school principal earns tenure

Although many memhcr.s of tho 
audience came expecting an 
uphill battle on the reappoint¬ 
ment of Dr. John Ritchie, a 
unanimous vote of support from 
the School Committee surprised 
them. 

In front of a packed house, the 
School Committee voted .'j-O in 
favor of re-hiring Dr. John Ritch¬ 
ie as principal of the Winchester 
High School for next year. The 
vote means that he is automati¬ 
cally granted tenure. 


In giving his vote in support of 
Ritchie. School Committee mem¬ 
ber ECdward O'Connell said. “1 
don’t understand why there has 
been this degree of apprehension 
in the community ?egarding this 
reappointment 1.” 

He said that although he did not 
always agree with Ritchie, “you 
have to recognize the overall 
quality of the person.“And School 
Committee member Alice 
McCarter agreed. 

“I’d like to thank the many, 
many people who wrote. It’s nice 
to get the letters and phone 
calls.’’ said School Committee 


member Mark Lombardi. 

However he added. “I was a 
little concerned that so many peo¬ 
ple fell that there was so little 
support for John I from the School 
Committee)” 

By way of explanation for the 
community’s reaction Chairman 
Constance Makhoul said. “Part 
of the School Committee’s job is 
to give positive feedback and con¬ 
structive criticism as an employ¬ 
er.” She said that criticism might 
have been perceived as lack of 
support for Ritchie. 

“What troubled me were the 
rumors that came back to me. ” 


said Makhoul. She cautioned |)eo- 
ple about circulating rumors that 
affect people’s professional liveli¬ 
hood and asserted, “there has 
never been a politicization of the 
hiring practices in Winchester.” 

However some of the concern 
for Ritchie’s reappointment may 
have been due to backlash result¬ 
ing from a recently held “Focus 
Day.”

Helping the victims of domestic violence

Perhaps the biggest change in the 
handling of domestic abuse cases is 
how these matters are jicrceived 


by the police, the courts, and 
society. 

It is simple, says Winchester 
Detective Lt. James Pierce, 
“Domestic violence is a crime. 
Domestic violence will bring a 
response from police and the court 
.system, and a domestic violence 
offender is guilty of a criminal 
offense.” 

Just a few years ago this w'as not

Local law' enforcement officials 
and those who work with battered 
families say there was liftle that 
could be done even when police w'ere 
called. 

Stronger police powers 

Changes in the law — w'hich 
strengthened police powers — mean 


action can be taken right away. 

“There’s no more of the officers 
taking them aside and talking to 
them,” says Captain Eugene 
DelGaizo. of the Arlington Police. 
“You advise the injured victim, ask 
them if they want a petition, and if 
they do, you issue it on the spot.”

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Markey named in 
House Bank affair

Winchester’s representative on 
Capitol Hill has voted to open the 
books on the House Bank, hoping tc 
clear the issue once and for all w'ith 
his constituents. 

Facing increasing public scrutiny 
Congressman Edward J. Markey 
(D-Malden), named by the House 
Ethics Committee on a list of mem 
bers who used overdraft protection 
on the House Bank, voted March 2: 
for full disclosure from Congress on 
the investigation 

In a telephone interview with the 
Star, Press Secretary Michael Con 
nolly noted that Markey told his 
constituents last October that he 
used the House Hank, including the 
overdraft protection allowed 
through advances on salary. 

The March 23 vole contained three 
resolutions, which mandate disclo 
sure of the practices of the House 
Bank and disclosure of all relevant 
information about those who used its 
overdraft protection feature. 

Connolly said that although Mark 
ey supported the threv resolutions he 
has decide‘d to await the House’s 
internal audit be‘fore disclosing any

Ratepayers to 
feel pinch 


of MWRA hikes

The cost of the Boston Harbor 
cleanup is expected to pinch the 
pocketbooks of local ratepayers as 
Winchester town officials say they 
are no longer able to stabilize water 
and sewer rates. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) has passed on the cost of 
the court-ordered harbor cleanup to 
the 60 c'ties and tow'ns that use 
MWRA water. The result, says 
Maurer, is that towns like Winches¬ 
ter must now recoup the money from 
individual ratepayers. 

Maurer said MWRA costs have 
jumped from $2 million in 1991 to $2.9 
million in 1992. 

Winchester currently draws more 
than 60 percent of its water from the 
MWRA; the remainder is culled 
from local reservoirs. In 1992, the 
total costs of Winchester’s water and 
sewer service will be $4.7 million, 
said Maurer. Over the next six 
years, Winchester’s total water and 
sewer expense will reach $8 million, 
according to Maurer. 


This year, to offset MWRA 
increases, the town will raise water 
rates 50 to 66 percent, according to 
Maurer. However. Maurer said a 
local rate increase would not have 
been necessary this year had the 
MWRA not increased its rates 

“(The local increases] are due 100 
percent by the increases brought on 
by the MWRA,” said Maurer. 

He said MWRA rate increases 
have been “significant” over the 
past few years, however, locally, 
Winchester has been able to stabilize 
rates. 

“The major increase (from 
MWRA] is because of the increase in 
debt service [for the Harbor clea¬ 
nup].” said Maurer. 

He added that the expense of a 
water filtration plant to be built at 
the Wachusetts Reservoir sometime 
in the future will also have a impact 
on rates. 

At the Board of Selectmen March 
23 session, Maurer suggested that 
town officials hold a public hearing 
for local ratepayers to air their grie¬ 
vances. However. Maurer suggested 
that a representative from MWRA

Board begins 

work on affordable 
housing units study

With the recent appointment of a 
technical assistant, the Winchester 
Housing Partnership Board now has 
the tools, and the personnel, to deve¬ 
lop a plan for affordable housing. 

The Housing Partnership Board 
(HPB) will be formulating a Com¬ 
prehensive Housing Affordablility 
Strategy (CHAS) over the next sev¬ 
eral months, culminating with a 
warrant at Fall Town Meeting. 

The CHAS, the goal of which is to 
bring affordable housing to Winches¬ 
ter, will determine the most efficient 
uses for the Winchester Housing 
Fund and detail a process for tap¬ 
ping federal housing funds. The 
CHAS will primarily be put together 
by Toby Kramer, the recently hired 
technical assistant for the HPB. 

Kramer, a Concord resident, will 
work with the HPB over the next six 
months, receiving, depending on 
actual hours worked, somewhere 
around $10,000. Kramer has mas¬ 
ter’s degrees in urban planning and 
real estate development from San 
Jose State College and Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute for Technology 
(MIT), respectively. Her experience 
includes 15 years of creating afford¬ 
able housing programs for commun¬ 
ities in California. She presently 
serves on her hometown’s Afford¬ 
able Housing Committee. 

The tentative plan for creating the 
CHAS is as follows: a working draft 
will be submitted on June 1 to the 
Board of Selectmen; and public 
comments will be accepted over the 
summer (public hearings will likely 
be held in June, before summer 
vacation, and September, just after 
Labor Day). Selectmen are 
expected to approve a final CHAS in 
September in time for the Sept. 21 
deadline for a warrant for Fall Town 
Meeting held in early November. 

It didn’t take long for the newly 
hired Kramer to hear suggestions 
for utilizing the Housing Fund, 
which contains $684,832. 


At the HPB’s March 18 meeting. 
Chairman of the Council on Aging 
Robert Ericson requested $15,000 for 
an Age-in-Place program. This prog¬ 
ram would assist the elderly with 
home repair by hiring an admini¬ 
strator who would solicit the most 
reasonable repair services, work out 
an agreement between the contrac¬ 
tor and the elderly, and oversee the 
project. 

Advocates claim these repair ser¬ 
vices are a preventive measure, 
which keep the elderly in their 
homes and out of elderly and public 
housing, thereby saving the public 
money in the long term. 

The plan, however, is not without 
its problems. HPB member and 
Selectman Peter Van Aken said 
there is a legal question, now being 
reviewed by Town Counsel, as to 
whether a fund for affordable hous¬ 
ing can be used in this way. In 
particular, there is a question as to 
whether the Age-in-Place program 
would be required to use an income 
guide that is used by all other afford¬ 
able housing projects. 

Elderly activist Bill Wells said 
eligibilty requirements for seniors 
were irrelevant. “Affordability has 
a different meaning for the elderly,’’ 
he said. 

HPB member Allan Rodgers con¬ 
curred, saying “services to the 
elderly ought to be universal” and 
“eligibility requirements are a 
waste of time.” 

The board, which has advisory 
authority only, sent a resolution to 
the Board of Selectmen stating that 
they were “favorably impressed” 
with the Age-in-Place program. The 
board also stipulated that additional 
funding should be sought outside the 
Housing Fund, especially if the prog¬ 
ram serves elderly whose income is 
higher than affordable housing 
income guidelines. The board also 
noted that the program should 
extend its services to other popula¬ 
tions with similar needs, such as the 
handicapped.

The site of an old tannery will get a 
much-needed fence and the public 
protection from its contaminants. 

While Conservation Commission 
ers say they are delighted that the 
Department of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection (DEP) plans to install fenc¬ 
ing around a hazardous site at 134 
Cross Street within the next few 
weeks, commissioners expressed 
concern that this may be the last 
thing DEP does at the site. 

The property is the former site of 
the J.O. Whitten Co., a leather tan¬ 
nery, and is currently a “priority 
waste site” for DEP cleanup. Tests 
performed during an Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT) study 
in 1984 showed that the property’s 
soil is contaminated with arsenic, 
chromium and mercury. According 
to Conservation Commission Chair¬ 
man Joshua Alper, the DEP gave 
the property priority rating since 
contact with the soils at the site is 
considered hazardous. 

The property was purchased in 
1987 by Angelo Marotta. After Mar- 
otta obtained several time exten¬ 
sions on an order of conditions to 
complete the cleanup, progress on 
the site stalled for three years, 
according to Alper. 

“Conservation Commissioners, 
the Board of Health in conjunction 
with other town officials as well as 
legislators Shannon and Casey made 
DEP aware of our concern,” said 
Alper in a telephone interview. 

Because Marotta has not com¬ 
pleted the cleanup and no longer has 
the funds to do so, federal Superfund 
money is being used to install the 
fence, said Alper. 

In a letter to commissioners dated 
March 13. Patricia M. Donahue of 
DEP reported that bids on the sec¬ 
urity fence were almost complete. 
The fence, to he installed near the 
western properly boundary, will he 
eight-feet high and include a chain 
link with a top bar, according to the 
letter. ‘Keep out’ signs will he posted 
along all sections, according to 
Donahue’s letter. 

Alpei- added, “We are very glad 
that the DEP has seen fit to improve 
;the security at the property,” said 
Alper. However, he hastens to add 
'.that he anticipates that the DEP will 
Install the fence then move to reclas¬ 
sify the site and take pressure off the 
cleanup 

“I see that as meaning that when 
the threat that the public will have 
direct contact is removed, the site 
;could he reclassified, ” said Alptu’ 


In closing her letter to the Conser¬ 
vation Commission, Donahue says 
that DEP, “given many other higher 
priority cases and current resource 
constraints, can only commit to site 
security at this time.”

Board of Assessors makes plea 
for full-time director’s post

Selectmen have found the prop¬ 
osed reductions in the fiscal year 
1993 budget have sparked town 
department heads to line-up outside 
their door, requesting time to air 
opposing viewpoints on the cuts. 

Over the last several weeks, the 
Fire Department and Police Depart¬ 
ment chiefs have made their pleas to 
selectmen to reinstate funds for per¬ 
sonnel and equipment in their 
departments. 

At the selectmen’s March 23 ses¬ 
sion, it was the Assessors’ turn. 

In the Town Manager’s proposed 
fiscal year 1993 (FY93) budget, the 
full-time position of Director of 
Assessments was reduced to a half¬ 
time post. The director. Daniel 
McGurl, is responsible for daily 
operation of the assessors’ office and 
the valuation of all property in town. 

“We realize that every position 
must be looked at.’’ said Board of 
Assessors Chairman Mark A. Lom¬ 
bardi. “and we’ve looked at how we 
can make the half-time position 
work. But it just doesn’t seem to 
work” 

Assessor George Andersen, who 
has been on the board for 16 years, 
said that since the director of assess¬ 
ments’ position was created 10 years 
ago. abatements on valuations have 
dropped significantly. In 1982. abate¬ 
ments hit $4.75 million and in 1990 
abatements were at $1.9 million, 
both years with revaluations. He 
added also that the valuations of 
homes, and subsequent tax bills, 
must be processed in a timely fash¬ 
ion or the town loses interest on 
income. 

'I’he Assessors submitted a list of 
the staffing levels in the assessors’

department of area towns. None of 
the 26 towns listed had fewer than 
one full-time equivalent (FTE) staff 
person. More than half had more 
than one FTE staff person. 

Andersen noted that by cutting the 
position to part-time, the town would 
likely incur more costs. 

“We really would be going back¬ 
ward to put the position at half¬ 
time,’’ said Andersen. 

The assessors noted that McGurl 
is currently preparing for the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Bar examination, and 
plans to vacate his position within 
the next few years. Therefore their 
plea for the position, they said, was 
not to protect McGurl in particular, 
but rather, the position. 

McGurl also noted that with the 
implementation of the quarterly tax 
system this year, as well as the 
revaluation ahead, this would not be 
an ideal time to reduce the position. 

The Board of Selectmen unanim¬ 
ously endorsed restoring the position 
if additional funding becomes avail¬ 
able during the budget process. 

“This is not the year to experi¬ 
ment with relatively minor cost sav¬ 
ings,’’ said Selectman Peter Van 
Aken. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt noted 
that with the selectmen’s endorse¬ 
ment of restoring funding to the P'ire 
and Police departments, as well, “I 
have to wonder where the money 
will come from” 

“If the money is available I will 
support this,” said Selectman 
Robert Deering, “If we don’t have 
the money, something has to go” 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary noted that the Assessors’ 
office draws in the lion’s share of 
town revenue from real estate taxes, 
at approximately 75 percent .

West Side Field 

Selectmen have delayed taking 
action on the relocation of the West 
Side Field chuck wagon, calling for a 
public hearing on the matter the 
first week of April. 

At the board’s March 23 session, 
members of the Baseball Associa¬ 
tion presented a plan for the West 
Side Field to tie into the electrical 
service of neighboring Mahoney’s 
Rocky Ledge. 

As part of the plan, the association 
plans to move the chuck wagon, 
which serves hot dogs and drinks to 
little leaguers, from its existing 
location to a location at least 40 ft. 
away from the abutting property 
line. The underground power would 
be used for a 250-watt bulb to be 
placed on the pole next to the wagon. 
An easement is required between 
the town of Winchester and Maho¬ 
ney's in order to complete the elec¬ 
trical work. 

In recent months, neighbors of the 
West Side Field have expressed con¬ 
cern that they have been left out of 
the loop regarding projects at the 
field. A group of neighbors recently 
appeared before the board to air 
concerns about rumors that the field 
would be rigged for lights.

The Winchester Scholarship 
Foundation will hold its fith Annual 
Telethon on Tuesday. April 7. from 
7-9 p.m. in the auditorium of the 
Town Hall The Foundation is a 
voluntary non profit organization 
sup|x>rted solely hy the efforts of our 
community for the benefit of gradu¬ 
ates «)f Winchester High School who 
wi.sh to extend their education by 
attending institutions of higher 
learning Student choices range 
from state colleges and universities, 
community colleges, nursing, secre¬ 
tarial, vocational and technical 
schools, as well as to small private 
schools and large universities. 
.Annual contributions from the com¬ 
munity are the principal source ol 
funding and the Telethon is the 
major fund-raising event in which 
all individuals, organizations, and 
businesses are encouraged to 
participate. 

Winchester’s concern for the ‘‘bet¬ 
terment" of their children dates 
back to the early ‘JOs when small 
amounts of money were raised 
through solicitations and tag days. 
In 1933 the Washington School 
Mothers’ .Association gave its first 
scholarship of $7(M) from the pro¬ 
ceeds of an amateur show From 
1939 to 1945 six $1.50 scholarships 
were given each year, one from each 
Mothers’ Association By 1944 con¬ 
cerns arose from the awkwardness 
of handling an candidate’s applica¬ 
tion for financial assistance. 
Parents were often reluctant to 
make financial disclosures to 
friends and neighbors. There was 
also great duplication of effort by 
many organizations and groups 
working independently. 

In 1944 Mrs. George Chaffield. the 
incoming president of the Central 
Mothers’ .Association, decided that it 
was time to address two major prob¬ 
lems. The first consideration was to 
eliminate having too many people 
knowing their financial situation 
which at times deterred parents 
from applying Her second consider¬ 
ation was that not only the .Mothers’ 
.Associations should be involved in 
the “cause." but that the whole town 
should be given an opportunity to 
help In 194(). after many hours of 
deliberation, a Scholarship Commit¬ 
tee with the approval of the town 


fathers establi.^hed the Winchester 
Scholarship F'oundation which had 
firmly in place mechanisms to pro¬ 
cess requests for financial 
a.ssistance. 

Although it was necessary to 
obtain financial background infor¬ 
mation. questionnaires were sent 
directly to the parents and returned 
directly to a small committee which 
treated all information in strictest 
confidence and made it available to 
no one el.se. Awards are made by the 
Scholarship Committee which con¬ 
sists of two men. two women, the 
principal of the High School, and a 
resident who has long experience as 
financial officer at a university. At 
the end of its first year, the Founda¬ 
tion reported that contributions of 
$3,600 were received and ten scho¬ 
larships. totaling $2,650 were 
awarded. Over the last 46 years the 
heart-warming response from the 
community’s involvement has 
grown as steadily as the requests for 
assistance In 1991 the Scholarship 
Committee awarded scholarships 
totaling $136,300 to 55 recent and 
former graduates of Winchester 
High School. The selection process 
involved initial awards of $41,000 to 
18 of .30 applicants, and an additional 
$93,.300 to 37 of 53 continuing students 
applying for aid. A total of .39 schools 
were represented and the individual 
scholarships ranged from $1,000 to 
$ 6 , 000 . 

Winchester students appreciate 
the boost that the Winchester Scho¬ 
larship Foundation has provided as 
expressed in many letters received 
over the years. We expect many 
applications this year, and with 
increased tuition, many students 
will need help to continue in their 
second and third years of school. We 
have many motivated and talented 
students at the High School. We have 
many public spirited citizens in 
Winchester. Winchester’s pride in 
the accomplishments of our students 
has enabled WSF to help to close the 
gap between family resources, other 
resources, and the escalating cost of 
tuition.

Indians to be honored 
in town May 3

The Menotomy band of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Indian Nation lived on the 
banks of the Aberjona, Mystic and 
Alewife rivers thousands of years 
prior to the arrival of Europeans. 

Their leader was Squaw Sachem 
whose husband was Nanepashemet. 
Coordinators hope to invite the 
present-day Nanepashemet, who is 
director of the Wampanoag Indian 
site at Plimoth Plantation and is 
himself Wampanoag, to speak on 
May 1, Friday evening, at 7:30 p.m. 

One of his most popular lectures is 
on wampum or Indian money made 
from quahog shell. He has speci¬ 
mens and slides and the lecture is 
fascinating in that he also speaks 
about the interaction of Pilgrims 
and Indians in the 1600s. 

Everyone is asked to make a spe¬ 
cial effort on May 2 to clean up 
debris so that the Mystic Lakes, 
Aberjona River and tributaries will 
be as pristine as possible on May 3 
when Indian people return to their 
traditional homeland.

The Board of Directors of the 
Commonwealth Zoological Corpora¬ 
tion (CZC) voted unanimously 
recently to approve a motion regard¬ 
ing the reopening of Stone Zoo.

“As far as I can see (this plan! 
looks like the best plan available for 
improving the quality of education 
in Winchester," said Evans. Evans 
noted that closing an elementary 
school would yield a payback of 
$200,(KX) for the entire school system 
and that the plan has received the 
most community-wide support. In 
addition, he said that the plan 
spreads “the burden of change” 
equally in the community. 

In a brief foray into past issues. 
Planning Board Member Donna 
D’Agostino asked Evans why he sup¬ 
ported a five-year contract for 
School Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos. 

Evans responded, “I did not sup¬ 
port the five-year contract ... I 
thought it was a poor idea then, and I 
don’t recall commenting on it at the 
time." 

Several questions were asked of 
other candidates but after Modera¬ 
tor John Sullivan noted repeated 
questions on each School Committee 
candidate’s stand on school plans, he 
intervened. 

Said Sullivan, “This is obviously a 
major issue in Winchester," as he 
asked each candidate to comment on 
both plans. 

Candidate Jerilyn Heinold said 
that she agreed with Evans that the 
K-2, 3-5 plan had some interesting 
points. 

However, she added, “We do not 
have all the reports." Although Hei¬ 
nold noted that the plan reduces 
excess capacity and addresses Lin¬ 
coln Elementary School’s over¬ 
crowding, she said she would await 
the other reports before making a 
final decision. 

School Committee candidate 
Worthen said that he is opposed to 
the plan. 

“I cannot support the K-2, 3-5 
option for a number of reasons," 
said Worthen. Worthen said that he 
is opposed to adding another year of 
transition for elementary students 
and cited increased transportation 
costs. In addition, Worthen said that 
parental involvement would be hin¬ 
dered by the separate buildings. 

In his opening comments, Worthen 
responded to “rumors" alleging that 
he supports the plan to close the 
McCall Middle School and move 
seventh- and eighth-graders to the 
high school. 

Worthen said, “I wholeheartedly 
support the middle school ... I 
oppose moving seventh- and eighth- 
graders to the high school.” 

However, he added, “In order to 
be responsible, the School Commit¬ 
tee must look at that option." 

When Sullivan asked that candi¬ 
dates repeat their positions, Worth¬ 
en added, “he FIES plan] has to be 
looked at for two reasons; it addres¬ 
ses the physical condition of McCall 
and the 50-percent [excess] capacity 
in the high schooi." 

Heinold said she was opposed to 
the FIES recommendation. 

“I am opposed to the 7-12 option 
for some of the same reasons as 1 the 
SCSI; they voted 5-0 against the 
option stating that [closing the 
middle school] wou]d degrade the 
school system,” said Heinold. 

Evans also came out in opposition 
to the plan saying, “I thought it was 
a bad idea then, and I think it’s a bad 
idea now," referring to his response 


to a similar question at a debate at 
the Lynch Elementary School. 

Other members of the audience 
continued to press candidates for 
their past voting record on the Prop. 
2>!2 override question posed last 
year. 

Winchester Taxpayers’ Associa¬ 
tion Chairman Robert Dewald called 
on each selectmen and School Com¬ 
mittee candidate to state their posi¬ 
tion on last year’s override. 

In summary. Selectman Robert 
Deering said he supported giving 
voters the option; Selectman Wil¬ 
liam O’Leary said that he was 

X sed since he, “didn’t want to 
people for something, I didn’t 
think they had; Candidate Gerald 
Polcari said he was opposed and 
“the bottomline is I can only vote my 
pocketbook." 

School candidate Heinold said she 
“would be against an override, until 
I can determine that’s the only 
option” ; Evans said, “as a personal 
decision I voted in favor of the 
educational override, ” but Evans 
again reminded Dewald that the 
School Committee has no vote on 
overrides. Worthen said he “did not 
take a public stand [last year]," but 
was opposed. 

Condom Distribution 

Sullivan repeatedly asked that 
questions raised be on issues as 
several participants clearly sought 
to showboat their candidates by ask¬ 
ing staged questions. 

A member of the audience then 
asked each candidate’s position with 
regard to a recent student petition 
on condom distribution and AIDS/ 
HIV prevention education. 

Evans said he opposes condom 
distribution, but that distribution 
was not the issue. “The petition was 
to install a dispensor at no cost." 
However he added, “Even at that 
level, I would be opposed ... .’’ 
Evans said that he applauded the 
effort by the high school students. 

“I think the solution is to address 
the fundamental issue of education. 
Winchester’s school curriculum/ 
health program ends in ninth 
grade,” said Evans. 

The Board of Health has already 
taken a leadership role with regard 
to AIDS/HIV prevention education, 
according to Worthen. He said, “It 
has become clear it will require a 
cooperative effort among communi¬ 
ty members." Worthen added that it 
is up to the churches and other 
community groups to address the 
moral, ethical and behavioral 
issues. In conclusion he said, “It is 
not appropriate to distribute con¬ 
doms (to young people]." 

Heinold said, “There’s nothing 
particularly wrong with condom dis¬ 
tribution or dispensors, [but], it 
needs to be a part of a larger educa¬ 
tional program in the schools.” 

Selectmen 

There was little heated debate 
among the candidates for 
Selectmen. 

Both Deering and O’Leary pointed 
to their experience on the board 
during their opening statements. 

“In these years, I believe I have 
been a stabilizing force, a moderate 
voice,” said Deering harkening to 
his six years experience on the 
board. 
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O’Leary pointed to three years of 
balanced budgets and his legal 
expertise as tools for the future. 
O’Leary said, “I think my training 
and experience have served the 
town well." Calling himself, “a vet¬ 
eran of the battle" after three years 
of heated budget debates, he added, 
‘‘I’m willing to serve three more 
years, if you’re willing to put me 
back in office.” 

Polcari said that his extensive 
experience both in the community 
on the Finance Committee and pro¬ 
fessionally would serve him well on 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Ralph Johnson polled the selectmen 
candidates on their positions on the 
reopening of Wedge Pond. 

In response Deering said that in 
light of current revenue shortfalls it 
didn’t make sense to re-open Wedge 
Pond for one year and not be able to 
assure funding for such essential as 
lifeguards. 

Said Deering, “My concern is that 
we may open it, but we may not be 
able to keep it open." 

O’Leary said while he supports the 
re-opening, the selectmen are 
exploring the work involved for the 
Recreation Department and the cost 
of the overall cleanup. O’Leary said 
once the final tally was complete, 
then the selectmen would have a 
clearer picture. “If we have the 
money to do it, sure I support it,” 
said O’Leary in a telephone inter¬ 
view with the Star. 

“I support the re-opening," said 
Polcari. He fondly recalled his youth 
spent swimming at Wedge' Pond, 
and said he would support the effort, 
should he be elected. 

Housing Authority 

Archie McIntyre and Frank Sop- 
per jockied for position for a five- 
year term on the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Authority. 

Archie McIntyre called attention 
to his real estate experience during 
the last 14 years where he was 


responsible for, “both the develop 
ment and management of affordable 
housing." 

If elected he promised to try to 
inform the public of the role of the 
Housing Authority. ‘The primary 
role is to manage existing elderly 
and family housing ... said McIn¬ 
tyre. He added that he would work 
with the other members and the 
selectmen in an advisory role to pool 
resources and apply for more hous¬ 
ing funds. McIntyre said he is not in 
favor of large-scale housing projects 
in town and doesn’t favor the use of 
public land. 

Candidate Frank Sopper said that 
his housing plan delineated the ways 
in which interest earned on linkage 
money from developers could be 
used to generate loans and provide 
more rental vouchers for the com¬ 
munity. He said funds could be used 
directly to help establish more hous¬ 
ing without polarizing the communi¬ 
ty as did a plan for individual afford¬ 
able housing units, introduced six 
years ago. 

“Use the interest income to pro¬ 
vide rental vouchers ... rather than 
depleting the fund by setting up 
more bureaucracy, and buying 
existing stock of housing, ” said 
Sopper. 

Housing Partnership Board mem¬ 
ber David Mortensen asked Sopper 
if he intentionally misrepresented 
the number to be allocated to 
“Aging-In-Place” housing fund. 
Mortensen said that Sopper referred 
to $200,000 in a newspaper release 
when the fund requires only a total 
of $15,000. Sopper said that he culled 
the number from another newspaper 
article, and later amended his stand 
on the issue to reflect the new 
number. 

Uncontested seats 

Although two seats remain uncon¬ 
tested, the Board of Health and 
Planning Board candidates offered 
some insight into their candidacies 
for the voting public. 
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To the Voters of Winchester: 

I am a Winchester Senior. I am supporting Jim Evans for School 
Committee. I believe that many other seniors share my reasons 
for supporting him. Our interest in Winchester Schools and 
quality education is exactly the same as our interest in en¬ 
couraging grandchildren who are exploring college choices. 
Jim Evans has the background and a demonstrated commit¬ 
ment to serve the best interests of both the school children and 
the taxpayers of the Town. 

Consider Jim's position statements: 

• We should look at the school system from a long-range 
perspective to insure the most efficient use of our educa¬ 
tional resources. 

• Given the tight financial times that Winchester faces, the 
School Committee must learn to live within its budget. 

• We need a School Committee that fosters cooperation and 
not confrontation. 

• The School Committee needs to spend more time on educa¬ 
tional issues. It is my goal to use my background to provide 
leadership and vision in this area. 

We can subscribe to all of the above, as Grandparents — as 
retired persons on fixed incomes — as long-time residents of 
the Town whose children were admirably serv'ed by the Win¬ 
chester School System in their day. 

Finally, there is a most important fact about the Evans candi¬ 
dacy: He is a new face and he will be a replacement for the 
retiring members who have been most important advocates 
for the minority viewpoint It is important that tlus viewpoint 
be preserved.

Hats off to the candidates 

These days, it’s not easy running for election to town seats. 

With the economy in a slump, mos‘ employers are asking their worke*'s 
to do more with less, which means more hours, more responsibility, less 
time to do it. The schools are in search of more parent volunteers, 
charitable organizations are stepping up their searches for people with 
lime to give. 

It doesn’t leave the average citizen much time to contemplate a run for 
office. 

But while many bemoan the slim pickings this year in the town election, 
one has to consider the time commitment these candidates face — to 
mount a campaign they can only hope is successful, then to actually begin 
the important work these boards undertake each week. 

This year, a few mustered the energy and time to make a bid for office. 
.And they must be commended. The ballot isn’t brimming with choices, 
but consider a week in the life of a candidate. Candidates’ coffees, 
candidates’ forums, working and reworking a campaign platform, 
organizing campaign workers — and of course, fundraising, and more 
fundraising. The schedule certainly weeds out those who are not 100 
percent dedicated. 

Unfortunately the most glaring point in this year’s ballot selection is 
the lack of w’omen candidates for town office. 

Here at the Star, we re in touch with many of the organizations, clubs 
and fundraising committees in the community. These committees are an 
integral part of what keeps this community up and running. And most of 
these organizations are run entirely by women. 

Yet when the time comes to enter the political arena, many women 
shun the opportunity, and turn the reigns over to their male counterparts. 
The result is, women are minding the store and men are running the 
town. 

A candidates’ forum on Sunday told the story. Nine men, one woman. 
It’s time for men to share responsibility for running the PTAs and 
charitable organizations with the women, and for women in turn to step 
up to the plate and share decision-making with the men on town boards. 
Now, on to the races. 

Board of Selectmen 

T\v'o candidates will take over posts on this board in April. Bob Deering, 
a selectman for six years, is someone who rarely talks of his work behind 
the scenes. But take a look at what he’s done: he worked tirelessly to 
bring about the sale of portions of the Woburn Loop; he’s been 
instrumental in sealing the deals for the Arthur Griffin Museum and the 
Purity Supreme expansion; he’s waded through the municipal budget 
numbers time and time again. The town needs someone who will roll up 
his sleeves and dig in, someone who speaks forcefully and from the heart 
on the issues that affect the town. 

Also, Gerard Polcari, making his first bid for a seat on the board, will 
bring fresh perspective to the Board cf Selectmen. He would be a 
newcomer to the board, but Polcari has done his homework and could 
jump easily in to handle the weekly tasks. His work on the Finance 
Committee has certainly put him in good stead to handle the landslide of 
budget numbers that cross the selectmen’s table as well. And quite 
simply, Polcari is enthusiastic and eager to get down to business. 

School Committee 

The candidates for School Committee are always considered a lively 
bunch as they pop in and out of the Star office during election time. This 
year, they did not disappoint, with candidates and campaign workers 
regularly bickering about press release policy and generally keeping the 
tone of the campaign trivial and divisive. 

But despite their ongoing antics, through it all two candidates have 
made their message clear to voters and have stood out as decidedly 
“pro-education.” James Evans, who is making his second bid for School 
Committee, and Jerilyn Heinold are clearly the candidates who will keep 
the voice of fiscal responsibility — and educational standards — alive 
and well on the school board. 

They are less concerned with pinching a penny than maintaining the 
educational standards of the town — a stand that may be unpopular with 
some voters. But not all voters see the longterm benefits of education to 
the entire community. That should be food for thought for voters as they 
choose two candidates for seats on the school board on Tuesday. 

Housing Authority 

Both candidates for Housing Authority have stellar qualifications for 
this post. Both are interested in increasing Winchester’s paltry stock of 
homes for low-income families, the elderly and the mentally 
handicapped. 

Unfortunately, there’s only one seat available on the housing board. 
Voters will do well, whomever they choose. Former selectman Frank 
Sopper has been studying for this post for years. Sopper knows that 
affordable housing will not pop up in Winchester overnight, unless 
someone with a strong voice makes it happen. The Board of Selectmen 
certainly has a keen interest in affordable housing here in town, but 
without a good shove from members of the Housing Authority, the job 
won't get done. Sopper will make sure it does.

In the early summer of 1901 new¬ 
lyweds H. Earle Richardson and 
wife Hattie moved into a spacious 
new home Earle had build the previ¬ 
ous year. The shingle-style house, 
with its outsized gambrel roof, rose 
starkly off Forest Street in pasture- 
land and was downhill from the 
family home where Earle was born 
in 1874. 

Hattie was the consummate hos¬ 
tess and the sunny kitchen with its 
high wainscot, cozy pantry and the 
great black range with its tall cop¬ 


per boiler was her kingdom. 

Her pride was the dining room 
with its electric chandelier hanging 
above the round table. The wood¬ 
work was golden oak — quarter 
sawn — and intricate leaded win¬ 
dows of the built-in china cabinets, 
at one end of the oval, sparkled with 
light from three large windows in 
the outside round bay. 

A three-windowed bay with a cozy 
window seat in the parlor gave great 
prosp>ect onto dusty Forest Street. 
Beaded portieres separated this 
room from the dining room — and 
sliding pocket doors closed off the 
parlor from the formal entry hall. 

As winter snows drifted deeply, 
Earle and Hattie sought comfort 
before the tall Victorian fireplace, 
the light flickering off the glazed J. 
& J. G. Lowe art tiles which edged 
the opening and paved the hearth. 

For whatever reasons, the 
Richardsons moved elsewhere in 
town and in October, 1908, Agnes 
Hinds, sister of Town Engineer Jim 
and her sister Lizzie and Isabel 
moved in along with their mother 
Elizabeth. 

In 1912 a sunroom, finished with 
natural matched boarding, was 
added off the dining room. It was a 
breezy summer refuge far removed 
from the open front porch facing the 
bustle of Forest Street. 


Serenity was disturbed often in 
those days and palm fans were 
thrown to the winds as Lizzie 
stormed out the front door flailing a 
broom at local cows trampling the 
front lawn, as they moved to pastur¬ 
age in the uplands off Highland 
Avenue. 

A rock garden (reputedly one of 
the first in Winchester) was soon 
built along the street, as much for 
floral display as for keeping further 
bovine trespass at bay! 

By 1916, Agnes had married 
George Solov and was proprietress, 
along with others, of Solov-Hinds 
Company, a prominent Boston dress 
and millinery shop. 

Earle and Hattie’s old house soon 
became too cramped for the family 
and in 1919 Winchester architect 
Allen E. Boone designed a large 
addition to the rear of the main 
house. 

The family ultimately was com¬ 
pelled to sell the house and the 
present residents have lived there 
nearly 50 years. 

The old place has aged well over 
its 92 years. Great trees have sof¬ 
tened its sharp edges and the fields 
around it have filled with new 
homes. 

Yet it still stands solid, one testi¬ 
mony to all families who live in 
Winchester and hold an enduring 
faith in their town. 


Education for generations

Last fall, 1 participated in an 
alumnae session at my alma mater, 
a women s college here in New 
England. 

back when 1 first began there, the 
schools in the Ivy League were off 
limits to women. Those who enjoyed 
competing academically could app¬ 
ly to one of the Seven Sisters, as I 
had done in applying here. 

I arrived on campus back in 'GO 
thinking I was God’s gift to Ihe 
classroom; musician, scholar, and 
all-round Wonder Girl. Then I tried 
out for F'reshman Choir; I didn’t 
make it. Tried out for the Synchron¬ 
ized Swim Team; didn’t make that. 
That first semester. 1 got all B- 
minuses and one C. I was rattled. 
“Face it.” said my candid room¬ 
mate from Colorado, “We’re on the 
bottom here, man” I starting taking 
better notes, and really studying, I 
began spending hours - whole days 
- in the library, living off warm 
cans of vending machine cola. 

This past fall, 1 wanted to see that 
library again. Specifically I wanted 
to see the Browsing Room, with its 
large fireplace and windows 12 feet 
high It was as just as I’d left it, its 
windows each framing a tall thin 
slice of prim New England sky, its 
cozy overstuffed chairs facing the 
booklined walls. 

1 dropped into one of the chairs 
and looked around at the same por 
traits: of our founder, in Civil War 
era lace and a bow at the back of her 
head; and various past presidents, 
all long since gone to dust I felt 
instantly at home This was a school 
with only the gentlest of rules: a 
place where you could walk on the 
grass as long as you weren’t just 
trying to cross it; or rest your feet on 
the bookshelves, as long as you 
didn’t disturb the old volumes; or 
dangle your legs over the arm of 
your chair There was the feeling 
somehow that the place could take 
It 


And it could. It survived w'orld 
wars and depressions; survived 
even the ‘GOs, with its protests and 
its armbands, and the presence of a 
sitting president’s daughter, poor 
Julie Nixon in my time, dogged at 
her every step by two skin head 
Secret Service men who stuck out 
like Martians in an era w’hen, boy 
and girl alike, the rest of us looked 
like the Twelve Apostles. It even 
survived the national move toward 
coeducation. 

My school didn’t go co ed. And 
when the Ivy League did, and some 
of the Seven Sisters did too, our pool 
of applicants dipped. So instead of 
dropping our standards for entering 
18-year-olds, we reduced (heir num¬ 
ber some and made up the differ¬ 
ence with a program for women 
whose higher education had been 
interrupted, or never begun, includ 
ing w'omen on welfare; brought 
them to the area; gave them finan 
cial aid wTiere necessary; helped 
them find housing for themselves 
and their kids. 

We learned, at this Alumnae (.’oun 
cil, that 50 percent of the students 
here today receive outright grants 
from the college 22.5 pt^rcenl are 
women of color: African American. 
Asian, Native American and Latina 
It’s a diverse student hotly, just as 
our culture is a diverse culture 

The final night of the (’ouncil, the 
200 of us alumnae had a dinner 
'Three of the women at my table 
were attorneys One was a physician 
and one a publisher 'Three were in 
their 90s. from the Classes of ‘20, ‘21, 


and ‘26. 'The lady 93 leaned toward 
me and said smilingly, “Once I 
could ride my bicycle from my home 
in Stamford, Connecticut all the way 
to the library without once touching 
the handlebars — and a curvy way it 
was, tool” Then the talk turned to 
social and political change and to 
what everyone at the table saw as 
the disgraceful fact that this techno¬ 
logically advanced society still can¬ 
not offer its women a cheap and 
truly safe method of birth control. In 
general, these women were lively 
and connected; informed, and most 
of all humble in the face of all that 
there still was to learn in the world. 

I hope if I took nothing else from 
my years there, 1 took this humility. 
In my 20th Reunion Handbook, my 
classmates, who are physicians and 
artists and judges themselves, were 
asked to list their proudest achieve¬ 
ment. One wrote. “'To have played 
the hand I’ve been dealt with as 
much grace as possible.” Elsewhere 
another wrote, “'Through time and 
various blows to the head and heart, 
we are becoming more of who we 
really are. 'The layers peel away like 
blessings” 

A classmate of mine gave a whole 
building at that reunion. I’d give a 
building too if 1 could. I’m that proud 
of my school and the gift it continues 
to make toward our common future.

This week 
in history 

1964: 28 years ago 

The town budgets were passed 
at Town Meeting, totalling 
$5,529,041. Included in that year’s 
budget, was a plan to refurbish 
the Town Hall. Plans to add to the 
library also received approval. 
Town Meeting dispensed with all 
of the warrant articles except one 
on funding for snow and ice 
removal in three sessions. 

Plans for two new schools were 
debated by three subcommittees 
that year. A new elementary and 
junior high school were in the 
works as the Marshall Study 
received public scrutiny at sub¬ 
committee hearings throughout 
town. Public support ran in favor 
of the new building. The plan 
would call for changing the 
McCall Junior High School to a 
centralized High School and 
building a new junior high on the 
other side of town. 

The Fire Study Committee 
proposed that a new fire station 
be built on the west side. The 
committee’s study of the issue 
highlighted the cost as approxi¬ 
mately $130,000 for the new sta¬ 
tion. The proposed site was to be 
in the Lockeland Road and Ridge 
Street area. According to an arti¬ 
cle in that week’s Star, the pum¬ 
per was to be transferred from 
the main station to the new sta¬ 
tion in order to equip it without 
adding to the overall cost of the 
new station. A 14-person force 
was recommended to cover the 
station with four officers and 10 
firefighters as the ideal staffing 
numbers. 

An editorial in that week’s Star, 
questioned the wisdom of con¬ 
structing a new fire station in the 
west side. According to the edi¬ 
torial, the statistics on how the 
station would serve the communi¬ 
ty had not been heard. The ques¬ 
tion of whether the whole town 
should finance the peace of mind 
of a “small, but well-organized 
group of citizens” was put under 
scrutiny. The editorial noted that 
the Fire Department was effi¬ 
cient enough with well- 
maintained equipment to make 
such a station unneccessary. 

A picture in that week’s Star 
featured Evander French as the 
winner of the Bob Cousy Award 
for New England’s most valuable 
basketball player that year. It 
was noted that French, who is 
now McCall Middle School Prin¬ 
cipal, made a name for himself 
as a guard and captain of the 
1960s team and pitcher and first 
baseman in baseball. 

'The Winchester High School 
Curtain and Cue members pre¬ 
sented “My sister and Eileen,” a 
comedy based on stories by Ruth 
McKenney and well-known in its 
musical form. More than 20 stu¬ 
dents rehearsed for three weeks 
to get ready for the performance. 

Star sports covered bowling 
and badminton as well as myriad 
other youth outdoor activities. 
'The hockey teams were featured 
in that week’s Star and each 
team’s contribution was noted.

Conte urges residents 
to speak out on issue 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The State Legislature is consider¬ 
ing changing the Massachusetts 
Estate Tax, and I urge residents to 
make themselves heard. Massa¬ 
chusetts is one of a very small num¬ 
ber of states which still maintain 
this punitive form of taxation, and as 
a consequence we drive away, to 
states where success is not so unfair¬ 
ly penalized, thousands of produc¬ 
tive people who would otherwise 
contribute to our economy. 

Unlike the Income Tax by which 
the Commonwealth takes a share of 
the annual profits of our labors, in 
essence the Estate Tax is a tax on 
the accumulations of a lifetime of 
labor which have already suffered 
from income/sales taxes — all for 
the privilege of dying! I cannot con¬ 
ceive of a more unfair form of taxa¬ 
tion than one which robs the widow 
and orphan of family savings. 

The vast majority of states have 
only relatively nominal forms of 
Estate Taxes which do not impose 
punitive burdens upon their citizens 
as does Massachusetts. Contrary to 
popular belief, Massachusetts does 
not tax only the excess over $200,000 
in an estate. If a decedent’s taxable 
estate exceeds $200,000, then the tax 
which is graduated from five (5%) to 
sixteen (16%) percent is imposed on 
everything over $30,000. Unlike the 
Federal Estate Tax which totally 
excludes inheritances by a surviving 
spouse, Massachusetts provides 
only a fifty (50%) percent marital 
deduction. 

Far from being a tax only on 
millionaires as described by Jim 
Braude and the tax and spend lobby, 
our Estate Tax falls squarely on the 
average middle and even low 
income citizen who may only own his 
home Of an insurance policy. How 
many homes in Winchester are 
worth less than $200,000? 

A recent independent study deter¬ 
mined that if Massachusetts fol¬ 
lowed the example of most states 
which do not punitively tax estates 
rather than lose revenues it would 
gain over $80 million per year in 
income/sales taxes from people who 
would stay rather than retire to low 
tax states. Therefore, I urge that you 
support elimination of the current 
Estate Tax rather than merely the 
minor increase in the exemption 
amount which has been discussed.

Residents question 

direction of schools 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The current political season has 
been low key. This apparent calm is 
deceptive, however, and doesn’t 
reflect the deep concerns of a signif¬ 
icant portion of the school communi¬ 
ty about the direction of our schools 
and the education of our children. 
There is a feeling among many 
parents that, with the exception of 
highly visible things like split-grade 
classes, policies being made at the 
School Committee table are driven 
by political rather than educational 
considerations. 

Two political issues — Proposition 
2¥^, and the Vinson-Owen School 
closing — have dominated and 
shaped the debate over Winchester’s 
schools during the past few years. 
We believe these issues continue to 
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dominate and shape educational 
decisions being made today. For 
example, the decision to eliminate 
central direction of the curriculum 
function was in response to political 
rhetoric about “excess spending on 
administration", and is not educa¬ 
tionally sound. Considering housing 
7th and 8th grade students at the 
High School and closing Lincoln 
School is, v/e believe, driven by 
political factors relating to school 
closings and building utilization, 
does nothing to address excess 
capacity or a host of other educa¬ 
tional issues at the elementary level, 
and is not educationally sound. 

The recent glowing letters to the 
editor regarding the School Commit¬ 
tee’s performance have been written 
by individuals strongly aligned with 
one or both of these political issues. 
The rest of us don’t share their 
unequivocally positive views. 

The level of funding for the schools 
is, at this point, a secondary issue. 
Our primary challenge is to begin 
managing our schools according to 
educational considerations, rather 
than political criteria. The upcom¬ 
ing election offers us the opportunity 
to get beyond yesterday’s issues. Let 
us do so by electing candidates who 
are focused on the future and have a 
long-term vision for our schools.

Former fire mechanic 
responds to issues 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I write as the former firefighter/ 
mechanic who maintained the cur¬ 
rent Fire Department ambulance 
from the day it was placed in service 
until my resignation in 1990. The 
Selectmen were correct in voting to 
purchase a new ambulance. 

The current vehicle is seven years 
old. In the industry, this is a long life 
for an ambulance. Technology in 
this field has significantly improved 
during the past seven years. In fact, 
inherent defects in the present 
ambulance include a fuel venting 
problem that was modified on recall 
and an inherent overload condition 
in the air conditioning circuit. 
Another serious problem has been 
the fluctuating temperature on the 
apparatus floor of Fire Headquar¬ 


ters. An new ambulance will be 
diesel powered and will have a block 
heater to eliminate this problem. 

Finally, I can attest that the main¬ 
tenance during my watch exceeded 
the manufacturer recommenda¬ 
tions. During my tenure as 
firefighter/mechanic. Fire Depart¬ 
ment policy and procedure did not 
officially require keeping mainte¬ 
nance records. I elected to personal¬ 
ly maintain comprehensive records 
on all the vehicles and retain them to 
this day. 

The Winchester Fire Department 
has many serious problems which I 
anticipated addressing at town 
meeting time. The Department and 
the Board of Selectmen have, how¬ 
ever, made the right decision con¬ 
cerning the replacement of the 
ambulance.

Our foremost concern is that the 
middle school concept remain 
intact. We believe that early adoles¬ 
cents are significantly different in 
their social, emotional, and cogni¬ 
tive development from their older 
adolescent counterparts. The middle 
school concept recognizes the needs 
of our youngsters and programmati¬ 
cally addresses them. We have even 
heard from parents of sixth graders, 
v/ho were initially reluctant con¬ 
verts, but are now enthusiastic sup¬ 
porters of the middle school 
program. 

Our next concern is with the edu¬ 
cational needs of our elementary 
school children. As you are well 


aware, the Lynch community has 
carefully documented the discrepan 
cies between our school population 
and the remainder of the town. We 
reiterate our position that only a 
long term solution which brings 
equity and balance throughout 
Winchester’s elementary schools 
will resolve this issue. 

The members of our Association 
feel that of the proposed options 
currently under consideration, 
Option 2 — the K-2; 3-5 Configuration 
— best addresses the concerns we 
have outlined above. We realize that 
there are still many unanswered 
questions regarding the implemen¬ 
tation of this option (busing of stu¬ 
dents being a major concern for 
many parents), and that sufficient 
lead time is critical and necessary to 
its success. We feel, however, that 
this option offers the optimal educa¬ 
tional opportunity, now and for the 
future, for the children of Lynch and 
all of Winchester.

Schleicher talks of 
balance on committees 

To the Editor ; 

As we approach our March 31 
election day. I would like to offer the 
following observation to those who 
may still be questioning their voting 
preferences. 

That observation is that what the 
School Committee needs most in 
1992 is balance. That observation 
stems from my belief that in order 
for any elected board, but most 
especially a School Committee, to 
work effectively for the good of the 
entire community, members must 
be elected who reflect and arc open 
to the diversity of ideas in the 
community. 

What is dangerous to consider is a 
School Committee made up of mem¬ 
bers of only one persuasion or politi¬ 
cal agenda because more often than 
not, intolerance is the result. Intoler¬ 
ance of new ideas, different perspec¬ 
tives, challenging discussion. The 
result is the community suffers 
because within those different or 
opposing ideas may be the beginning 
of a solution we may not have other¬ 
wise considered. 

So why do I offer this observation 
now? Perhaps you, like 1. have tired 
of hearing the same old rhetoric 
year after year. Perhaps you too 
have tired of seeing the "copycat” 
advertising of last year’s cam¬ 
paigns. Or maybe it is that you. like 
I, have grown impatient to see 
Winchester "come alive” again with 
the spirit of cooperation that was a 
trademark of so many elected 
boards who came before us in 
Winchester 

Whatever it is. nowhere was my 
observation driven home more 
clearly than at yesterday’s Candi¬ 
dates Forum sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters. It was 
refreshing to see candidates offer 
some new perspectives to some of 
the School Committee’s thorny 
issues. However, it was also disap¬ 
pointing to watch those candidates 
who could only answer questions 
with prepared scripts of 10-point 
plans etc. 

But I think there is a light at the 
end of the election tunnel if we all 
consider the matter of balance 
before we cast our votes on March 
31. 

When choosing among candidates 
for School Committee, ask yourself 
what new perspective does each can¬ 
didate have to offer that is not 
already being represented by those 
in power*’ What candidates will fos¬ 
ter open discussion at the School 
Committee table that truly reflects 
the diversity of ideas in Winchester 
rather than control of the discussion 
by those of one political persuasion. 

Balance — a simple word, but a 
necessary ingredient when consider¬ 
ing how to vote on March 31.

Lambiasc talks of 
ambulance decision 

TO THE EDITOR: 

When the Winchester Taxpayers 
Association learned town officials 
were contemplating purchasing a 
new ambulance, we asked that an 
expert in truck repair and mainte¬ 
nance be allowed to examine the 
seven year old ambulance currently 
being used by the Fire Department. 
Winchester resident, William Gur- 
risi, who has 38 years of business 
experience in truck repair volun¬ 
teered and was granted permission 
to examine the ambulance by Town 
Manager Maurer and by Chief 
MacNutt. 

After spending several hours exa¬ 
mining the vehicle, it was Mr. Gur- 
risi’s professional opinion that the 
ambulance, w'hich has only 38,(KX) 
miles on its odometer, could reaso¬ 
nably be expected to last another 
three years with the expenditure of 
at most $12,000 for repairs over the 
three year period. In fact, the repair 
cost figure is a worst case estimate, 
and could well be significantly less 
— esp)ecially if the engine and or 
transmission does not need to be 
replaced. 

Why wasn’t the board of Select¬ 
men informed of this impending 
report prior to their decision to 
purchase a new ambulance March 
2 *’ 

Contrary to useful life estimates 
which were quoted at the Select¬ 
man’s Meeting, Mr. Gurrisi’s pro¬ 
fessional experience with commer¬ 
cial trucking company fleets, which 
endure the same type of hard ser¬ 
vice as a municipal ambulance, 
leads him to believe that there is no 
reason why a properly maintained 
ambulance should not provide at 
least 10 years of faithful service. 

Using the Fire Department’s new- 
vehicle suggested useful life of 5 
years and cost estimate of $80,000, 
we can see that purchasing a new 
ambulance would cost the town 
$16,000 per year of service — not 
counting maintenance! 

How'ever, if the Selectmen had 
reconsidered their decision and 
decided to repair the old ambulance 
at a maximum cost of $12,000, 
including maintenance for three 
years of service, the cost to the Town 
would be only $4,000 per year of 
service. Even if a new vehicle were 
to last 10 years, its capital cost per 
year would be $8,000, excluding 
maintenance — twice the cost of 
repairing our old ambulance! 

We all know that the town has been 
neglecting its Capital Budget for 
several years. Does it make sense to 
spend $80,000 and two to four times 
as much as repairs to the old ambu¬ 
lance would cost so that the Fire 
Department can have a shiny new' 
vehicle? 

Efficiency and economy in gov¬ 
ernment demand that the town 
prioritize its expenditures. Howev¬ 
er, the present system where each 
department can request capital 
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To the Voters of Winchester: 

Why should a former town official who has no children 
or grandchildren in Winchester care about who seeks 
election as a School Committee member? I served on the 
School Committee as a member and its chairman, on 
the Finance Committee as a member and its chairman, 
on the Board of Library Trustees as a member and its 
Chairman, as a Town Meeting member for many years, 
and on other Town committees. I’ve done my time. 

But we in Winchester face a major turning point in 
our ability as a Town to keep up and in our ability as a 
nation to compete. We must have solid educational 
leadership if we are to hold our own, let alone improve. 

That’s why I’m excited about Jim Evans as a candidate 
for School Committee. He has taken the time to study 
our schools, to attend School committee meetings, to 
understand how our schools can maintain excellence, 
though with lower support. Jim Evans has both a 
business development background and practical experi¬ 
ence in a classroom. He can help focus on areas of true 
funding importance for the preservation of educational 
quality in all our schools, from kindergarten through 
high school. 

Jim Evans has done his homework. He will be a 
thoughtful School Committee member, anxious to 
maintain quality but with a cold eye on attractive but 
unnecessary activities.

King reviews options 
in school configuration 
To tbe Editor: 

The McCall Parent’s Association 
has taken considerable time in dis¬ 
cussion of the value of the middle 
school for the town of Winchester. 
These were open discussions where 
the pros and cons of the middle 
school versus a 7-12 high school were 
addressed. The board has taken a 
position that it is critical to maintain 
our educational standards with the 
continuation of the middle school. 
This position, with the 21 reasons 
why, were forwarded to the School 
Committee and the School Configu¬ 
ration Committee on February 18. 

It is important for the entire com¬ 
munity to understand our reasons 
for taking this stand because the 
decisions made in this area, either 
this year or in the future, dramati¬ 
cally effects the way we deliver 
educational services to all our stu¬ 
dents. I won’t list all 21 reasons, but 
will summarize a few. 

We divided our thoughts into four 
areas: 1) Scheduling/ Curriculum, 
2) Social/developmental, 3) Health/ 
Safety and 4) Community-wide. 

The first area included the longer 
academic day for sixth graders at 
McCall as a positive effect. Seen as 
negative impacts of such an integra¬ 
tion were: the decrease in art, mus¬ 
ic, science and library offerings if 
the seventh and eighth graders were 
at the high school (because of 
inadequate facilities); the loss of 
block scheduling and "on task" 
teaching time for middle school stu¬ 
dents; and research that shows most 
communities with a 7-12 high school, 
if given a choice, would have a 
middle school configuration. 

The second area had many points 
and was an area of great parental 
concern because we all feel the 
middle school provides the "person¬ 
al touch" to the very unique needs of 
this age group. 

The health and safety issues dis¬ 
cussed concerned the unknown 
affect of high school air quality with 
the addition of more than 400 stu¬ 
dents, and concern of having half of 
the town’s school population in one 
building. 

Community-wide concerns 
included the strong belief of parents, 
teachers and students that the 
middle school philosophy is evolving 
and working quite well and that 
abandoning this philosophy so soon 
into the process doesn’t make sense. 
We also questioned the desirability 
of Winchester as a place to live w'ith 
a 7-12 high school compared to com¬ 
munities with a middle school and a 
high school. 

With the upcoming election, it is 
critical that residents understand 
the school committee candidates’ 
position on this issue. To my under¬ 
standing, two candidates have taken 
a clear position in opposition to a 7-12 
high school and the third candidate 
has taken a "conditional" position in 
support of a middle school for the 
time being. Please press the candi¬ 
dates for a clear position and sup¬ 
port the candidates that represent 
how' you may feel on this issue.

Irvings speak out 

on special education 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In the March 12 Winchester 
Star, Mr. Worthen made a 
thoughtful statement regarding 
his feelings on the issue of neigh¬ 
borhood versus community 
schools. One of his thoughts, 
namely his assertion that the spe¬ 
cial needs students of Winchester 
could not be mainstreamed in the 
community schools set-up, is a 
cause for concern. 

The facts leading to a state¬ 
ment about the special education 
ramifications of the community 
schools concept should be looked 
at carefully before drawing 
conclusions. 

The special education law 
regarding self-contained class¬ 
rooms and the mainstreaming of 
students provides that all stu¬ 
dents should have an opportunity 
to participate in the educational 
environment with their age 
peers. 

Let us look at the situation in 
Winchester regarding the special 
needs classes currently located 
at the Lynch School, specifically 
the lower elementary Learning 
Disabilities (L.D.) class and the 
upper elementary L.D. class. 
When we consider the community 
schools concept, the lower 
elementary L.D. class would stay 
at Lynch. The upper elementary 
L.D. class would be located in the 
other district (Lincoln/Muraco), 
specifically at Muraco which 
would then be a 3-5 grade level 
school. Optimum special educa¬ 
tion services would exist, as they 
do now, with no additional cost 
incurred by having to make more 
buildings handicap accessible. 

Mainstreaming is not only pos¬ 
sible in the community schools 
concept, but it may be easier and 
more educationally effective 
since each school would have 
more teachers at given grade 
levels to share the difficulties and 
the opportunities inherent in the 
process of mainstreaming. The 
special education teachers would 
also have greater opportunities to 
effectively match their students 
learning styles and the teachers 
teaching styles, thereby creating 
an educational climate which 
benefits students and teachers 
alike. 

Clearly the location of special 
needs classes and the main- 
streaming of students are not 
problems in the community 
schools concept. In fact, this con¬ 
cept allows the students in the 
L.D. classes to spend at least half 
of their elementary years in their 
home district rather than spend¬ 
ing all the time at Lynch which 
may not be their home district. 

The issue of special education 
programming therefore does not 
work against the community 
schools concept, but rather for it. 

The neighborhood versus com¬ 
munity schools concepts will and 
should generate a great deal of 
discussion. The ramifications of 
keeping the current configuration 
or trying something new should 
be carefully and thoughtfully con¬ 
sidered. Opinions regarding the 
merits or drawbacks of various 
options will differ. But an option 
should not be thrown out on the 
grounds of erroneous 
information.

It appears that we are willing 
to spend about $200,000 every 
single year to keep a fifth elemen¬ 
tary school open although we 
have a great deal of excess 
capacity at the elementary level 
(see the school configuration sub¬ 
committee report). But we are 
not prepared to take on the one¬ 
time expense of making our 
schools handicap accessible, 
thereby allowing a greater flexi¬ 
bility in special education prog¬ 
ramming and truly allowing 
every child to attend his own 
district school. 

This appears to be an unfortu¬ 
nate rating of our priorities.

Ericson makes point 
regarding housing 
fund

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School Committee rejects plan to distribute condoms

A “Focus Day” sponsored by com¬ 
munity members along with the 
approval of the Winchester High 
School Parents’ Association drew 
sharp criticism from some members 
of the community. 

Makhoul attempted repeatedly to 
limit the discussion on the “Focus 
Day” since it was not an agenda 
item. 

One parent felt that the Focus Day 
was poorly conceived and that the 
high school didn’t provide enough 
notification to the parents 
“1 left as an adult rather dis¬ 
gusted,” said Cathleen Green. She 
said she did not attend all the discus¬ 
sions but did attend the one on homo¬ 
phobia. She called the language of 
the speaker, “language 1 would not 


want to repeat.” 

Winchester High School Parents’ 
Association member .lane 
D’Entremont who worked on the 
plan along with Multicultural Net¬ 
work member Sandy Thompson 
defended the program. “The 
(Winchester High School! board 
gave unanimous approval, they 
sanctioned it,” said D’Entremont. 
She explained that the issues of 
human rights, prejudice, not just 
homophobia were presented and 
that notification of the event was 
sent in a newletter to every high 
school parent. 

However, following the tenure 
vote, several members of the ('om- 
mittee added their concerns about 
the day. 

O’Connell said that some parents. 


teachers and students liked the pre¬ 
sentations. others did not. 

“The terms brought before our 
young people were degrading and 
disgusting. ” said O’Connell. He said 
that he heard that everyone linked 
arms following Mr. Frye’s presenta¬ 
tion on homophobia and sang, '“we 
arc gay and straight together.’” 
“There are subtle forms of proselyti- 
zation,” said O’Connell. 

In addition, O’Connell objected to 
the use of the school day for the 
program. 

“I would really look hard at the 
speaker and how he presented the 
topic,” said Lombardi. 

Makhoul effectively ended the 
debate by saying sbe has requested 
a report from Ritchie and would 
address the item at a later date, 


since she had also received, “some 
praise and some people with 
reservations.” 

Condom debate 

The Committee voted .5-0 in favor 
of not distributing condoms in the 
high school. 

Following a protracted debate on 
what a vote against distribution 
means, the committee rallied behind 
revamping Winchester’s Health 
Curriculum as it is currently taught. 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
recommended that the School Com¬ 
mittee not support a petition, drawn 
up in December by high school stu¬ 
dents, asking that condoms be made 
available at the school.

"The administration plans to 
review the curriculum in light of the 
new set of comprehensive guidelines 
released by Governor Weld’s 
office,” said Mitsakos. 

Ronayne questioned whether the 
committee should act on the peti¬ 
tion, or wait until the entire issue 
could be thoroughly examined. 

However, Makhoul said the com¬ 
mittee owed the students a response. 

“I obviously don’t think it’s the 
School Department’s responsibility 
or mission to get into condom distri¬ 
bution,” said Lombardi. Lombardi 


added, “We don’t spend enough time 
educating them in how to get a 
job ... ” 

Student Representative Ben 
Haskell responded, “With all due 
respect, if a kid gets AIDS, he’s not 
going to be able to get a job. He 
won’t be alive.” He said that educat¬ 
ing high schoolers was the last publ¬ 
ic chance to address the problem. 

Makhoul said that condoms are a 
symbolic issue. “The right message 
that I’ve heard from every quarter 
is abstinence,” said Makhoul. She 
added that parents had to sit down 
and do the job themselves in educat¬ 
ing their children about sex.

Reader urges keeping 
neighborhood schools 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I am writing this letter in support 
of maintaining neighborhood schools 
in Winchester. Not only have they 
been a very successful vehicle for 
elementary education in our com¬ 
munity, they address the social, 
emotional and developmental needs 
of elementary aged children and 
their families. 

Compound that with the fact that 
you would have to increase the edu¬ 
cation budget under the K-2, 3-5 
reconfiguration of the elementary 
schools, and one has to wonder why 
anyone would support that idea at 
all. The idea of drastically changing 
an outstanding educational system 
and paying more money to do it at a 
time of significant financial distress 
in our community is beyond my 
understanding. 

The increase to the education 
budget would be necessary because 
of the extra busing that would be 
required under the K-2, 3-5 reconfi¬ 
guration. If busing is eliminated 
from the education budget for next 
year due to the adoption of the 
two-mile limit, then the education 
budget would have to be increased 
by the cost of four buses that would 
then be necessary, or $104,400. If the 
School Committee decides not to 
eliminate busing and keep the exist¬ 
ing one-mile limit, then the educa¬ 
tion budget would have to be 
increased by the cost of eight addi¬ 
tional buses or $208,800. So much for 
any savings by reconfiguring and

closing a school. 

What really disturbs me is that the 
two candidates who support this con¬ 
figuration don’t seem to mind that it 
holds a double standard for special 
education students. The special edu¬ 
cation students would not be able to 
proceed from the lower elementary 
school to the upper elementary 
school with their friends, like the 
regular students. They would have 
to go to a different school and be 
mainstreamed into classes with tot¬ 
ally different students. That could 
cause disruption to their emotional 
stability, a difficult transition for a 
group not able to handle transition 
easily. 

It is just a matter of time before 
someone challenges that the fact 
that most public schools are not 
handicapped accessible. We should 
not be moving towards a configura¬ 
tion that could make that require¬ 
ment more difficult and more costly.

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Selectmen candidates talk business

Candidates for the Board of Select¬ 
men got down to business with mem¬ 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce at 
a recent breakfast, talking specifi¬ 
cally about issues that affect 
Winchester’s business community. 

Tax classification 

Selectmen candidates William 
O’Leary, Robert Deering, both 
incumbents, and Gerard Polcari 
agreed that one bracket for tax clas¬ 
sification works best in a town like 
Winchester, with relatively few 
businesses and high concentration of 
residential homes. 

“It’s a non-issue,’’ said O’Leary, 
the current chairman of the select¬ 
men, “One tax classification works 
best.’’ 

Parking 

Deering said an overall parking 
plan in the downtown area was 
designed in order to move commu¬ 
ters from other towns, who use 
Winchester’s train stop to get to 
Boston, out of the valuable down¬ 
town area parking spaces. The plan 
is targeted toward opening up 
spaces in the downtown for 
shoppers. 

O’Leary noted that selectmen 
have been working on a plan to 
alleviate parking concerns in the 
Winchester Hospital area. Overall, 
he says various plans to address 
parking congestion in the downtown 
area have had mixed success, but 


the plans continue to be finetuned. 

Polcari said there is “no magic’’ 
to the current downtown parking 
plan and said he would work to 
update the plan. He added that the 
new Arthur Griffin museum, cur¬ 
rently being constructed on Shore 
Road, must be thrown into the mix 
as well. He said additional parking 
will be needed for this facility. 

Business climate 

O’Leary said that in order to 
promote and keep businesses in 
Winchester, the town boards must 
work together to guide potential 
businesses through the licensing and 
zoning processes. 

O’Leary cited the success the 
board has had in coordinating com¬ 
plex details of projects such as the 
Purity Supreme expansion, and con¬ 
struction of the Arthur Griffin 
museum. 

Polcari noted that the town needs 
the business community to be “vib¬ 
rant and strong.’’ 

“Winchester is the best kept sec¬ 
ret northwest of Boston,’’ said Pol¬ 
cari. He said the town must make 
sure businesses can survive here. 

Deering cited the recent removal 
of the railroad bridge on Skillings 
Road, which was completed as part 
of the covenant with Purity 
Supreme. 

Dunkin’ Donuts 

Members of the Chamber express¬ 
ed concern over the rejection by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) of a 
sign at the new Dunkin’ Donuts shop 


on Main Street. 

Chamber Director Catherine Ale¬ 
xander said the shop owner had been 
led to believe at a previous ZBA 
session that the sign’s approval was 
contingent on its height and location. 
However, at a second ZBA meeting, 
the sign plan was shot down entirely, 
with ZBA members pointing to a 
new bylaw enacted in 1988, which 
had been overlooked at the previous 
session. 

Alexander said the Board of 
Selectmen should consider carefully 
the appointments to the ZBA. and 
noted that the donut snafu was not 
“an isolated case.’’ 

She said the town must “make an 
extra effort’’ to encourage new 
businesses. 

O’Leary noted that the appoint¬ 
ments to the ZBA are the “most 
important jobs the board [of select¬ 
men! has.’’ 

He also noted that the decisions 
the ZBA makes are not always popu¬ 
lar, and added that the Iward is 
either charged with being too tough, 
or not enforcing the bylaws. 

He said the policy of the Board of 
Selectmen is to appoint quality can¬ 
didates, and then “not meddle.’’ 

Deering noted too, that selectmen 
try to structure the board with qual¬ 
ity members. He added that in addi¬ 
tion to properly carrying out the 
zoning bylaws, ZBA members must 
consider how the applicants are 
handled through the system. 

Polcari said the ZBA decisions 
“set the tone’’ of the business cli¬ 
mate in town. He suggested zoning 
bylaws could be looked at with an 
eye toward updating them.

International program 
visits Winchester 

The Experiment in International 
Living, a non-profit student 
exchange organization, has 
announced plans to place an interna¬ 
tional students’ group in the 
Winchester area in July as part of its 
Homestay U.S.A. program. Twenty- 
five young people between the ages 
of 13 and 19 will spend four weeks 
with families in the community 
while they attend English classes 
and enjoy excursions to nearby 
places of interest. 

The Experiment, the oldest orga¬ 
nization of its kind, originated the 
homestay concept 60 years ago to 
provide students with the opportuni¬ 
ty to learn first-hand about other 
cultures while living in a family 
setting. Since then, its programs 
have expanded to include individual 
and group travel for both students 
and adults to and from the U.S. and 
around the world. 

The Experiment’s headquarters, 
located in Brattleboro. Vt.. w'ere 
selected as the training site for the 
original Peace Corps volunteers. 
The Brattleboro site now houses the 
School for International Training for 
language teachers and international 
businessmen. Currently the Experi¬ 
ment operates throughout the U.S. 
and in 40 foreign countries. Last

Lead is everywhere — in soil, in 
water, and in dust from old and 
deteriorated painted surfaces in 
homes. 

Blood tests for lead are available 
and can be used to assess exposure. 
Recently, the (’enters for Disease 
Control showed their concern by 
low'ering the threshhold of blood- 
lead level above which further eva¬ 
luation and/or treatment are recom¬ 
mended.

The Winchester Housing Authority 
should cooperate with our other 
Town Boards and interested private 
groups to build a consensus to pro¬ 
vide new', affordable housing.

There is nothing magi¬ 
cal about any single one of these 
positions — but together they repre¬ 
sent a major change in the way we 
deliver our educational services. 
Just as class size and avoidance of 
split classes are important factors in 
how we deliver education, curricu¬ 
lum evaluation and development are 
the important factors that make up 
what kind of education we continue 
to deliver. I would work with the 
administration, principals and 
teachers to establish curriculum 
teams who would be responsible for: 
periodic evaluation of program effi¬ 
cacy, ensuring comparability and 
equity among elementary schools, 
integrating curricula from grades 
kindergarten through 12, and curri¬ 
culum enhancement.

They continue to be 
accepted into the best colleges and 
this year we produced more Nation¬ 
al Merit Scholars than in recent 
history. Winchester High School was 
just named one of the top 10 by 
Boston Magazine. 

We must remember that educa¬ 
tional excellence is measured in 
quality, not quantity. Yes, choices 
have to be made, but thinking that 
more is better or more is quality is a 
fallacy. What is important is what 
you teach and how well you teach, 
not how many different things you 
teach. Instead of comparing educa¬ 
tion to some nebulous former excel¬ 
lence, we should be concentrating on 
students’ educational needs for the 
future. Our children’s education 
needs to be focused, they need to 
learn in greater depth. Education is 
a dynamic process.

review of all town departments to 
identify additional efficiencies.

domestic situations is part of stan¬ 
dard training at the police academy. 

The orders issued by police, get 
the victim recognized by the entire 
system more quickly, according to 
police. 

Pierce says the strengthened 
response of police, and increased 
awareness have increased the level 
of safety for victims. 

•‘Once the victim gets into the 
[courtI system, there are more 
avenues available." says Pierce 

Changes in the law 

The law also covers a wider area 
of abuse in the home 

Outlined in the “Policy for Law 
Knforcement Response to Domestic 
Violence." a publication from the 
Executive Office for Public Safety, 
the laws have now’ been changed to 
protect a victim from household 
members who are not blood rela¬ 
tives. such as in-laws or ex-spouses. 

Specifically identified as victims 
are those individuals who are proven 
by the court to be in a “substantial 
dating relationship." Victims can 
now seek protection through a 
restraining order from those indivi¬ 
duals. as well. 

“You can gel just as hurt if you 
are hit by your husband as by a 
stranger.” says Pierce. 

The new laws also mandate the 
arrest of the offender be the “pre¬ 
ferred response" of the police officer 
in dealing with incidents of domestic 


violence. The change means the 
officer need not have witnessed the 
attack to make the arrest. Specifi¬ 
cally. in cases of domestic abuse 
when a restraining order is in place, 
if the officer believes an abuse look 
place, the law mandates the arrest 
of the assailant. On a first-time call, 
police must make a judgment call — 
to arrest or not arrest. 

Arlington’s DelGaizo says: “Ini¬ 
tially you try to diffuse a situation 
when you get there, but you try to 
inform them of their rights.” 

In the past, police always entered 
that “gray area" concerning arrest 
when approaching an incident of 
possible domestic violence, says 
Pierce. Before the new law. police, 
in many cases, would ask the abu¬ 
sive person to take a walk and cool 
off. 

But. Pierce says the new laws help 
in that respect, too. By eliminating 
the judgment call in such incidents, 
police have a uniform response — 
separate the assailant and victim, 
then arrest. 

Belmont’s Lt. Joseph Griffin 
agrees. “Before, we had no right of 
arrest in most cases," he says. The 
only times when police could 
intervene were when the violence 
was committed in public, in front of 
witnesses, or in front of the officer. 
“He could pummel to death a 
woman (in private) and we couldn’t 
arrest him” 

In the last 10 years, police depart¬ 
ments in this state have come a long 
way. says Middlesex County District 
Attorney Tom Reilly. “Police 


Getting Help 


Those who work with victims of domestic abuse and violence say there 
are many ways to get help. But the most important thing, they said, is to 
actually gel help. Very often small acts that threaten security happen 
before larger violent actions.

departments have made more prog¬ 
ress than most people give them 
credit for, ” Reilly says. “For the 
most part they have addressed this 
situation. 

“Officers are trained and 
instructed to take matters seriously 
and to be sensitive." 

Caseload increasing 

Although police departments arc 
improving their ways of handling 
domestic cases, the problems con¬ 
tinue. “ I believe in an approach that 
emphasizes prevention, ” Reilly 
says. “There is no question that we 
need earlier intervention, but there 
is a lack of resources for the D.A.’s 
office and for battered women 
services” 

In spite of funding problems, Reil¬ 
ly’s office is giving priority status to 
domestic abuse cases. More and 
more women are being assisted in 
obtaining restraining orders when 
they are needed. 

Reilly admits handling abuse 
cases is a difficult process, and 
given the current lack of funding for 
special programs, moving cases 
through the system in an expeditious 
fashion is not always easy. He says 
an effort is being made to identify 
high risk cases and to intervene 
before further abuse takes place. 
The success of these efforts depends 
in large part on adequate funding for 
additional advocates in the courts 
and more prosecutors. 

“These cases have been going up 
every month and every year, ” Reil¬ 
ly says. “The numbers are ahead of 
last year in the first two months of 
this year and they continue to go 
up” 

Pressure causing violence 

The economy is a factor in the rise 
of domestic violence cases, as w-ell 
as increased awareness of problems 
and the acknowledgement that 
domestic abuse is a criminal act, 
Reiily says. He points out, however, 
that although the economy can be a

reason, it is by no means a legiti¬ 
mate excuse. “ These are criminal 
acts, not family matters. They 
deserve to be treated as criminal 
acts. The fact that you don’t have a 
job does not excuse you for hitting a 
child or a woman” 

Empowering the 
victim 

Once a batterer is arrested or 
action is taken, victims now have 
more support in the system. 

According to Jeffrey Ryan, chief 
of the Victim Witness Service 
Bureau, empowerment of the victim 
is the key to halting the abuse. 

Under Massachusetts law', the 
state-run Victim Witness Service 
Bureau, assigns advocates to vic¬ 
tims in need as they make their way 
through the district and superior 
court systems. 

Ryan says the goal of the bureau is 
to supply the victims with enough 
information to aid them in regaining 
their self confidence. “We want to 
avoid letting them become twice 
victimized." adds Ryan. 

The advocates generally help the 
victim through the court system, 
which includes accompanying the 
victim to court. 

Or the process can begin when the 
victim goes to court the day after a 
violent incident to take out a 
restraining order under Chapter 
209A, the Abuse Prevention Act. 

Another important component in 
curbing domestic violence is to 
advise the victim of his/her rights 
under the law and develop a “safety 
plan.” according to Ryan. This may 
or may not include a move to a 
shelter, he adds. 

The advocates can also assist in 
the preparation of a victim 
““impact" statement. In this state¬ 
ment, says Ryan, “the victim gets a 
chance to tell how the crime has 
affected them emotionally, finan¬ 
cially, and physically.” 

An impact statement can be heard 
in court following a guilty finding.

and before sentencing. 

Shelters offer hope 

For women in domestically violent 
situations in Winchester, one haven 
is the Support Committee for Bat¬ 
tered Women’s shelter in Waltham. 
The shelter is located at a secret site 
there. 

According to Julie Wentworth, the 
director of community outreach and 
volunteer coordinator at the Walth¬ 
am shelter, the women and children 
who come to the shelter each have a 
different set of circumstances. 

According to Wentworth, every 16 
days a woman is killed by her part¬ 
ner. However, she says she cannot 
suggest when and how a woman 
should leave a violent household. 

“Only the woman in the situation 
knows what is best for her," she 
says. For example, Wentworth says, 
it is not advisable for certain women 
to obtain restraining orders, if their 
husbands or boyfriends have friends 
in the police departments of their 
towns, or if they are afraid that the 
action will further anger the batter¬ 
ing partner. 

However, Wentworth says, getting 
restraining orders “is a good option 
for many women." 

The women and their children can 
stay for free in the Waltham shelter 
for a maximum of six to eight weeks. 
The nine-bed shelter has an annual 
budget of about $250,(X)0 and is sup¬ 
ported by state, federal, municipal 
dollars, as well as individual and 
corporate contributions. 

The shelter screens the women 
before accepting them. “We have a 
screening procedure, just as any 
shelter,” Wentworth says. Certain 
conditions bar a woman from stay¬ 
ing at the shelter there: if the 
woman is from Waltham; if the 
batterer is in Waltham; and if there 
is drug abuse. 

“We don’t have a 24-hour staff or 
drug and alcohol counselors. If they 
haven’t been clean for over six 
months, they would be recom¬ 
mended to another shelter or a treat-

menl program,” Wentworth says. 

Hotlines offer support 

More than anything else, Went¬ 
worth says, the shelter offers sup¬ 
port and aid to women who call its 
24-hour number. 

One purpose of the shelter’s hot¬ 
line, Wentworth says, is to tell the 
callers “I believe you and it’s not 
your fault.” Often, she says, many 
people make assumptions and pass 
judgments, for example, on why a 
battered spouse stayed for so long 
with a batterer. The hotline offers a 
supportive, non-condemning voice. 

Another purpose of the hotline, 
Wentworth says, is to offer informa¬ 
tion to the callers on various issues, 
such as how to obtain restraining 
orders, how to plan her leaving, and 
housing information. 

“We offer referrals, get in touch 
with organizations that provide job 
training, or services for children,” 
Wentworth says. 

There are 28 such shelters in the 
state, all members of the the Massa¬ 
chusetts Coalition of Battered 
Women. 

Since the period they can stay at 
the shelter is relatively short, the 
shelter’s workers try to find alter¬ 
nate housing for the woman. Accord¬ 
ing to Wentworth, the woman will 
have her name put on a priority 
housing list once she enters the shel¬ 
ter, if she has no housing. Priority 
housing, however, can have a wait¬ 
ing list for as long as two years. The 
women then are directed to other 
shelters in the meantime.

be asked to attend the session, as 
well, to field questions from local 
residents; “to feel the public wrath 
and the public pressure.” 

Selectman Peter Van Aken 
reviewed the figures noting that at 
the current rate, by 1998, Winchester 
will pay close to $8 million in water 
and sewer costs. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt noted 
that the $8 million assumes a “fairly 
level capital budget. I’m not sure 
that’s a safe assumption.” 

Schmitt said the average bill for a 
Winchester resident per year, will 
kick up to $1,0(X) for water and sewer 
services. 

“This is becoming a pervasive 
issue on the state, national and local 
level. I expect (water and sewer 
rates’ will the most meddlesome 
problem we have to address in the 
next two to three years,” added 
Schmitt. 


Selectman Stephen Powers, who 
serves as the town’s representative 
on the MWRA Advisory Board, said 
he was concerned with the percen- 
♦.age of the MWRA Boston Harbor 
debt service that is bonded. 

“The town of Winchester has no 
problem cleaning up the Boston Har¬ 
bor — for our share,’’ said Powers. 
He suggested the legislators from 
MWRA’s 60 communities must band 
together to seek a resolution. 

“Something must be done before 
(the MWRA) bonds another dollar; 
putting our ratepayers in the poor- 
house,’’ said Powers. 

Selectman Robert Deering sug¬ 
gested the board review the town’s 
current two-tier rate system, to 
ensure that on the local level, the 
system is “‘fair and equitable to 
everyone.” He suggested also that 
the municipal buildings be outfitted 
with meters, “to better control our 
own (water) use”

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Baseball’s around the corner

When teenagers are little boys, it 
seems to take such a long time for 
the really exciting things to happen. 
The nights before Christmas and 
birthdays are the longest nights of 
any youngster’s life. 

The same can be said for the 
Winchester High baseball team.

Markey introduces bill 
for harbor cleanup 

Rep. Edward J. Markey (D MA), 
cochairman of the House Clean 
Water Caucus, introduced legisla¬ 
tion recently to provide $1 billion in 
federal funding for the cleanup of 
Boston Harbor over the next five 
years. 


"The Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority is predicting 
annual increases in water and sewer 
rates of over 30 percent," Markey 
said. "By 1998, the bills for Boston 
ratepayers will have risen by more 
than 600 percent in 10 years. This 
burden simply cannot be shouldered 
by Boston area residents alone and 
this bill will ensure that it isn’t." 

The bill, which is cosponsored by 
Reps. Moakley, Studds, Atkins, Ken¬ 
nedy, Donnelly, Early, Mavroules 
and Frank, is similar to legislation 
introduced by Sens. Edward Ken¬ 
nedy and John Kerry last week. It 
would provide $1 billion in grant 
money to clean up Boston Harbor — 
approximately 20 percent of the total 
cost of the project. 

The Bush Administration, on the 
other hand, has proposed just $100 
million in fiscal years 1992 and 1993. 

"While President Bush brought 
national attention to water quality 
problems in Boston Harbor during 
the 1988 campaign, he has not 
brought national funding in any sig¬ 
nificant amount," Markey said. 
"This bill will authorize funding the 
federal government’s fair share to 
Boston harbor.” 


The benefits of the proposed fund¬ 
ing to the local economy would be 
substantial. Using MWRA esti¬ 
mates, the $1 billion in federal fund¬ 
ing authorized by this Boston Harbor 
funding bill would mean a yearly 
reduction of $150 per household, and 
a reduction of $4,500 over the 30-year 
life of MWRA bonds. 

Douglas MacDonald, incoming 
director of the MWRA said, "More 
federal funding is absolutely essen¬ 
tial to ease the rate burden of 2.5 
million residents in our service area. 
We are delighted our delegation has 
filed this important legislation and 
we are committed to work with 
them." 

A study prepared by Cambridge 
Systematics Inc., estimates that 
during the 1990s the project will 
provide approximately $3 billion to 
the Boston area economy — or $2 for 
every dollar spent locally. In addi¬ 
tion, 4,000 jobs would be created 
during those years which would 
have a significant impact on the 50 
percent unemployment rate in the 
construction industry and on the 
local economy which is experiencing 
one of the highest unemployment 
rates in the country. 

"The federal funding we are prop¬ 
osing in this bill would stimulate the 
local economy and ease the burden 
on ratepayers while cleaning up one 
of the most beautiful and productive 
harbors in the country,” Markey 
said. 

Markey and Rep. Bill Lowery 
(R-CA) are cochairmen of the 
l(X>-member Congressional Caucus 
for Clean Water.

Get with a program. Whether it is to 
lose weight, eat healthier, change a 
hairdo, or strengthen nails, ambitious 
undertakings require expert help. 
That is the advice given by Mary 
Russo and Santa Andrews, close 
friends who made a major change in 
their look and lifestyle. 

For Mary Russo of Watertown, los¬ 
ing 35 pounds meant the difference 
between wearing fashions that flat¬ 
tered her waste and wearing over¬ 
blouses. She preferred the former, 
and was able to discard the latter 
within five months of joining a weight 
loss program. 

Mary began her program in July. 
As a wife and mother — Mary’s three 
children range in age from 7 to 24 — 
she soon discovered that sticking to a 
prepared diet of 1,000 calories per day 
was no easy task. Her family was 
home for dinner every night and that 
meant home-cooking for them, and a 
prepared diet dish for her. 

Wisdom, water and willpower kept 
her from cheating. She learned how to 
diet assertively when getting together 
with friends or dining in a restaurant. 
Shopping habits had to change. Snack¬ 
ing meant reaching for 15 grapes in¬ 
stead of a box of Cheez-its. 

“Cheez-its have always been my 
weakness,” admitted Mary who 
learned to pass shelves in the super¬ 
market stocked with foods she 
shouldn’t eat. Eventually she found 
herself passing by most of the aisles in 
the center of the store. 

“The classes and individual 
counseling I received as part of my 
program helped a lot,” she said. ‘‘So 
much of what I learned was common 


sense, yet it had to be pointed out to 
me.” 

One salvation for Mary was that she 
never got into the habit of eating in 
her car. ‘‘It is just something we don’t 
do in our family,” she said. ‘‘But a lot 
of people eat while they are driving or 
riding, and that habit was hard for 
them to break.” 

During the summer she walked two 
miles three times a week. In the fall 
and winter, she replaced walking with 
low-impact aerobics twice a week. By 
December, trim and fit, she had 
reached her desired weight of 120 
pounds. 

Like Mary, Santa Andrews had a 
weakness for Cheez-its. But unlike 
Mary who never had a weight pro¬ 
blem as a youngster, Santa had battl¬ 
ed her weight since age 16. 

After her second child was married, 
she focused on a weight loss routine of 
diet and exercise. Santa lost 105 
pounds in nine months, slimming 
down from a size 22 dress to a size 7. 
She began her diet in March, 1990 with 
a decision to have her nails tipped. 

‘‘I always wanted nice nails, but I 
used to bite mine,” said Santa. Pleas¬ 
ed with the results of her manicure, 
Santa was motivated to reshape more 
than her nails. 

She began to diet, and set a goal of 
25 pounds by June when she and her 
husband were planning a trip to 
Maine with a group of friends. In 
June, she had passed her goal and lost 
40 pounds. 

‘‘At first I used a liquid diet,” she 
said. ‘‘But I couldn’t stand it after 
three weeks.” She switched to a com¬ 
mercial diet with a daily intake of 
1,000 calories. The key to the diet was 
small portions and low fat. 

Santa eliminated butter and 
margarine and used a butter 


substitute. ‘‘1 still do,” she said. 

‘‘I lived on yogurt, fruit and salads. 
1 got really creative with salads to 
make them more palatable. ” She add 
ed left over chicken, raisins or 
sunflower seeds. Because she hated 
light salad dressings, she would mix a 
teaspoon of water, lemon juice or 
vinegar for dressing. 

Never a milk drinker, Santa used 
her daily allowance of milk to make 
diet pudding. And she drank a lot of 
coffee. 

“I began walking when my 
daughter asked me to join her in a 
road race.” To work up to the three 
miles needed to enter the race, she 
began walking one mile, then two, and

Opponents said the package was 
fiscally irresponsible and spends 
new money in areas in which the 
state had made responsible cuts last 
year. 

A Yes vote is for the budget. A No 
vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 


PRIVATIZATION <11 .i317) — 
House 113-31. approved an amend¬ 
ment to a budget section providing 
for a statewide study of potential 
privatization of state facilities and 
requiring legislative approval of any 
such action. The amendment 
expands the study to include consoli¬ 
dation or closing of any facilities and 
requires inclusion of a cost benefit 
analysis. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will let legislators know if there are 
actually any cost savings and gives 
the legislature, not just the Gover¬ 
nor. input into the process. 

Opponents said the administration 
solicits input through public hear¬ 
ings and argued requiring legisla¬ 
tive input into what happens to every 
skating rink and pool will slow down 
the process. 

A Yes vote is for the consolidation, 
closing and cost benefit amendment. 
A No vote is against the amendment, 

Casey voted yes. 

(IKNERAL RKMEK (11 .5317) — 
House 101-4.1. rejected an amend¬ 
ment prohibiting two or more unre¬ 


lated welfare recipients who live 
together to each receive full bene¬ 
fits. The supplemental budget allows 
the full benefits while the amend¬ 
ment allows full benefits for one 
recipient and reduces them for sec¬ 
ond or subsequent ones. 

Amendment supporters, noting 
these people share expenses. sai(J 
the reduction was approved last 
year. They argued changing back to 
full benefits will cost $4 million. 

Opponents said these recipients 
who choose to live together to save 
money should not be penalized and 
claimed the reduction will hurt 
many poor people. 

A Yes vote is for prohibiting the 
full benefits. A No vote is for allow¬ 
ing the full benefits. 

Casey voted no. 

HAZARDOUS W.ASTE (H .'i317) — 
House 80-.'i7. rejected an amendment 
making existing hazardous waste 
facilities subject to rules and regula¬ 
tions made by local boards of health 
to assure the facility will be oper¬ 
ated in a manner which will not 
harm the public health or safety or 


the environment. 

Amendment supporters, noting a 
budget section unfairly strips local 
boards of health of most powers over 
hazardous waste facilities, said this 
amendment will at least insure local 
boards have some power left to pro¬ 
tect their residents. 

Opponents said the boards will 
have sufficient power without the 
amendment. They claimed the 
amendment is an attempt to give the 
boards siting powers which will 
result in local shutdowns of facilities 
and a lack of facilities in the state. 

A Yes vote is for the amendment 
giving local boards of health the 
regulatory power. A No vote is 
against the amendment. 

Casey voted yes. 

THE SENATE. “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local senators’ votes 
on three roll calls from the week of 
March 16-20. 

UNE.MPLOYMENT (S 1461) — 
Senate 22-8, gave near final approval 
to a bill hiking the unemployment 
insurance taxes on employers by 30 
percent. The measure hikes the 


average payment from $363 per year 
per employee to $474 through 1993 
and to $680 in 1994. 

Supporters said this is the only 
responsible way to bail out the 
state’s unemployment trust fund 
which could reach a $900 million 
deficit by the end of the year. They 
noted the state is borrowing $.5 mil¬ 
lion a day to pay benefits. 

Opponents said the bill is another 
tax hike which will hurt businesses 
and force them out of the state. 

A Yes vote is for the hike. A No 
vote is against it. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes. 

WELD VERSION (S 1463) — 
Senate 25-6, rejected Governor 
Weld’s alternative unemployment 
fund plan which would have left 
payments unchanged but cut future 
benefits to the unemployed by some 
$200 million. The Weld version tight¬ 
ens eligibility and reduces the num¬ 
ber of weeks jobless benefits can be 
collected from 30 to 26 weeks. 

Supporters said this version will 
not hike the tax and claimed the fund 


will restore itself to a positive 
balance when economic conditions 
improve and unemployment drops. 

Opponents said the Weld version 
will result in continued borrowing of 
$5 million a day and is also unfair to 
future unemployed workers. 

A Yes vote is for the Weld version. 
A No vote is against it. 

Shannon voted no. 

SEASONAL EMPLOYEES (S 
1461) — Senate 24-8, rejected an 
amendment eliminating benefits for 
certain seasonal employees who 
work for less than 26 weeks in sea¬ 
sonal businesses. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will stop college students and others 
working over the summer in tourist 
area restaurants and other seasonal 
jobs from collecting unemployment 
benefits. 

Opponents said this prohibition 
would hurt people like construction 
workers and others who would be 
denied benefits. A Yes vote is for 
eliminating seasonal benefits. A No 
vote is for seasonal benefits. 

Shannon voted no.

Hazardous Waste Regulations 
Whereas the Board of Health, acting in accord¬ 
ance with the Massachusetts General Laws. Chapter 
111. Section 31. did promulgate the following regula 
tion (hazardous waste) 

Section 2 Purpose 

These regulations are intended to protect the public 
health and safety from the risks posed by hazardous 
waste contamination and threats of contamination of 
air. land, surface water, soil, groundwater, wetlands, 
drinking water, and other resources 
These regulations are intended to supplement existing 
federal and stale laws and regulations in order to in¬ 
form the Board of contaminated sites and to require 
that appropriate remediation ar>d other actions to be 
taken when there are releases or threats ot releases of 
toxic substances 

These regulations are necessary lor the Board to en 
sure protection of the public health and safety by ob¬ 
taining lirnely notice ol hazardous waste releases and 
potential releases establishing the nature and extent 
of such releases identifying the types and quantities 
ol hazardous wastes and other toxic substances, eval 
uating the hazards posed to the public health and 
safely compiling in a central location information as to 
such hazards identifying the pomes responsible de^ 
ciding whai public or private actions are appropriate to 
address risks posed to the pubtic health, preventing or 
min-mizing releases which may endanger Ihe public 
health and solely avoiding improper or inadequate re^ 
mediation, thus limiting exposure to persons and prop 
erly, anticipating residential commercial, or industrial 
uses of properly or other activities which may irKrease 
exposure or make response actions rnore difficult, de¬ 
termining appropriate interim and permanent meas 
ures to as i i ef-rr contain, and remediate such releases 


or threats ol releases, verifying compliance with Board 
requirements, and coordinating Ihe responses ol other 
local boards, agencies, and officials lo releases and 
threats of releases 

Section 3 Definitions 

"Hazardous waste" means a waste, material, product, 
substance or combination thereof, in whatever form, 
which poses a present or potential threats to (i) human 
health, safety, or welfare, or (ii) environment because 
of Its quality, concentration, physical, chemical, corro¬ 
sive. flammable, reactive, toxic, infectious, or radioac 
tive characteristics, either separately or in combina¬ 
tion. which has been released (or threatens to be re¬ 
leased) to Ihe environment whether intentionally or 
otherwise Any waste, material, product, or substance 
deemed hazardous under General Laws chapter 2lC. 
General Laws chapter 21E. 42 USC Section 6901. el 
seq . or 42 USC Section 9601. el seq . as these stat 
utes may be amended, shall without limitation, be 
deemed a "hazardous waste " tor the purpose of these 
regulations Hazardous waste shall also include oil. 
which shall mean insoluble or partially soluble oils ol 
any kind or origin or in any form, including, without 
limitation, waste oils, crude oiKs) or fuel oiKs). lube 
oiMs) or sludge, fresh asphalt, and denvahves ol min¬ 
eral. animal, or vegetable oils Hazardous waste " 
shall not include so<alled municipal solid waste, also 
known as household waste or trash 
The terms operator", owner", and person", re 
lease ". threat ol release' . and site" shall have the 
same meanings as set forth in General Laws chapter 
21E. AS amended from time to lime, except that such 
terms shall not include the Town ol Winchester and its 
various departments, boards, and authorities 

Sections Notice to Board 

Any owner or operator of a site shall forthwith notify 
the Board upon learning of a release or threat ol re 
lease Such Notice shall be m writing by hand delivery 
to the office ol the Board, its current Agent, the current 
Chairman, or by Certified Mail Return Receipt Re 
quested A copy of such Notice shall be provided at 
the same time to the Fire Department 
Upon receipt from tfie Massachusetts Department of 
Environment^ Protection ( DEP") ol any administra 
live or enlorcement order, or Notice of Responsibility 
under General Laws chapter 21E compelling assess 
menl. containment or removal ol hazardous waste (in¬ 
cluding oil) such owner or operator shall notify the 
Board in Ihe came manner as set forth above 
Upon learning that a site n listed as a possible or 


conlirmeo disposal site (or of change of status) on the 
quarterly list ol such sites published by DEP pursuant 
to General Laws chapter 21E (and regulations there¬ 
under) such owner or operator shall lortfiwilh notify Ihe 
Board In the same manner as set forth above Such 
Notice need not be repeated although such site may

success. The process can be as 
painstaking as it is liberating for men 
who grew up in households where 
fathers worked long hours and raised 
their sons to expect the same lot in 
life. 

Now, as many fathers seek to 
support their wives’ professional 
ambitions and prepare their children 
for an increasingly complex world, 
they are more willing to scale back 
their career plans or demand more 
flexibility from their jobs. 

Such fundamental change 
nevertheless comes slowly in a 
society where men are still expected 
to focus on being breadw’inners. And 
most companies still make it difficult 
for men to cut back their schedules 
or take time off for parenting 
responsibilities without derailing 
their careers. 

Still, Patricia Thatcher, a 
Holliston consultant who runs 
seminars on work/family issues for 
companies and associations, sees 
evidence that more fathers are 
willing to challenge the system along 
with women. 

"I’m enthralled with this. I’ve 
had on average more men attending 
my seminars than women.

that fathers are saying, ‘I want to be 
active in raising my children, but I 
didn’t necessarily have the role 
models. I don’t know much about it, 
but I want to learn,’ ” said 
Thatcher. 

She said men she sees want to 
learn how to speak to their children 
at various developmental stages and 
to build their self-esteem. 

' 'There’s more of a focus on 
'how can I get my kid to love 
himself?’ rather than 'how can I get 
my kid to be successful?’ ’ ’ said 
Thatcher. 

And fathers as well as mothers 
realize this lofty goal requires more 
of their time and attention. Thatcher 
said that while some men like Ramos 
are passing up promotions, more are 
taking smaller steps that include 
asking for time off to see their 
children’s plays or baseball games. 
Some are turning down transfers 
that would uproot their families. 

Thatcher expects this trend to 
accelerate over the next 20 years as 
more women move into positions of 
authority and influence "the 
softening of some of these corporate 
policies." She said men, like 
women, want more control over 
their schedules and the chance to 
take time off when they need it and 
make it up later. 

Jenna Seaver, president of the 
Belmont-based Corporate Kids day 
care program, agreed that fathers 
have become more involved in the 
day-to-day responsibilities of raising 
children just in the last few years. 

She said that while it was once 
the mother’s responsibility to drop 
off and pick up a child from day care, 
some fathers are now taking over 
that duty. 


"You didn’t see that five years 
ago," said Seaver, whose company 
runs five day care centers, three of 
them at work sites. 

Rick Davis is a new father just 
beginning the adjustment to the role. 
Although he hasn’t made any major 
changes in his schedule, he brings 
his four-month-old daughter Amy to 
the Corporate Kids day care center 
at T j Maxx in Framingham every 
morning about 8. He then heads 
upstairs to his job as manager of 
store accounting. His wife, who 
works full-time at Babson College, 
usually picks the baby up around 
5:30 p.m. 

Davis, a 34-year-old Framingham 
resident, said having access to on¬ 
site day care has been a major plus 
because it is convenient and gives 
him more time with his daughter. 

"I’ll go down and visit her during 
the day. Right now, Amy’s at the 
stage where it affects me more when 


I leave,’’ he said. 

David McCloskey of Holliston is 
ahead of Davis on the parenting time 
line and has made several personal 
and professional changes along the 
way. Since starting his own home- 
based cleaning business in 1984 after 
working as a clinical audiologist for 
the Veteran’s Administration in 
Boston, he has been involved more 
in the care of his two sons, 

Matthew, 12, and Ben, 5. 

"I’ve seen much more of my 5- 
year-old than I ever did of the 12- 
year-old,’’ said McCloskey, 45. 

McCloskey’s work requires him 
to be out most evenings supervising 
his maintenance crew, but also gives 
him the flexibility to spend time with 
his youngest son during the day. The 
arrangement also helps McCloskey’s 
wife, Beverly, a former teacher who 
returned to .‘school last year to get a 
master’s in education and now 
juggles two part-time jobs.

Many entrepreneurs use in¬ 
dependent contractors and 

• avoid paying payroll taxes 
and processing all the paperwork asso¬ 
ciated with becoming an employer. 

There are many advantages to us¬ 
ing independent contractors. You have 
the flexibility of picking and choosing 
people who best satisfy your particular 
need for a specific job. You eliminate 
permanent salary expenses along with 
other related employee benefits like 
sick leave and vacation pay. There are 
no performance reviews and on-the-job 
training. 

Paperwork and record-keeping re¬ 
quirements are minimal. And, because 
independent contractors are not con¬ 
sidered employees, you are not obli¬ 
gated to collect federal, state or city 
income tax or file the appropriate tax 
returns. 


On the other hand, you do lose a 
certain amount of control over the 
work performed. Independent contrac¬ 
tors may not be available when you 
need them, or they may not complete 
a project on schedule. 

But, overall, the benefits of con¬ 
tract labor to entrepreneurs far out¬ 
weigh the disadvantages. 

Be warned, though. The IRS close¬ 
ly monitors the use of independent 
contractors. The government projects 
losing millions of dollars in revenues 
each year because employers mislabel 
workers as independent contractors. 
So business owners must carefully fol¬ 
low IRS guidelines when hiring this 
type of labor. 

The rule of thumb is that workers 
are independent contractors if you di¬ 
rect the result of their work, but not 
the means and methods of accomplish¬ 
ing results. Independent contractors 
must work independently, perform the 
work off your premises and provide in¬ 
voices for work performed. 

Independent contractors are re¬ 
quired to pay their own income tax. 
Social Security tax and unemployment 
tax. When using independent contrac¬ 
tors, provide each with a form 1099- 
Misc. (Statement for Recipients of 
Miscellaneous Income) when their fees 
total $600 or more. A copy of this form 
must be sent to the IRS with Form 
1096, (Annual Summary and Transmit¬ 


tal) by Feb. 8 of the following year. 
Basically, the only information you 
must furnish is the worker’s Social Se¬ 
curity number and the amount paid. 

Document any and all work done by 
independent contractors. Use a con¬ 
tract to document work performed. 
Contracts commonly include a detailed 
description of the service to be per¬ 
formed, materials used and who will 
pay for them, a deadline for completion 
and the amount and method of pay¬ 
ment. Also, incorporate what happens 
if the work is incomplete or late and 
how disputes will be resolved. The 
contract should cover who is responsi¬ 
ble for any injuries suffered by the con¬ 
tractor. 

Several books that contain sample 
contracts are available in libraries or 
bookstores. Refer to "Simple Con¬ 
tracts for Personal Use,’’ Nolan 
Press; "Instant Legal Forms,’’ Liber¬ 
ty Hall Press; or the "Basic Book of 
Business Agreements," Enterprise 
Publishing Inc. 

For certain jobs, independent con¬ 
tractors are a time- and money-saver 
to business owners. Just make sure 
you follow the IRS guidelines and doc¬ 
ument work performance.

Reprimanding or disciplining em¬ 
ployees improperly can do more than 
create ill feelings. It could land you in 
court. 

Employees can sue organizations 
that discipline or fire them unfairly. 

And it can be costly. 

Most jury awards add up to several 
thousand dollars, but can go higher. In 
1989 a Texas jury awarded a man $32 
million in his wrongful discharge suit. 

Progressive discipline, a series of 
steps for dealing with employees who 
are not performing adequately, is a 
simple and fair solution. It corrects and 
educates employees instead of punish¬ 
ing them. It establishes a pattern of 


fairness among your managers. Here’s 
how to use it: 

■ Employees should know what’s ex¬ 
pected of them. They should know the 
rules, performance standards and goals 
of your organization. Write these 
down, post them and put them in the 
employee handbook. 

■ All managers must use the same 
rules. Inadequate performance should 
be treated consistently in terms of how 
often it is tolerated, how much time 
the employee has to fix the problem or 
which offenses trigger severe disci¬ 
pline. 

■ Include in your disciplinary policy a 
disclaimer that the company retains its 
right to terminate at any time for any 
lawful reason. Otherwise you might be 
bound by a contract you didn’t intend. 


■ When you notice a problem, investi¬ 
gate it quickly, objectively and com¬ 
pletely. Tell the employee what is ex¬ 
pected and how the behavior fell below 
expectations. Explain how the behav¬ 
ior affects performance. Listen to the 
employee’s side. 

■ If the problem persists, start a formal 
disciplinary process. Give a verbal 
warning or reprimand in private. Try 

to reach an agreement with the em¬ 
ployee on how to correct the problem. 
TeU the employee that further disci¬ 
plinary action could be ahead if nothing 
changes. 

■ If the problem still lingers, issue a 
written warning similar to the verbal 
warning. Also state when and how you 
expect the problem to be fixed. File 
the warning in the employee’s file.
